THAT  Dedication  and  Flattery  are  fynonimousj 
is  the  Complaint  of  every  Dedicator,  who  concludes 
himfelf  ingenuous  and  fortunate,  if  he  can  difeover  4. 
iefs  trite  and  diredt  Method  of  flattering  than  is  ufu- 
ally  pradtifed  ;  but  we  are  happily  prevented  from 
the  leaft  Intention  of  this  kind,  by  the  repeated  Of¬ 
ferings  of  the  Mufes  and  News-Writers  to  Your  Ex¬ 
cellency,  in  the  pubiick  Papers  i  ’Twere  prefumptu- 
ous  even  to  dream  of  equalling  or  encreafing  them  ; 
We  therefore  flatter  ourfelves,  that  Nothing  we  can 
advance  will  in  the  leaft  fhock  Your  Excellency’s 
Modefty  j  not  doubting  but  your  Goodnefs  will  par¬ 
don  any  Deficiency  of  Elegance  and  Politenefs*  on 
account  of  our  Sincerity,  and  the  ferious  Truths  we 
have  the  Honour  to  approach  you  with. 

f  WE  have  feen  the  ancient  Cuftom  of  fending  Forth 
Colonies,  for  the  Improvement  of  any  diftant  Terri¬ 
tory,  or  newAcquifition,  continued  down  toourfelees: 
but  to  Your  Excellency  alone  it  is  owing,  that  the 
World  is  made  acquainted  with  a  Plan,  highly  refi¬ 
ned  from  thofe  of  all  former  Projedters.  They  fond¬ 
ly  imagin’d  it  necefiary  to  communicate  to  fuch  young 
Settlements  the  fulleft  Rights  and  Properties,  all 
the  Immunities  of  their  Mother  Countries,  and  Pri¬ 
vileges  rather  more  extenfive  ;  By  fuch  Means,  in¬ 
deed*  thefe  Colonies  flourifh’d  with  early  Trade  and 
Affluence  ;  but  Your  Excellency’s  Concern  for  our 
perpetual  Welfare  could  never  permit  you  to  pro¬ 
pels 
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pofe  fuch  tranfitory  Advantages  for  us  You  confi- 
der’d  Riches  like  a  Divine  and  Philofopher,  as  the 
Irritamenta  Malorum ,  and  knew  that  they  were  dif- 
pofed  to  inflate  weak  Minds  with  Pride ;  to  pamper 
the  Body  with  Luxury,  and  introduce  a  long  V ariety  of 
Evils.  Thus  have  you  Protected  us  from  ourfelv.es,  as 
Mr.  Waller  fays,  by  keeping  all  Earthly  Comforts 
from  us  :  You  have  afforded  us  the  Opportunity  of 
.  arriving  at  the  Integrity  of  the  Primitive  Times ,  by  in- 
tailing  a  more  than  Primitive  Poverty  on  us  i  The 
Toil,  that  is  neceffary  to  our  bare  Subfiftence,  muft  ef¬ 
fectually  defend  us  from  the  Anxieties  of  any  further 
Ambition  :  As  we  have  no  Properties,  to  feed  Vain- 
Glory  and  beget  Contention ;  fo  we  are  not  puzzled 
with  any  Syftem  of  Laws,  to  afcertain  and  eftablifh 
them  :  The  valuable  Virtue  of  Humility  is  fecured 
to  us,  by  your  Care  to  prevent  our  procuring,  or  fo 
much  as  feeing  any  Negroes  (the  only  human  Crea¬ 
tures  proper  to  improve  our  Soil)  left  our  Simplicity 
might  miftake  the  poor  Africans  for  greater  Slaves 
than  ourfelves  :  And  that  we  might  fully  receive  the 
Spiritual  Benefit  of  thofe  whalefome  Aufterities  ; 
you  have  wifely  denied  us  the  Ufe  of  fuch  Spirituous 
Liquors,  as  might  in  the  leaft  divert  our  Minds 
from  the  Contemplation  of  our  Happy  Gircurq- 
ftances. 

OUR  Subjed  fwells  upon  us ;  and  did  we  allow 
ourfelves  to  indulge  our  Inclination,  without  confider- 
ing  our  weak  Abilities,  we  fhould  be  tempted  ta 
launch  out  into  many  of  Your  Excellency’s  extraor¬ 
dinary  Endowments,  which  do  not  fo  much  regard^ 
the  Affair  in  Hand :  But  as  this  would  lead  us  be^ 
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yond  the  Bounds  of  a  Dedication  j  fo  would  it  en~ 
grofs  a  Subject  too  extenlive  for  us,  to  the  Prejudice 
of  other  Authors  and  Panegyrifts ;  We  {hall  there¬ 
fore  confine  ourfelves  to  that  remarkable  Scene  of 
Your  Conduct,  whereby  Great -Britain  in  general, 
and  the  Settlers  of  Georgia  in  particular,  are  laid  un- ' 
der  fuch  inexprefilble  Obligations. 

BE  pleafed  then.  Great  SIR,  to  accompany  our 
heated  Imaginations,  in  taking  a  View  of  this  Colo¬ 
ny  of  Georgia  !  this  Child  of  your  aufpicious  Politicks  I 
arrived  at  the  utmoft  Vigor  of  its  Conftitution,  at  a 
Term  when  molt  former  States  have  been  ftrug- 
gling  through  the  Convulfions  of  their  Infancy.  This 
early  Maturity,  however,  leffens  our  Admiration,  that 
Your  Excellency  lives  to  fee  (what  few  Founders  e- 
ver  afpired  after)  the  great  Decline  and  almoft  fi¬ 
nal  Termination  of  it.  So  many  have  finilh’d  their 
Courfe  during  the  Progrefs  of  the  Experiment,  and 
fuch  Numbers  have  retreated  from  the  Fantoms  of 
Poverty  and  Slavery  which  their  cowardly  Imagina¬ 
tions  piftur’d  to  them  ;  that  you  may  juftly  vaunt 
with  the  boldelt  Hero  of  them  all,

YET  mull  your  Enemies  fif  you  have  any)  be 
reduced  to  confefs,  that  no  ordinary  Statefman  could 
have  digefted,  in  the  like  Manner,  fo  capacious  a 
Scheme,  fuch  a  copious  Jumble  of  Power  and  Poli¬ 
ticks.  We  llaa.il  content  ourfelves  with  obferving, 

that 
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that  all  thofe  beauteous  Models  of  Government  which 
the  little  States  of  Germany  exercife,  and  thole  exten- 
five  Liberties  which  the  Boors  of  Poland  enjoy,  were 
defign9d  to  concenter  in  your  Syfcem  •,  and  were  we 
to  regard  the  Modes  of  Government,  we  muft  have 
been  ftrangely  unlucky  to  have  mifssd  of  the  beflr^ 
where  there  was  an  Appearance  of  fo  great  a.  V ariety  \ 
for,  under  the  Influence  of  our  Perpetual  Di£iator% 
we  have  feen  fomething  like  Ariftocracy ,  Oligarchy , 
as  well  as  the  'Triumvirate ,  Decemvirate ,  and  Confular 
Authority  of  famous  Republicks,  which  have  expired 
many  Ages  before  us :  What  Wonder  then  we  lhare 
the  fame  Fate  ?  Do  their  Towns  and  Villages  exifl 
but  in  Story  and  Rubbifh  ?  We  are  all  over  Ruins 
our  Publick- Works,  Forts,  Wells,  High-Ways, 
Light-Houfe,  Store  and  Water-Mills,  LL.  are  dig¬ 
nified  like  theirs,  with  the  fame  venerable  Defolation. 
The  Logg-Houfe,  indeed,  is  like  to  be  the  laft  for- 
faken  Spot  of  Your  Empire  ;  yet  even  this,  through 
the  Death,  or  Defertion  of  thofe  who  fhould  conti¬ 
nue  to  inhabit  it,  muft  fuddenly  decay ;  the  Bankrupt 
Jailor  himfelf  fhall  be  foon  denied  the  Privilege  of 
human  Converfation  *,  and  when  this  laft  Moment  of 
the  Spell  expires,  the  whole  fhall  vanilh  like  the  II- 
lufion  of  fome  Eaftern  Magician.. 

BUT  let  not  this  folitary  Profpefl  imprefs  Your 
Excellency  with  any  Fears  of  having  your  Services 
to  Mankind,  and  to  the  Settlers  of  Georgia  in  parti¬ 
cular,  buried  in  Oblivion  ;  for  if  we  diminutive  Au¬ 
thors  are  allow’d  to  prophely  (as  you  know  Poets  in 
thofe  Cafes  formerly  did)  we  may  confidently  prefage^ 
That  while  the  Memoirs  of  America  continue  to  be

High-Landers,  Your  Excellency’s  Exploits  and  Epo¬ 
chs  will  be  tranfmitted  to  Pofcerity. 

SHOULD  Your  Excellency  apprehend  the  leaft 
Tinfture  of  Flattery  in  any  Thing  already  hinted, 
we  may  fmcerely  affure  you,  we  intended  nothing  that 
our  Sentiments  did  not  very  ftri&ly  attribute  to  your

PRE- 
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H  E  Colony  of  Georgia  has  afforded  fo 
much  SubjeCl  of  Converfation  to  the  World , 
that  it  is  not  to  be  quejlioned,  but  a  true 
and  impartial  Account  of  it ,  from  its  firfi 
Settlement ,  to  its  prefent  Period ,  will  be 
generally  agreeable  •,  and  the  more  fo,  that  the  Subject 
has  hitherto  been  fo  much  difguifed  and  mifreprefented  in 
Pamphlets,  Poems,  Gazettes,  and  Journals. 

If  it  is  dsk’d.  Why  this  Narrative  has  not  been 
publijh’d  to  the  World  fooner  ?•  We  affign  two  Reafons , 
which  (we  doubt  not)  will  be  fat  is  factory. 

Firft,  A  Number  of  Honourable  Gentlemen  accepted 
the  Charge  of  Truftees  for  executing  the  Purpo- 
fes  in  his  Majefty’s  moft  gracious  Charter  ;  Gentle¬ 
men ,  whofe  Honour  and  Integrity  we  never  did ,  or  yet 
do,  call  in  queftion :  But ,  to  our  gredt  Misfortune ,  none 
of  that  honourable  Body  ( excepting  Mr.  Oglethorpe ) 
ever  had  Opportunity  of  Viewing  the  Situation  and 
Circumftances  of  the  Colony,  and  judging  for  themfelves 
as  to  the  Neceffities  thereof.  How  far  Mr.  Oglethorpe’^ 

.  Schemes  were  conjijlent  with  the  Welfare  or  Proffer ity  of 
it,  will  beft  appear  from  the  following  Narrative. 

When  Experience  gradually  unfolded  to  us  the  Alte¬ 
rations  we  found  abfolutely  requifite  to  our  Subfifling ,  we 
made  all  dutiful  and  fubmiffive  Applications  to  thefe  our 
Patrons ,  in  whom  we  placed  fo  much  Confidence :  Hois

Courfe  we  judged  the  moji  proper  and  diredt ,  and  there¬ 
fore  repeated  thefe  our  dutiful  Applications ,  both  to  tht 
Body  of  the  Truftees  and  to  Mr.  Oglethorpe  ;  but  alas  ! 
our  Miferie's  could  not  alter  his  Views  of  things,  and 
therefore  we  could  obtain  no  Redrefs  from  him  ;  and  the 
honourable  Board  we  found  were  prejudiced  againjt  our 
Petitions  (no  doubt)  thro9  Mftn formations  and  Mifre- 
prefeniations  \  and  this  (we  are  co?ifident)  a  further  En¬ 
quiry  and  Time  will  convince  them  of.

The  inviolable  Regard  we  paid  to  the  honour abU 
Boards  kept  us  from  applying  to  any  other  Power  for 
Redrefs ,  whilft  the  leaf  Hopes  could  be  eoitertained  of  any 
from  them  :  And  we  make  no  doubts  but  that  our  Mo¬ 
deration,  in  this  refpetl,  will  recommend  us  to  all  Perfons 
of  Humanity  i 

A  Second  Reafon  is,  That  as  we  had  daily  Occafioti 
of  feeing  our  fupreme  Magift  rates,  who  ruled  over  us 
with  unlimited  Power,  exercifing  illegal  Acts  of  Autho¬ 
rity,  by  Threatenings,  Imprifonments,  and  other  Oppref 
f  ions  ;  therefore  we  had  juft  Reafon  to  apprehend,  that 
any  further  Steps,  to  obtain  Relief  ,  might  fubjedt  us  to 
the  like  Effects  of  arbitrary  Power  ;  fo,  until  now,  that 
ta  Handful  of  us  have  mdde  our  Efcape  to  a  Land  of 
Liberty  ( after  having  made  Shipwreck  of  our  Time  and 
Subjlan'ce  in  that  unhappy  Colony )  we  had  it  not  in  our 
Power  to  reprefent  the  State  of  that  Settlement  to  the 
World,  or  to  make  our  Application  to  higher  Powers 
for  Redrefs * 


We  are  hopeful,  that  the  Per  Ufa!  of  the  following  Sheets 
will  rectify  two  forts  of  Readers  in  their  Surprize  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  Colony  of  (J^io  Jgia,  viz.  Thefe  ofG  reat-Bri- 
tain,  who  have  never  known  this  Part  of  the  World  but 
by  Defer ipt ion  ;  and  thofe  ^/America  :  The  Firft  are 
no  doubt  furprized,  to  think  it  poffible,  that  fo  pleafant  and 
temperate  a  Clime  fo  fruitful  a  Soil  \  fuch  extenfive 
Privileges  \  all  which  were  publickly  given  out ;  and  fuch 
con fider able  Sums  of  publish  and  private  Benefadlions * 

havt 
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have  not  Jatlsfied  and  enriched  us :  Them  we  refer  to 
the  following  Narrative  for  Satisfaction.  The  Ame¬ 
rican  Reader ,  on  the  other  Hand,  muft  he  equally  f un¬ 
prized  to  find  that  fuch  Numbers  jhould  have  been  fo 
fooled  and  blindfolded,  as  to  expert  to  live  in  this 
Part  of  America  by  Cultivation  of  Lands  without  Ne¬ 
groes,  and  much  more  without  Titles  to  their  Lands , 
and  laid  under  a  Load  of  Grievances  and  Rfiridiions  : 
And  tho'  thefe  were  redrefs'd ,  How  could  Perfons  in 
.their  Senfes  ever  imagine,,  that  Fifty  Acres  of  Pine 
Barr  an,-  not  Value  Fifty  Sixpences  in  Property ,  (dnd\ 
whereof  many  Thoufands  may  he  pur  chafed  at  half  that 
Rate  in  the  neighbouring  Province )  could  maintain  a 
Family  of  white  People ,  and  pay  fuch  Duties  and  Ffuit- 
Rents  in  a  few  Tears ,  as  the  rich  eft  Grounds  in  Caroli¬ 
na,  or  other  Provinces  in  America  will  never  bear  ? 
To  thefe  laft  we  Jhall  only  beg  Leave  to  obferve ,  that 
fuch  fatal  Artifice  was  ufed  (we  Jhall  not  fay  by  whom ) 
fuch  fpecious  Pretences  were  made  ufe  of  and  fuch 
real  Falfities  advanced,  and  the  fmalleft  Foundations 
*&f  Truth  magnify* d  to  Hyperbole  •  that  we,  who  had 
too  Opportunity  of  knowing  otherways,  or  Means  of  learn¬ 
ing  the  real  Truth ,  and  being  void  of  all  Stiff  icion  of 
Artifice  or  Defign,  eafily  believed  all  thefe,  and  fell  vita 
the  Decoy,

A  new  and  accurate  Account 
of  the  Provinces  of  South-Carolina  and  Geor¬ 
gia.  The  Author  has  not  thought  Jit  to  favour  us 
with  lots  Name  ;  but  it  is  eafy  to  conceive ,  that  we, 
who  fufpeCled  no  Artifice  or  Dejign,  muft  conclude,  that 
it  came  from  the  beft  Authority,  from  the  Circum- 
Jlances  of  its  being  difperfed  publickly,  and  not  being 
contradicted,  and  from  the  Author's  intimate  Acquain¬ 
tance  (at  leapt  fo  pretended)  with  all  the  Trufiees  Mea- 
fures  and  Pefigns ,  After  a  high  Encomium  upon  the 
Trufiees,  Page  7,  he  fays,  4  The  Air  of  Georgia 

*  is  healthy,  being  always  ferene  and  pleafant,  ne-

*  common  Eftimate  ;  though  their  Hufbandry  is  fo 
4  flight,  that  they  can  only  be  faid  to  fcratch  the 
4  Earth,  and  meerly  to  cover  the  Seed  :  All  the  beft 
4  fort  of  Cattle  and  Fowls  are-  multiplied  without 
4  Number,  and  therefore  without  a  Price  :  Vines 
4  are  Natives  here.’ —  Page  21,  4  The  Woods  near 
4  Savamlah  are  not  hard  to  be  clear’d  •,  many  of  them 
4  have  no  Under-Wood,  and  the  Trees  do  not  (land

‘  Cedar.  Such  an  Air  and  Soil  can  only  be  defcrib- 

*  ed  by  a  Poetical  Pen,  becaufe  there  is  no  Danger  of 

*  exceeding  the  Truth  ;  therefore  take  WALLER* s 

*  Defcription  of  an  Ifiand  in  the  Neighbourhood  of 

*  Carolina,  to  give  you  an  Idea  of  this  happy 
'‘•Climate: 


‘  The  Spring,  which  but  falutes  us  here, 

*  Inhabits  there,  and  courts  them  all  the  Year: 

*  Ripe  Fruits  and  BlofToms  on  the  fame  Tree  live  ^

From  the  Whole ,  we  doubt  not ,  the  Reader  will 
look  upon  us  as  fufficiently  punijhed for  our  Credulity  : 
And  indeed ,  who  would  not  have  been  catch9 d  with  [iich 
Promifes ,  fuch  Profpeffs  ?  What  might  not  the  Poor 
Man  flatter  himfelf  with,  from  fuch  an  Alteration  in 
Ms  Situation  ?  And  how  mmh  more  might  a  Gentleman 
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expebf  from  a  plentiful  Stock  of  his  own ,  and  Numbers 
of  Servants  to  fet  up  with  ?  Could  a  Perfon ,  with  the 
leaf  Faith ,  have  quejl  ton’d  the  Committing  his  Interests 
to  fuch  Guardians ,  and  fuch  a  tender  Father  as  Mr. 
Oglethorpe  Was  believed  to  be  ?  Whether  he  has  ailed 
that  generous,  that  human,  that  fatherly  Part,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Narrative  itiuft  determine . 

As  for  thofe  Poetical  Licences  touching  the  Wine  and 
Silk  ;  we  do  not  tranferibe  them  as  a  Reflection  upon 
the  Author  ;  but  as  a  Satyr  upon  the  Malmanagement 
of  thofe  Manufactures  ;  ftnee  no  Meafores  were  taken 
that  feem’d  really  intended  for  their  Advancement . 

We  no  wife  question  the  Poffibility  of  advancing  fuch 
Improvements  in  Georgia,  with  far  lefs  Sums  of  Mo¬ 
ney,  properly  applied,  than  the  Publick  has  befiow’d: 
But  not  even  the  Flourijhing  of  Wine  and  Silk  can  make 
a  Colony  of  Britifh  Subjects  happy,  if  they  are  deprived 
of  the  Liberties  and  Properties  of  their  Birth-right . 

We  have  endeavour’d  to  the  Utmoft  to  be  tender  of 
Char  alters  ;  but  as  we  undertake  to  write  an  Account  of 
Falls  and  Truths ;  there  is  no  Help  for  if,  when  thofe 
Falls  and  Truths  prefs  home . 

It  is  a  common  Satisfaction  to  Sufferers ,  to  expofe  to 
the  Publick  the  Rocks  upon  which  they  fplit ,  and  the 
Misfortunes  by  which  they  fuffered  *,  and  it  may  well  be 
allow’d  us,  to  publijh  the  Caufes  to  which  we  attribute 
the  Ruin  of  that  Settlement  and  ourfelves  ;  and  more 
efpe  dally  as  we  are  Profecutors  for  Juft  ice  from  higher 
Powers  ;  which  we  doubt  not  receiving  as  the  Cafe  de- 
ferves . 

We  hope  the  Truth  of  the  following  Narrative  will 
recommend  itfelf  to  the  Perufal  of  the  candid  Reader . 
The  fatal  Truth  of  this  Tragedy  hath  already  been  feaL 
ed  with _  the  Death  of  Multitudes  of  our  Fellow-Crea¬

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tures  ;  but  ft  ill  (Thanks  to  the  Providence  of  the  Al¬ 
mighty  )  fome  furvive  to  atteSl  and  confirm  the  Truth  of 
what  is  herein  contain* againft  any  Perfons  or  Names , 
however  great ,  however  powerful.

NARRATIVE,  &c. 

OTHING  is  more  difficult  for  Au¬ 
thors,  than  to  dived  themfelves  of 
Byafs  and  Partiality,  efpecially  when 
they  themfelves  are  Parties  or  Suffer¬ 
ers  in  the  Affair  treated  of. 

It  is  poffible,  this  may  be  fup- 
pofed  the  Cafe  with  us  the  Publifhers 
of  this  Narrative ;  it  may  be  imagined,  that  the 
Hardfhips,  Loffes,  and  Difappointments  we  have  met 
with  in  the  Colony  of  Georgia ,  will  naturally  four 
our  Humours,  and  engage  us  to  reprefent  every 
Thing  in  the  word  Light. 

As  the  Probability  of  thofe  Surmifes  is  very  obvious 
to  us,  we  have,  to  the  utmofl  of  our  Power,  guard¬ 
ed  againft  the  weak  Side  of  ourfelves  •,  and,  to  con¬ 
vince  the  World  of  our  Sincerity,  fball  no  further 
defcend  into  the  Grievances  of  particular  Perfons, 
than  is  abfolutely  requifite  for  making  our  General 
•  Narrative  intelligible;  and  to  a  faithful  Detail  of  Pub- 
lick  Vouchers,  Records,  Extracts,  Miffives,  Memo¬ 
rials  and  Reprefentations,  fhall  only  adjoin  fo  much 
of  Hidory,  as  may  be  neceffary  to  recount  the  molt 
material  Events,  and  compleat  the  Connexion. 

We  are  hopeful,  that  an  Information,  founded  up¬ 
on  the  drifted  Truth,  will  effectually  introduce  any 
further  Steps  that  Providence  diall  enable  us  to  take 

P  towards. 
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towards  procuring  the  Redrefs  of  our  Grievances, 
While  we  had  the  leail  Hopes  of  Redrefs  from  our 
immediate  Superiors  and  Patrons,  we  would  not  j 
and  when  we  began  to  defpair  of  Relief  by  that  Chan¬ 
nel,  we  durft  not,  make  Application  to  any  other 
Tribunal,  unlefs  we  would  expofe  ourfelves  to  the 
dreadful  Effedts  of  the  Refentment  of  thofe  who  had 
before  reduced  us  to  Poverty  by  Oppreflion  :  And 
indeed,  in  all  the  Applications  we  made  for  Redrefs, 
we  were  brow-beat,  obftrudted,  threatened,  and  bran¬ 
ded  with  opprobrious  Names,  fuch  as  proud,  idle,  lazy, 
difcontented  and  mutinous  People,  and  feveral  other 
Appellations  of  that  kind  *,  and  were  always  afterwards 
harrafled  by  all  Means  whatfoever  •,  feveral  Inftances 
of  which  will  appear  to  the  Reader  in  the  Sequel. 

Our  late  Retreat  from  that  Confinement,  to  a 
Land  of  Liberty ,  puts  it  in  our  Power  to  fpeak  the 
Truth  ;  and  tho’  our  Endeavours  are  too  late  to  re¬

4  ways,  and  except  fuch  Officers  only,  as  fhall  by 
4  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  be  from  Time  to 
‘  Time  conftituted  and  appointed,  for  the  Mana- 
4  ging  and  Colledling  and  Receiving  fuch  Revenues, 

4  as  fhall  from  Time  arife  within  the  faid  Province 
4  of  Georgia ,  and  become  due  to  Us,  Our  Heirs 
4  and  Succeffors.  Provided  always,  and  it  is  Our 
4  Will  and  Pleasure ,  That  every  Governor  of  the 
4  faid  Province  of  Georgia ,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
4  Common  Council  of  the  faid  Corporation,  before 
4  he  fliall  enter  upon,  or  execute  the  laid  Office  of 
4  Governor,  fliall  be  approved  by  Us,  Our  Heirs 
4  or  Succeffors,  and  fliall  take  fuch  Oaths,  and 
4  fliall  qualify  himfelf  in  fuch  Manner  in  all  Re- 
4  fpedls,  as  any  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief 
4  of  any  of  Our  Colonies  or  Plantations,  in  America, 
4  are  by  Law  required  to  do  $  and  fliall  give  good 
4  and  fufficient  Security  for  obferving  the  feveral 
4  Adis  of  Parliament  relating  to  'Trade  and  Navi - 
4  gation  ;  and  to  obferve  and  obey  all  Inftrudlions 
4  that  fliall  be  fent  to  him  by  Us,  Our  Heirs  and 
4  Succeffors,  or  any  adting  under  Our  or  Their  Au- 
4  thority,  purfuant  to  the  faid  Adis,  or  any  of 
4  them.  And  We  do,  by  thefe  Prelents,  for  Us, 
4  Our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  will,  grant  and  ordain, 
4  That  the  faid  Corporation,  and  their  Succeffors, 
4  fliall  have  full  Power,  for,  and  during,  and  un- 
4  til  the  full  End  and  Term  of  Twenty  One  Years, 
4  to  commence  from  the  Date  of  thefe  Our  Letters 
4  Patents ,  by  any  Commander,  or  other  Officer  or 
4  Officers  by  them  for  that  Purpofe,  from  Time  to 
4  Time  appointed,  to  train,  inflrudt,  exercife  and 
4  govern,  a  Militia,  for  the  fpecial  Defence  and 

. '  ' 4  Safety 
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Safety  of  Our  faid  Colony,  to  affemble  in  Martial- 
Array  the  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Colony,  arid  to 
lead  and  conduct  them, and  with  them  to  encounter, 
expulfe,  repel,  refill  and  purine,  by  Force  of  Arms, 
as  well  by  Sea  as  by  Land,*  within  or  with¬ 
out  the  Limits  of  Our  laid  Colony  •,  and  alfo  to 
kill,  flay  and  deftroy,  and  conquer,  by  all  fight¬ 
ing  Ways,  Enterprizes  and  Means  whatfoever, 
all  and.  every  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons,  as  fhall  an 
any  Time  hereafter,  in  any  holtile  Manner,  at¬ 
tempt  or  enterprize  the  Deftrudtion,  Invafion, 
Detriment,  or  Annoyance,  of  Our  faid  Colony ; 
and  to  ufe  and  exercile  the  Martial-Law  in  Time 
of  aflual  War  and  Invafion,  or  Rebellion,  in  fuch 
Cafes  where  by  Law  the  fame  may  be  u fed  or  ex- 
ercifed  ;  and  alfo  from  Time  to  Time  to  eredt 
Forts,  and  fortify  any  Place  or  Places  within  Our 
faid  Colony,  and  the  fame  to  furnilh  with  all  ne- 
ceffary  Ammunition,  Provifions,  and  Stores  of 
War,  for  Offence  and  Defence,  and  fo  commit, 
from  Time  to  Time,  the  Cuftocly  or  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  fame,  to  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  as 
to  them  fhall  feem  meet  •,  and  the  faid  Forts  and 
Fortifications  to  demolifh  at  their  Pleafure  ;  and 
to  take  and  furprize,  by  all  Ways  and  Means, 
all  and  every  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons,  with  their 
Ship,  Arms,  Ammunition  and  other  Goods,  as 
fhall  in  an  hoftile  Manner  invade,  or  attempt 
the  Invading,  Conquering  or  Annoying  of  Our 
faid  Colony.  And  Our  Will  and  Pleafure  is ,  and 
We  do  hereby ,  for  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Succef- 
fors,  declare  and  grant ,  That  the  Governor  and 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Province  of  South- 
Carolina ,J  of  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  for 
the  Time  being,  fhall,  at  all  Times  hereafter, 
have  the  chief  Command  of  the  Militia  of  Our 
faid  Province  hereby  e reeded  and  eftablifhed  ;  and 
that  fuch  Militia  fhall  obferve  and  obey  all  Or¬ 
ders  and  Diredlions  that  fhall  from  Time  to  Time 
fie  given  or  fent  to  _them,  by  the  faid  Cover- 
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‘  nor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  any  Thing  ir 
thefe  Prelents  before  contained,  to  the  Contrary 

*  hereof,  in  any  wife  notwithftanding.  And,  oi 
Our  more  fpecial  Grace,  certain  Knowledge  and 
meer  Motion,  We  have  given  and  granted,  ana 

‘  by  thefe  Prefents,  for  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Suc- 
‘  celTors,  do  give  and  grant  unto  the  faid  Corpo- 
e  ration,  and  their  Succeffors,  full  Power  and  Au- 
‘  thonty  to  import  and  export  their  Goods*  at,  and 
4  from  any  Port  or  Ports,  that  fhall  be  appointed 
6  by  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,.,  within  the

COOKS, 

The  gracious  Purposes  and  ample  Privileges, 
contain’d  in  the  foregoing  CHARTER,  are  fo 
obvious  to  every  Reader,  that  we  need  only  fay, 
they  were  fuitable  to  a  mod  generous  and  humane 
Britijh  Monarch  ;  and  had  the  Settlement  of  the 
Colony  of  Georgia  been  carried  on  conformable 
thereto,  and  no  other  Reftridtions  or  Refervations 
made,  than  what  are  therein  mentioned  ;  then  would 
the  Colony,  at  this  Time,  have  been  in  a  flourilh- 
ing  Condition*  anfwerable  to  all  thofe  glorious 
Ends  that  were  propofed  and  expedled  from  it  : 
But  on  the  Contrary,  Laws  and  Reftridtions  being 
made,  fuch  as  were  never  heard  of  in  any  Britijh 
Settlement *  the  Colony  is  brought  to  the  prefent 
melancholy  Situation.  But  we  fhall  fay  no  more 
at  prefent  on  this  Head,  than  what  Mr.  Oglethorpe 
faid  in  Parliament  relating  to  the  Charitable  Corpo¬ 
ration,  viz  *  The  better  the  Dejign  was ,  the  more 
thofe  deferve  to  be  puHifhed  who  have  difappointed  the 
Publick  of  Reaping  the  Benefits  that  might  have  accrued 
from  it. 

Inhabitants  of  all  forts*  Roman  Catholicks  only 
excepted,  from  all  Parts  of  the  World,  were  in¬ 
vited  to  poflefs  this  promifed  Land  *  and  large 
Sums  of  Money  from  the  Parliament,  as  well  as 
Contributions  from  private  and  publick  Charity, 
were  eolledted  ;  the  Country  was  laid  out  as  an

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PLafthly  Paradife ,  the  Soil  far  furpaffing  that  of 
England  5  the  Air  healthy,  always  ferene,  pleafant 
and  temperate,  never  fubjedt  to  exceflive  Heat  or 
Cold,  nor  to  fudden  Changes. 

It  was  particularly  fet  forth,  and  with  a  Shew 
of  Reafon  enough,  that  this  propofed  Settlement 
could  not  fail  of  Succeeding,  when  the  Nation  was 
fo  bountiful-,  the  King  fo  gracious ||  the  Truf- 
tees  fo  dijini crofted  and  honourable ,  who  had,  for  the 
Benefit  of  Mankind,  given  up  that  Eafe  and  In¬ 
dolence  to  which  they  were  entitled  by  their  For¬ 
tunes  and  the  too  prevalent  Cuftom  of  their  Native 
Country  5  and  withal,  being  able,  by  feeing  the 
Miftakes  and  Failures  of  other  Colonies,  both  to 
avoid  and  redtify  them  ;  and  laftly,  the  univer- 
fal  Report  of  Mr.  Oglethorpe’s  matchlefs  Humani¬ 
ty  and  Generofity ,  who  was  to  conduct  the  firft 
Embarkation,  and  who  was,  in  all  Appearance,- 
to  undergo  the  greateft  Hardlhips,  without 
any  other  View  than  to  luccour  the  Diftrefs’d  ; 
and,  defpifing  Intereft  or  Riches,  was  to  venture 
his  Life,  his  All,  in  eftablifhing  the  intended  Set¬ 
tlement.  Glorious  Prefages  of  the  future  Happinefs 
of  that  Colony  !  Irrejiftible  ‘Temptations  to  thofe, 
whofe  Genius  or  Circumftances  led  them  to  leave

their  Native  Country ! 

No  Wonder  then,  that  great  Numbers  of  poor 
Subjects,  who  Jay  under  a  Cloud  of  Misfortunes, 
embraced  the  Opportunity  of  once  more  tailing 
Liberty  and  Happinefs  ;  that  Jews,  attracted  by 
the  Temptation  of  Inheritances,  flock’d  over  3  that 
Germans ,  opprefs’d  and  diflatisfied  at  Home,  wil¬ 
lingly  join’d  in.  the  Adventure,  fome  as  Settlers, 
and  others  as  Servants  to  the  Truftees  j  and  laftly, 
that  great  Numbers  of  Gentlemen  of  fome  Stock 
and  Fortune,  willingly  expended  Part  of  the  fame, 
in  purchafing  Servants,  Tools,  Commodities  and

•  ,  other 
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Other  Neceffaries,  to  intitle  them  to  fuch  refpeo 
tive  Proportions  of  Land,  as  the  Truftees  had 
thought  proper  to  determine,  and  fuch  Liber¬ 
ties  and  Properties  as  they  had  Reafon  to  expert 
from  his  Majefty’s  moft  gracious  Charter :  But 
how  much  they  were  all  difappointed,  the  Sequel 
will  Ihew.  The  Firft  Thing  that  was  done,  was 
the  Gircumfcribing  the  Rights  and  Titles  given  by 
his  Majefty,  and  making  many  other  various  Re- 
ftridtions,  Services  and  Conditions,  impoffible  for 
any  human  Perfon  to  perform ;  a  few  of  which 
we  fhall  here  enumerate  :  In  the  firft  Place,  there 
was  an  exceffive  ^uit-Rent  laid  upon  the  Land, 
being  a  great  Deal  more  than  his  Majefty’s  Sub- 
jeds  in  the  other  Britijh  Colonies  pay,  viz,  'Twen¬ 
ty  Shillings  Sterling  for  every  Hundred.  Acres,  to  be 
paid  yearly  ;  and  if  it,  or  any  Part  thereof,  fhould 
be  behind  and  unpaid  by  the  Space  of  fix  Calen¬ 
der  Months  nejtt  after  any  Day  of  Payment  on 
which  the  fame  became  due,  then  the  Land  was 
forfeited  and  return’d  to  the  Truftees;  as  it  like- 
wife  did  upon  Failure  in  any  of  the  following  Con¬ 
ditions,  viz.  One  Thoufand  Mulberry  Trees  always 
to  be  growing  on  every  Hundred  Acres ;  No 
Partnerfhip  or  Company  to  be  enter’d  into  for 
making  Pot-Afh  ;  Not  to  affign  or  transfer  the 
Land,  or  any  Part  or  Parcel  thereof,  or  any  E- 
ftate  or  Intereft  in  the  fame,  for  any  Term  of 
Years;  Not  to  hire,  keep,  lodge,  board  or  em¬ 
ploy,  within  the  Limits  of  the  Province,  any 
Black  or  Negro ;  and  if  the  Perfon  holding  Land 
ihould  die  without  Iffue  Male,  or  his  Heirs  at  any 
Time  fhould  die  without  Iffue  Male,  in  that  Cafe 
likewife,  the  whole  Land  was  forfeited  and  revert¬ 
ed  to  the  Truftees;  and  if  any  Part  or  Parcel  of 
any  of  the  Five  Hundred  Acre  T  rafts  Ihould  re¬ 
main  not  cultivated,  clear’d,  planted  and  improv¬ 
ed,  after  the  Space  of  Eighteen  Years,  fuch  Part  to 
return  to  the  Truftees.  Thefe  were  the  chief  Re- 
ftridions  in  all  the  Grants  of  Lands,  which  ap-* 
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pear?d  very  hard  even  to  Strangers,  who  had  rio£ 
yet  felt  them,  and  who  were  ignorant  of  the  Cli¬ 
mate  and  Nature  of  the  Place  but  when  any  one 
complained  of  the  Hardlhips  of  them,  to  palliate  the 
Matter,  it  was  given  out,  that  Negroes  were  en¬ 
tirely  ufelefs  and  unproHtable,  Wine,  Silk,  Olives, 
Gardens  and  Manufacture  for  Women  and  Chil* 
dren,  were  the  intended  Improvements  of  the  Co¬ 
lony  ;  that  the  ReftriCtions  of  the  Rights  of  Lands 
.were  only  temporary,  to  prevent  the  Bartering  or 
Selling  them  by  the  unthinking  People,  at  an  Un¬ 
dervalue  ;  and  concerning  the  Want  of  Male  If- 
fue,  it  was  alierted,  that  the  Tru flees*  being  duly 
petitioned,  would  grant  Continuation  of  the  Land 
to  the  eldeft  Daughter,  if  any,  &c.  upon  their 
good  *  Behaviour :  That  the  Laws  of  England, , 
and  the  Adminiftration  of  JuJlice,  in  the  moft  im¬ 
partial  Manner,  and  moft  adapted  to  the  Nature 
pf  a  free  Britifh^  Government ,  fhould  be  ever  fecur- 
ed  to  the  Inhabitants. 

The  pirft  of  February ,  1732-3,  Mr.  Oglethorpe 
arrived' at  Georgia  with  the  firft  Imbarkation,  con- 
lifting  ot  Forty  Families  making  upwards  of  One 
Hundred  Perfons,  all  brought  over  and'  fupported 
at  the  Publick  Charge.  The  Firjl  Thing  he  did, 

in  Georgia ,  was  to  make  a  kind 
of  folemn  Treaty  with  a  Parcel  of  fugitive  Indians , 
who  had  been  formerly  banifhed  their  own  Nati¬ 
on  for  fome  Crimes  and  Mifdemeanours  they  had 
committed,  and  who  had,  fome  Months  before 
this,  got  Liberty  from  the  Governor  of  South-Ca- 
rolina,  to  fettle  there  f.  Some  of  thefe  he  after¬ 
wards  carried  Home  with  him  under  the  Title  of 
Kings ,  &c.  and  all  of  them  have  been  ever  fince 
ipaintain’d  at  the  Publick  Charge,  at  vaft  Expence,

when 
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'when  many  poor  Chriftians  were  ftarving  in  the 
Colony  for  Want  of  Bread  ;  and  we  may  fafely 
affirm  (and  appeal  to  the  Store-Books  for  the 
Truth  of  it)  that  a  larger  Sum  of  Money  has  been 
expended  for  the  Support  of  thofe  ufelefs  Vagrants , 
than  ever  was  laid  out  for  the  Encouragement 
of  Silk,  Wine,  or  any  other  Manufacture  in  the 
Colony. 

Secondly ,  He  -prohibited  the  Importation  of  Rum, 
under  Pretence,  that  it  was  deftruftive  to  the  Con- 
ftitution,  and  an  Incentive  to  Debauchery  and  Idle-r 
nefs  :  However  fpecious  thefe  Pretences  might  feern, 
a  little  Experience  foon  convinced  us,  that  this  Re- 
ftriCtion  was  direCtly  oppofite  to  the  Well-being 
of  the  Colony  :  For  in  the  firft  Place,  we  were 
cut  off  from  the  mold  immediate  and  probable  Way 
of  exporting  our  Timber  (the  only  poor  Profpeft  of 
Export  that  we  could  ever  flatter  our  felves  with) 
to  the  Sugar  IJlands ,  Rum  being  the  principal  Re¬ 
turn  they  make  :  In  th tfecond  Place,  the  Experience 
of  all  the  Inhabitants  of  America  will  prove  the  Ne^ 
ceffity  of  qualifying  Water  with  fome  Spirit ,  (and  it 
is  very  certain,  that  no  Province  in  America  yields 
Water ,  that  fuch  a  Qualification  is  more  neceffary 
to,  than  Carolina  and  Georgia)  and  the  Ufefulnefs 
of  this  Experiment  has  been  lufficiently  evident  to 
all  the  Inhabitants  of  Georgia  who  could  procure  it, 
and  ufe  it  with  Moderation  ;  A  third  Real’on  which 
made  this  ReftriCtion  very  hurtful  to  the  Colony, 
was.  That  tho}  the  Laws  were  in  Force  againfl:  it 
(which  put  it  in  the  Power  of  the  Magiftrates  to  lay 
Hardfhips  upon  every  Perfon  who  might  be  other~ 
wife  under  their  Refentment )  yet  great  Quantities 
were  imported  only  with  this  Difference,  that,  in 
Place  of  Barter  or  Exchange,  the  Ready  Money  was 
drained  from  the  Inhabitants  :  And  likewife,  as  it 
is  the  Nature  of  Mankind)  in  general,  and  of  the  com- 

*  Viz.  Front  Carolina  and  Rcm-Englani,  who  would  take 
Money  only. 
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won  Sort  in  particular,  more  eagerly  to  define,  and 
more  immoderately  to  life,  thefe  Things  which  are 
moil  reftrained  from  them,  fuch  was  the  Cafe  with 
refpeft  to  Rum  in  Georgia. 

The  'Third  Thing  he  did,  was  fegularly  to  fet  out 
to  each  Free-holder  in  Savannah  Lots  of  Fifty  Acres, 
in  three  diftindt  Divifions,  viz.  the  Eighth  Part  of 
One  Acre  for  a  Houfe  and  Garden  in  the  Town  ; 
Four  Axcres  and  7  8 ihsy  at  a  fmall  Di fiance  from 
Town  ;  and  Forty-five  Acres  at  a  confiderable  Re¬ 
move  from  thence.  No  Regard  was  had  to  the  Qua¬ 
lity  of  the  Ground  in  the  Divifions,  fo  that  fome 
were  altogether  Pine  Barren,  and  fome  Swamp  and 
Morafs,  fir  furpaffing  the  Strength  and  Ability  of 
the  Planter  :  And  indeed,  what  could  be  done  at 
any  Rate,  with  fuch  fmall  Parcels  of  Land  feparate 
from  one  another  :  T'hefe  Lots  were  likewife  fhaped 
in  long  pointed  Triangles,  which  confiderahly  in- 
.  creafed  the  Extent  of  Inclofure,  and  rendered  great 
•Part  of  each  Lot  entirely  ufelefs.  But  thefe  and  many 
other  Hardfhips  were  fcarcely  feit  by  the  few  People 
that  came  there,  fo  long  as  Mr.  Oglethorpe  ftaid, 
which  was  about  Fifteen  Months  :  They  work’d  hard 
indeed,  in  building  fome  Hcufes  in  Town  ;  but  then 
they  labour’d  in  common,  and  were  likewife  affifted 
by  Negroes  from  Carolina ,  who  did  the  heavieft 
Work  :  But  at  *  Mr.  Oglethorpe’s  going  to  England , 
the  growing  Fame  of  the  Colony  was  thereby  great¬ 
ly  increafed,  fo  that,  as  it  has  been  before  obferved, 
People,  in  Abundance,  from  all  Parts  of  the  World, 
flock’d  to  Georgia.  Then  they  began  to  conlider, 
and  endeavour,  every  one  according  to  his  Genius  or 
Abilities,  how  they  might  beft  fubfift  themfelves. 
Some,  with  great  Labour  and  Expence,  effay’d  the 

*  Before  he  departed,  a  V efTel  with  about  twenty  Families  of 
yews  arrived,  all  of  whom  had  Lots  affigned  them  ;  and  likewife 
a  VefTel  with  forty  tranfported  7r/)#,Convi£ts,  whom  he  purcha^ 
fed,  altho’ they  had  been  before  refufed  at  Jamaica ,  and  who 
afterwards  occasioned  continual  JJiilurbances  in  the  Colony.

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Making  of*  Tar :  This,  as  ’tis  well  known  to  the 
Truftees,  never  quitted  Cofts  :  Others  tried  to  make 
Plank  and  jaw  Boards  •,  which,  by  the  great  Price 
they  were  obliged  to  fell  them  at,  by  Reafon  of  the 
great  Expence  of  white  Servants,  was  the  chief 
Means  of  ruining  thofe  who  thought  to  procure  a 
Living  by  their  Buildings  in  Town  *,  for  Boards  of 
all  kinds  could  always  be  bought  in  Carolina ,  -for 
half  the  Price  that  they  were  able  to  fell  them  at  5 
but  few  were  capable  to  commiffion  them  from 
thence,  and  thofe,  who  were  fo,  were  prevented 
from  doing  it,  upon  Pretence  of  difeouraging  the 
Labour  of  white  People  in  Georgia.  Thofe  who 
had  Numbers  of  Servants  and  T rafts  of  Land 
in  the  County,  went  upon  the  Planting  of  Corn , 
Peafe,  Potatoes ,  &c.  and  the  Charge  of  thefe, 
who  fucceeded  the  bell,  fo  far  exceeded  the 
Value  of  the  Produce,  that  it  would  have  laved 
three  Fourths  to  have  bought  all  from  the  Carolina 
Market.  The  Falling  of  Timber  was  a  Task  very 
unequal  to  the  Strength  and  Conftitution  of  white 
Servants  ;  and  the  Hoeing  the  Ground ,  they  being 
expofed  to  the  fultry  Heat  of  the  Sun,  infuppor- 
table  ;  and  it  is  well  known,  that  this  Labour  is 
one  of  the  hardeft  upon  the  Negroes,  even  tho* 
their  Conftitutions  are  much  ftronger  than  white 
People,  and  the  Pleat  no  Way  difagreeable  nor 
hurtful  to  them  ;  but  in  us  it  created  inflammatory 
Fevers  of  various  kinds  both  continued  and  inter¬ 
mittent  ;  wafting  and  tormenting  Fluxes,  raoft  excru¬ 
ciating  Cholicks ,  and  Dry -Belly -Achs  ;  Tremors ,  Ver¬ 
tigoes ,  Palfies ,  and  a  long  Tran  of  painful  and  lin- 
gring  nervous  Diftempers ;  which  brought  on  to  ma¬ 
ny  a  Ceflation  both  from  Work  and  Life  •,  efpe- 
cially  as  Water  without  any  Qualification  was  the 
chief  Drink,  and  Salt  Meat  the  only  Provifions 
that  could  be  had  or  afforded :  And  fo  general 

*  Mr.  Caufton,  the  Truilees  Store  keeper,  moftly  at  their 
Charge,  made  a  Tar-Kiln,  which  turned  out  to  no  Advantage. 
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were  thefe  D'iforders,  that  during  the  hot  Sealbn, 
■which  lafts  from  March  to  October,  hardly  one 
Half  of  the  Servants  and  working  People  were 
ever  able  to  do  their  Mailers  or  themfelves  the  leaft 
Service  ;  and  the  Yearly  Sicknefs  of  each  Servant,  ge¬ 
nerally  fpeaking,  coll  his  Mailer  as  much  as  would 
have  maintained  a  Negro  for  four  Years.  Thefe 
Things  were  reprefented  to  theTrullees  in  Summer 
1735,  in  a  Petition  for  the  Ufe  of  Negroes,  ligned 
by  about  Seventeen  of  the  better  Sort  of  People  in 
Savannah  :  In  this  Petition  there  was  alfo  fet  forth 
the  great  Difproportion  betwixt  the  Maintenance  and 
Cloathing  of  white  Servants  and  Negroes.  This  Pe¬ 
tition  was  carried  to  England ,  and  prefented  to  the 
Tru flees,  by  Mr.  Hugh  Stirling ,  an  experienced  Plan¬ 
ter  in  the  Colony  ;  But  no  Regard  was  had  to  it,  or 
to  what  he  could  fay,  and  great  Refentment  was 
even  fhewn  to  Mr .‘Thotnpfin,  the  Mailer  of  the  Vef- 
fel  in  which  it  went. 

Whilll  we  laboured  under  thofe  Difficulties  in  fup- 
porting  ourfelves,  our  Civil  Liberties  received  a  more 
terrible  Shock  :  For,  inllead  of  luch  a  free  Govern¬ 
ment  as  we  had  Reafon  to  expedl,  and  of  being  judg¬ 
ed  by  the  Laws  of  our  Mother  Country,  a  *  Dictator 
(under  the  Title  of  Bailiff  and  Store-keeper ,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  and  left  by  Mr.  Oglethorpe ,  at  his  Departure, 
.which  was  in  April  1734)  whole  Will  and  Pleafure 
were  the  only  Laws  in  Georgia :  In  Regard  to  this 
Magiltrate,  the  others  were  entirely  nominal,  and  in 
a  Manner  but  Cyphers  :  Sometimes  he  would  afk  in 
Publick  their  Opinion,  in  order  to  have  the  Pleafure 
of  fhowing  his  Power  by  contradidling  them.  He 
■would  often  threaten  Juries,  and  efpecially  when 
their  Verdi&s  did  not  agree  with  his  Inclination  or 
Humour.  And  in  order  the  more  fully  to  ellablilh 
his  abfolute  Authority,  the  Store  and  Difpofal  of  the 
Provifions,  Money,  and  publick  Places  of  Trull, 
were  committed  to  him  j  by  which  Alteration  in  his 
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$tate  and  Circumftances,  he  became  in  a,  Manner 
infatuated ,  being  before  that  a  Perfon  of  no  Subftance 
or  Character,  having"  come  over  with  Mr.  Oglethorpe 
amongft  the  firft  Forty,  and  left  England  upon  Ac¬ 
count  of  fomething  committed  by  him  concerning 
His  Majefty’s  Duties  :  HoweVer,  he  was  fit  enough 
fpr  a  great  many  Purpofes,  being  a  Perfon  naturally 
proud,  covetous,  cunning ,  and  deceitful,  and  would 
bring  his  Defigns  about  by  all  poffible  Ways  and 
.Means.  .  ,  ,  :  , 

As  his  Power  iricreafed,  fo  did  his  Pride,  Haughti- 
nefs,  and  Cruelty  -,  infomuch,  that  he  caufed  eight 
Free-holders  with  an  Officer,  to  attend  at  the  Door 
of  the  Court,  every  Day  it  fat,  with  their  Guns  and 
Bayonets,  and  they  were  commanded,  by  his  Or¬ 
ders,  to  Reft  their  Firelocks  as  foon  as  he  appeared ; 
which  made  People  in  fome  Manner  afraid  to  fpeak 
their  Minds,  or  Juries  to  aft  as  their  Conferences  di- 
refted  them.  He  was  feldotn  or  never  uncovered 

on  the  Bench;  not  even  when  an  Oath  was  admini- 

*  », 

ftred  ;  and  being  perfeftly  intoxicated  with  Power 
and  Pride,  he  threatened  every  Perfon  without  Di- 
ftinftion,  Rich  and  Poor,  Strangers  and  Inhabitants, 
who  in  the  leaft  oppofed  his  arhritary  Proceedings, 
or  claim’d  their  juft  Rights  and  Privileges,  with  the 
Stocks ,  IVhipping-Poft,  and  Logg-Houfe,  and  many 
Times  put  thofe  Threatenings  in  Execution  ;  fo  that 
the  Georgia  Stocks,  tVhipping-Poft ;  and  Logg-Houfi 
fdon  were  famous  in  Carolina,  and  every  where  elfe 
in  America,  where  the  Name  df  the  Province  was 
heard  of,  and  the  very  Thoughts  of  coming  to  the 
Colony  became  a  Terror  to  People’s  Minds.  And 
now  the  Province  df  Carolina,  who  had,  in  private 
and  publick  Donations,  given  us  upwards  of  1300/. 
Sterling,  feeing  thefe  Things,  and  how  the  Pub- 
Jick  Money  was  thrown  away,  began  to  defpife  the 
Colony,  and,  out  of  a  Regard  to  the  Welfare  of  their 
Fdkw-Creatures,  perfuaded  every  Body  they  could 
from  fettling  in  it.  That  this  abfolute  Power  might 
fbe  exercifed  without  the  leaft  Interruption,  the  other 
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Magittrafes  were  fuch,  that  they  either  were  unable 
or  incapable  to  oppofe  it  :  It  is  true,  in  December 
,1734,  Mr.  Caujion  met  with  a  little  Interruption  ; 
for  the  Truftees  then  fent  over  to  Savannah  one  Mr. 
Gordon ,  as  Chief  Magiftrate,  who,  being  a  Perfon 
of.  a  very  winding  Behaviour,  affable  and  fluent  in 
Speech,  foon  got  the  Good-Will  of  every  Body* 
and  a  great  many  of  the  People  laid  their  Grievances 
and  Hardfhips  open  to  him,  which  feemed  a  little  to 
eclipfe  Mr.  Caujion  ;  but  he  foon  found  out  an  Expe¬ 
dient  to  remove  this  Adverfary,  viz.  by  refufing  him 
Provifions  from  the  Store,  which  in  a  little  Time 
rendered  him  incapable  to  fupport  himfelf  and  Fami¬ 
ly,  whereby  he  was  oblige*?,  after  about  fix  Weeks 
Stay,  to  leave  the  Place,  in  order ,  as  he  faid,  to  re~ 
prefent  our  Grievances  to  the  Truftees,  and  foon  after 
returned  to  London  ;  but  he  did  not  perform  his  Pro- 
mife,  for  what  Reafon  we  fha*n9t  pretend  to  deter- 
tnine  y  and  fome  Time  thereafter,  he  either  refigned, 
or  was  difmiffed  from  his  Office  of  Firft  Bailiff,  and 
Mr.  Caujion  was  appointed  in  his  Stead.  As  to  Mr. 
Henry  Parker ,  who  was  appointed  Third  Bailiff  when 
Mr.  Gordon  came  over,  he  was,  in  the  firft  Place,  a 
Man  who  had  nothing  to  fupport  himfelf  and  large 
Family  but  his  Day-Labour,  which  was  Sawing,  and 
confequently,  as  foon  as  his  Time  was  otherwife  em¬ 
ploy’d,  he  mutt  be  entirely  dependant  on  the  Store 
for  his  Subfiftence :  In  the  fiecond  Place,  he  was  a 
Man  of  no  Education  •,  fo  that  Mr.  Caujion  foon 
moulded  him  to  his  own  Liking,  and  infufed  into  him 
what  Notions  he  pleafed  :  Thirdly ,  he  was,  and  is* 
an  abfolute  Slave  to  Liquor,  and  he  who  plies  him 
moft  with  it  (which  Caujion  always  took  Care  to  do, 
and  whole  Example  has  been  fince  followed  by  his 
Sdcceffor  Jones)  has  him,  right  or  wrong,  on  his 
Side.  As  to  Mr.  Chriftie,  the  Recorder,  he  was  ea- 
fily  over- ruled  by  the  other  two  ;  and  the  fame  Prac¬ 
tice  was  always  continued  •,  for  he  who  was  appoint¬ 
ed  Third  Bailiff  after  Gordon’ s  Difmiffion  or  Refigna- 
tion3  was  one  'Darn,  nigh  Seventy  Years  of  Age, 
'  v  '  crazed 
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Grazed  both  in  Body  and  Mind,  who  died  not  long 
after  his  Appointment  ;  and  his  Succeffor,  R.  Gil¬ 
bert,  could  neither  read  nor  write  ;  fo  that  Caufton 
had  never,  after  Gordon's  Departure,  any  Oppofition 
made  by  the  other  Magiftrates  to  his  arbitrary  Pro¬ 
ceedings.  If  we  fhould  allow  ourfelves  to  enter  into 
a  Detail  of  the  particular  Inftances  of  fuch  Proceed¬ 
ings,  we  fhould  exceed  much  our  propofed  Bounds  : 

,  We  fhall  therefore  confine  ourfelves  to  two  only, 
which  may  ferve  as  a  Specimen  of  the  many  others. 
ONE  is  that  of  Cap t,  Jcfeph  Watfon :  This  Per-? 
fon,  having  incurred  Mr.  Caufton' s  Difpleafure,  was 
indidted  for  ftirring  up  Animofities  in  the  Minds  of 
the  Indians ,  &c.  tending  to  the  Ruin  and  SubverfL 
on  of  the  Colony.  Upon  his  Trial,  the  Jury,  in 
their  Verdidt,  found  him  only  guilty  of fome  unguard¬ 
ed  Exprejfwns  (altho*  twice  returned  and  hedtored  by 
Mr.  Caufton ,  who  acted  both  as  Witnefs  and  Judge 
in  the  Matter)  and  verbally  recommended  him,  by 
their  Fore-man,  to  the  Mercy  of  the  Court,  imagin¬ 
ing  or  fuppofing  he  might  be  Lunatick  ;  (however, 
as  it  afterwards  appeared,  it  was  reprefented  to  the 
Truftees,  that  the  Jury  found  him  guilty  of  Lunacy 
in  their  Verdidt)  whereupon  he  was  kpmediately  con¬ 
fined  by  Mr.  Caufton  (altho*  fufficient  Bail  was  of¬ 
fered)  and  kept  Prifoner  near  three  Years,  without 
any’ Sentence.  But,  as  we  are  informed,  this  Affair 
now  lies  before  a  proper  Judicature,  we  fhall  fay  no 
more  of  it. 

The  other  Inftance  is  that  of  Mr.  O  ding  fell, 
who  was  an  Inhabitant  of  Carolina ,  and  had  been 
a  great  Benefadtor  to  the  infant  Colony  of  Geor¬ 
gia,  having  given  feveral  Head  of  Cattle  and  o-t 
ther  valuable  Contributions,  towards  the  Promoting 
it.  This  Perfon  having  come  to  Savannah  to  fee 
how  the  Colony  fucceeded,  after  he  had  been  there 
a  few  Days,  being  abroad  fome  Time  after  it  was 
Night,  as  he  was  going  to  his  Lodgings,  was  taken 
up  in  the  Street  for  a  Stroller,  carried  to  the  Guard- 
fjoufe,  and  threatened  with  the  Stocks  and  Whip- 
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ping-Poft  ;  the  Terror  and  Fright  of  which  (he 
being  a  mild  and  peaceable  Man)  threw  him  in¬ 
to  a  high  Fever  with  a  ftrong  Delirium ,  crying  out 
to  every  Perfon  who  came  near  him,  that  they 
were  come  to  carry  him  to  the,  Whipping-Pofi  %  and 
after  lying  two  or  three  Days,  in  this  diftra&ed 
Condition,  he  was  carried  aboard  his  Boat  in  or¬ 
der  to  be  fent  Home,  and  died  in  the  Way  fome- 
where  about  Dawfuskee  Sound, 

Thus,  while  the  Nation  at  Home  was  amufed 
with  the  Fame  of  the  Happinefs  and  Flouri fil¬ 
ing  of  the  Colony,  and  of  its  being  free  from 
Lawyers  of  any  kind,  the  poor  miferable  Settlers 
and  Inhabitants  were  expofed  to  as  arbitrary  a 
Government  as  Furky  or  Mufcovy  ever  felt.  Ve¬ 
ry  Looks  were  criminal,  and  the  Grand  Sin  of 
• withjlanding ,  or  any  way1  oppojing  Authority,  (as 
it  was  called,  when  any  Perfon  infifted  upon  his 
juft  Rights  and  Privileges)  was  punifhed  without 
Mercy.  Neverthelefs,  we  bore  all  thefe  Things  pa,^ 
tiently,  in  full  Hopes  that  the  Truftees  Eyes  would 
foon  be  opened,  and  then  our  Grievances  be  re¬ 
el  reffed,  aiid  ftill  continued  exhaufting  our  Sub- 
ilance  in  purfuing  an  impracticable  Scheme,  name¬ 
ly,  Cultivating  Land  to  Advantage  in  fuch  a  Cli¬ 
mate  with  white  Servants  only,  not  doubting, 
but  that  the  Parliament,  who  Yearly  repeated 
their  Bounty,  would  make  up  our  Damages:  But 
alas!  their  Bounty  ’  was  applied  in  Georgia ,  rather 
$o  the  Hurt  than  Benefit  of  the  Colony,  as  we 
jfhall  here  briefly  relate.  Firft,  a  Light -Houfe  was 
fet  about  ;  but,  before  the.  Frame  was  erefted,  it 
was  almoft  half  rotten,  and  has  not  been  carried 
on  any  farther,  nor  never  even  covered,  which 
has  likewife  '  greatly  contributed  to  its  Decay  ;  and 
how  that  lofty  Fabrick,  fo  highly  ufeful  to  Vef- 
fels  which  make  that  Coaft,  is  either  fallen  or 
muft  fall  very  food.  Logg-Houfes  and  Prifons  of 
various  forts  were  built  and  erafed  fucceflively,  and 
poft  Part  of  them  were  fitter  for  Dungeons  in  the 
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Spanijh  Inquijition  than  Britijh  Gaols.  Irons ,  Whip ~ 
ping-Pofis,  *  Gibbets ,  &V.  were  provided,  to  keep 
the  Inhabitants  in  perpetual  Terror;  for  Innocence 
was  no  Protection :  And  for  fome  Time  there 
were  more  Imprifonments,  Whippings,  &c.  of 
white  People,  in  that  Colony  of  Liberty ,  than  in  all 
Britijh  America  befides.  Corn-Mills ,  Saw-Millst 
Publick  Roads ,  Trujlees  Plantations  (as  they  were 
palled)  Wells  and  Forts ,  in  different  Places,  were 
all  fet  about,  but,  as  is  evident  from  the  Event, 
with  no  Defign  to  ferve  the  Publick,  but  only  to 
amufe  the  World,  and  maintain  fome  Creatures 
who  affifted  in  keeping  their  Neighbours  in  Sub¬ 
jection  ;  for  few  or  none  of  thefe  Things  were  e~ 
ver  brought  to  Perfection  ;  fome  of  them  were 
left  off  half  finilhed,  and  of  thofe  that  were  fi- 
nifhed,  fome  were  erafed  (being  found  of  no  Ser¬ 
vice)  and  others  fell  of  themfelves  for  Want  of 
proper  Care.  To  carry  on  the  Manufactures  of  Silk 
and  Wine ,  a  Garden  was  planted  with  Mulberries 
and  Vines,  which  was  to  be  a  Nurfery  to  fupply 
the  reft  of  the  Province :  But  this  was  as  fay 
from  anfwering  the  propofed  End,  as  every  Thing 
elfe  was ;  for  it  is  fituated  upon  one  of  the  moft 
barren  Spots  of  Land  in  the  Colony,  being  only 
a  large  Hill  of  dry  Sand  :  Great  Sums  of  Money 
were  thrown  away  upon  it  from  Year  to  Year, 
to  no  Purpofe :  This  was  remonftrated  to  the 
Truflees  ;  and  they  l'eem’d  to  be  -fenfible  of  the 
Error,  and  gave  Orders  to  chufe  another  Spot  of 
Ground  ;  but  the  Ruling  Powers  in  Georgia  took 
no  Notice  thereof.  And  now,  after  fo  great  Time 
and  Charge,  there  are  not  fo  many  Mulberry-Trees 
in  all  the  Province  of  Georgia. ,  as  many  one  of  the 
Carolina  Planters  have  upon  their  Plantations ;  nor 
fo  much  Silk  made  there  in  one  Year,  as  many  of 
thofe  Planters  do  make  :  Nor  could  they  ever,  in 
that  Garden,  raife  one  Vine  to  the  Perfection  of 

*  It  was  a  very  ufual  Thingwith  General  Oglethorpe,  when 
any  Perfon  had  incurred  his  Difp leafure,  to  threaten  to  hang  them,.. 

'  bear* 
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bearing  Fruit.  And  here  it  may  be  obfervecf, 

Silky  Mr.  Of - ^  carried  over  for  a 
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Prefen t  to  Queen  C ARO LIN E,  was  tnoft  of  it, 
if  not  ail,  made  in  Carolina.  Tho’  no  proper 
Meafures  were  ever  taken  for  advancing  the  Silk. 
and  Wine  Manufactures  ;  yet  private  Perfons  made 
fey  oral  Affays  towards  the  Culture  of  European 
Grapes  •,  but  even  fuch  Attempts  met  with  no  fui- 
table  Encouragement  from  Mr.  Oglethorpe ,  as  will 
appear  from  the  following  Fad.  Abraham  De 
Leott,  a  Jew,  who  had  been  many  Years  a  Vine- 
yon  in  Portugal ',  and  a  Free-bolder  in  Savannah , 


cultivated  feveral  kinds  of  Grapes  in  his  Garden, 
and,  amongft  others,  the  Porto  and  Malaga  to 
great  Perfection  ;  of  this  he  fent  Flome  an  atteft- 
ed  Account  to  the  Board  of  Truftees,  propofmg 
further,  5 that  if  they  would  lend  him ,  upon  fuch  Se¬ 
curity  as  he  offered.  Two  Hundred  Pounds  Ster¬ 
ling,  for  three  Tears  without  Interejl,  that  he  would 
employ  the  faid  Sum,  with  a  further  Stock  of  his  own, 
in  fending  to  Portugal,  and  bringing  over  Vines  and 
Vinerons  •,  and  that  he  fhould  be  bound  to  repay  the 
Money  in  three  Tears ,  and  to  have  growing  within 
the  Colony  Forty  Xhoufand  fuch  Vines ,  which  he 
would  furnifh  the  Free- holders  with  at  moderate 
Rates. 

The  Truftees  were  fatisfied  with  the  Security, 
and  accepted  the  Propofal,  and  wrote  him,  That 
they  had  remitted  the  Two  Hundred  Pounds  by 
Mr.  Oglethorpe  for  his  JJfe  •,  which  he  did  not 
deny,  when  applied  to  by  the  faid  Leon  for  the 
fame,  but  faid,  that  he  could  not  advance  more 
than  Twenty  'or  Thirty  Pounds ,  in  regard  he  had 
other  Ufes  for  the  Money  ;  and  fo  that  Defigry 
dropp’d. 

In  February ,  1735-6,  Mr.  Og- - pe  arrived  in 

Georgia,  for  the  fecond  Time,  with  great  Numbers 
of  People,  in  order  to  fettle  to  the  Southward, 
where  he  foon  after  carried  them.  Upon  the  I- 
fland  of  Sc  Simons  he  fettled  a,  Town,  which  he 
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called  Frederica  *,  and  about  five  Miles  Difianeg  front 
thence,  towards  the  Sea,  he  placed  the  Independant 
Company  which  he  removed  from  Fort-Royal  in 
Carolina ,  their  former  Station.  On  one  of  the 
Branches  of  the  Alatamaha  he  fettled  the  High-lan¬ 
ders ,  in  a  Village  which  was  called  Darien.  Theri 
he  fettled  a  Fort  on  Cumberland. ,  which  he  named 
St.  Andrews  %  and  fome  Time  after  he  caufed  a 
Garrifon  of  about  Fifty  Men  to  be  placed  upon 
.a  .  Sandy  Ifland  (without  frefh  Water)  in  the 
Mouth  of  St.  John's  River,  oppofite  to  a  Spanijb 
Look-Out ,  where  PofTeffion  was  kept  for  about  fist 
Months,  and  feveral  Fortifications  built  •,  but  at 
laft  he  was  oblig’d  to  abandon  it,  after  feveral  Peo¬ 
ple  had  loft  their  Lives  by  the  Inconveniencies  of 
the  Place,  befides  great  Sums  of  Money  thrown  a- 
Way  in-vain. 

Whilft  Things  thus  pafs’d  in  the  Southern  Part 
of  the  Province,  Mr.  Caufion  was  not  idle  at  Sa¬ 
vannah  %  and  one  would  have  thought,  that  he 
made  it  his  particular  Defign  further  to  exafperate 
the  People  of  Carolina  :  He  flopp’d  their  Boats  who 
were  going  up  to  New-Windfor  in  South -Carolina  ; 
and  not  content  with  that,  he  caus’d  them  to  be 
fearched,  and  whatever  Rum  was  found  therein, 
was  diredlly  ftav’d,  in  Purfuance  of  an  A£t,  as  he 
alledg’d,  entitled.  An  Adi  againft  the  Importation  of 
Rum  into  the  Colony  of  Georgia.  To  complain  of 
this,  and  to  reprefent  the  bad  State  of  the  Indian 
Trade ,  a  Committee,  from  the  AiTcmbly  of  Scuth- 
Carolina,  arrived  at  Savannah  in  July  1756,  where 

Mr.  Og - —pe  then  was  :  But  their  Coming  was 

of  little  Confequence  ;  for  after  this  the  Differences 
and  Animofities  betwixt  the  two  Provinces  rather 
increafed  than  diminifhed  ;  and  we  fhall  only  ob- 
ferve,  that  one  Thing  is  certain,  that,  ever  fince 

Mr.  Ogle - pe  intermeddled  in  the  Indian  Trade, 

it  has  decayed  apace,  and  at  this  Time  is  almofl 
intirely  good-for-nothing  either  to  the  one  or  to  the 
other  Province, 

:  Thus 
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,  '  Thus  while  the  Province  of  Carolina  refented  the 
bad  Treatment  they  had  met  with  from  the  Leading 
Powers  in  Georgia ,  againft  the  Colony  in  general ; 
the  poor  Inhabitants  were  doubly  unfortunate, 
being  ill  look’d  upon  by  their  neare'ft  Neighbours 
and  Friends,  for  the  Actings  of  their  Governors,  • 
while  they  themfelves  were  {till  the  greateft  Suffer¬ 
ers  by  thofe  very  Actings, 

Whilft  Mr.  0 — - — - — pe  {laid  in  Georgia ,  great 
Complaints  were  made  againft  the  arbitrary  Proceed¬ 
ings  of  Mr.  Caufton  5  but  to  no  Purpofe  :  Likewife 
feveral  Perfons  endeavoured  to  ffiew  the  Impoffibility 
of  the  Colony’s  Succeeding,  according  to  its  then 
prefent  Conftitution  :  But  if  this  was  done  in  his 
Hearings  he  either  always  Brow-beat  the  Perfon,  Of 
evaded  the  Difcourfe  ;  if  by  Letters,-  he  never  made 
any  Anfwer  to  them  ;  even  altho*  he  had  given  pub- 
lick  Orders,  that  every  Perfon  fliould  give  in  their 
Grievances  and  Complaints  to  him  in  Writing,  and 
that  he  would  confider  and  anfwer  the  fame.  But 
that  we  might  not  be  entirely  ignorant  of  his  Though  ts^ 
Mr.  Caufton ,  who  always  fpoke  his  Sentiments,  pub- 
lickly  declared.  That  we  had  neither  Lands ,  Rights j 
or  Poffeffions  5  that  the  Trujlees  gave $  and  that  the 
Trujlees  could  freely  take  away :  And  again,  when  He 
was  told,  that  the  Light-Houfe  wanted  a  few  Spike-  . 
Nails  to  fatten  fome  of  its  Braces  which  were  loofe, 
and  which  might  occafion  the  Downfal  of  the  whole 
Fabrick  ;  he  anfwer’d,  That  he  would  fay  as  Mr. 
Oglethorpe  faid.  It  might  fall  and  be  d — d.  Mr.  Ogle¬ 
thorpe  ftaid  in  Georgia  until  November  1736,  moft  of 
which  Time  he  fpent  to  the  Southward,  and  them 
embarked  for  England ,  leaving  Mr.  Caufton  with  the 
fame  Authority  he  had  formerly  inverted  him  with, 
and  in  the  fame  Power  he  then  exercifed,  and  the 
Colony  under  the  fame  Difficulties  and  Hardffiips. 

In  March  thereafter,  we  had  Advice  of  the  Spani¬ 
ards  Intentions  of  attacking  the  Colony  from-  the 
Havannah.  This  put  the  whole  Province  in  great 
Confternation,  efpecially  the  Towa  of  Savannah  y 
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they  having  neither  Fort ,  Battery ,  or  any  other 
Place  to  fhelter  themfelves  in,  in  Cafe  of  any  a£lual 
Attack  ;  therefore  they  immediately  fet  about  build¬ 
ing  a  Wooden  Fort ,  and  all  Sorts  of  People  laboured 
•continually  until  it  was  in  fome  Meafure  finifhed  5 
ohly  Mr.  Cauftok  never  came  to  the  Work,  but  did 
all  he  could  to  retard  it,  making  light  of  the  Infor¬ 
mation,  altho*  it  was  lent  Exprefs  by  Commodore 
Dent,  With  a  Letter  directed  to  the  Commander  in 
Chief  of  Georgia  ;  and  has  fince  been  put  out  of  all 
Manner  of  Doubt,  the  Spaniards  having  at  that 
Time  Four  Fhoufand  Men  embarqued,  and  ready  to 
fail,  if  an  extraordinary  Accident  had  not  prevented 
them  *.  People  now  feeing  the  little  Care  that  was 
likely  to  be  taken  in  Cafe  of  a  real  Attack  i  and  like- 
wife  finding,  to  their  Coft,  that  the  Improvement  of 
Land  was  a  vain  and  fruitlefs  Labour  with  white  Ser¬ 
vants  only,  and  with  fuch  Reftridtions,  and  precarious 
Titles,  many  began  to  withdraw,  and  leave  the  Co¬ 
lony,  and  very  little  was  planted  this  Seafbn. 

And  Now  to  make  our  Subjection  the  rnore  com- 
pleat,  anew  Kind  of  Tyranny  was  this  Sum* 
1 737*  begun  to  be  impofed  updn  us ;  for  Mr. 

John  Wefly  who  had  come  over,  and  was  re¬ 
ceived  by  us  as  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land,  foon  difcovered  that  his  Aim  was  to  enflave 
our  Minds ,  as  a  neceffary  Preparative  for  enflaving 
our  Bodies.  The  Attendances  upon  Prayers,  Meet¬ 
ings,  and  Sermons  inculcated  by  him,  fo  frequently, 
and  at  improper  Hours,  inconfiflent  with  neceffary 
Labour,  efpecially  in  an  infant  Colony,  tended  to 
propagate  a  Spirit  of  Indolence,  and  of  Hypocrify, 
amongft  the  moft  abandoned  ;  it  being  much  eafier 
for  fuch  'Perfons,  by  an  afFedted  Shew  of  Religion, 
arid  Adherence  to  Mr.  Wefly* s  Novelties,  to  be  pro¬ 
vided,  by  his  Procurement,  from  the  publick  Stores, 

*  They  were  detained  eight  Days  at  the  Iiahjannah,  by  contra¬ 
ry  Winds  (the  Land-Forces  being  on  board  all  that  Time)  at  the 
End  of  which  there  came  Orders  from  Old  Spain,  to  forbe;  r  Hof- 
tiiyies,  the  Convention  being  then  agreed  upon. 
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than  to  ufe  ‘hat  Tnduftry  which  true'  Religion  recotrG 
mends  .  Nor  indeed,  could  the  Reverend  Gentleman 
conceal  the  Defigns  he  was  fo  full  of,  having  fre- 
qucr,  t'y  declared,  That  he  never  defired  to  fee  Georgia 
a  Rich ,  but  a  *  Religious  Colony. 

At  laid,  all  Perfons  of  any  Confederation  came  to 
look  upon  him  as  a  Roman  Catholick ,  for  which  the 
following  Reafons  feerned  pretty  convincing.  ijl. 
Under  an  affedted  ftridt  Adherence  to  the  Church  of 
England ,  he  moft  unmercifully  damned  all  Dijfenters 
of  whatever  Denomination,  who  were  never  admit¬ 
ted  to  communicate  with  him,  until  they  fir  ft  gave  up 
their  Faith  and  Principles  entirely  to  his  Moulding 
and  Direftion,  and,  in  Confirmation  thereof,  declar¬ 
ed  their  Belief  of  the  Invalidity  of  their  former  Bap- 
tifm,  and  then  to  receive  a  new  one  from  him  ; 
This  was  done  publickly  on  the  Perfons  of  Richard 
Turner,  Carpenter,  and  his  Son.  Another  Inftance 
was  that  of  William  Gaff,  who  had  once  communi¬ 
cated,  and  always  conformed  to  his  Regulations,  but 
was  at  laft  found  out  by  Mr.  Wejly  to  have  been  bap¬ 
tized  by  a  Presbyterian  Diffenter,  the  fame  Thing 
was  propofed  to  him  ;  but  Mr.  Gaff,  not  inclinable 
to  go  that  Length,  was  ever  thereafter  excluded  from 
the  Communion. 

2 dly.  While  all  Dijfenters  (whereof  a  confiderable 
Number  was  in  the  Colony)  were  thus  unmercifully 
damned,  and  Ihut  out  from  Religious  Ordinances, 
contrary  to  that  Spirit  of  Moderation  and  Tender- 
nefs  which  the  Church  of  England  fhew  towards  them  j 
Perfons  fufpedted  to  be  Roman  Catholicks  were  re¬ 
ceived  and  careffed  by  him  as  his  Firft-Rate  Saints. 

3 dly,  A  third  Confirmation  of  this  Sufpicion  arofe 
from  his  Endeavours  to  eftablifh  Confefiion,  Pe¬ 
nance,  Mortifications,  mixing  Wine  with  Water  in 
the  Sacrament,  and  fuppreffing,  in  the  Adminiftrati- 
on  of  the  Sacrament,  the  Explanation  adjoined  to 
the  Words  of  communicating  by  the  Church  of  Eng- 
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land,  to  fhewthat  they  mean  a  Feeding  on  Ghrlft  by 
Faith,  faying  no  more  than  “  The  Body  of  Chrift  ; 
«  The  Biood  of  Chrift  ;  ”  by  appointing  Deaconed 
fes,  with  fundry  other  Innovations*  which  he  called 
Apoflolick  Conjiifutiohs . 

4 thiy.  As  there  is  always  a  ftrift  Connexion  be* 
twixt  Popery  and  Slavery  $  fo  the  D'efign  of  all  this 
fine  Scheme  feemed  to  the  moft  Judicious,  to  be 
calculated  to  debafe  and  deprefs  the  Minds  of  the 
•  People*  to  break  any  Spirit  of  Liberty,  and  humble 
them  with  Fallings,  Penances,  Drinking  of  Wa¬ 
ter,  and  a  thorough  Subjedtidn  to  the  Spiritual  Ju~ 
rifdiftion  which  he  afiferted  was  to  be  eftablifhed 
in  his  Perfon  ;  and  when  this  fhould  be  accomplifti- 
ed,  the  Minds  of  People  would  be  equally  prepared 
For  the  Receiving  Civil  or  Ecclefiaftical  Tyranny. 

All  Jefuitical  Arts  were  made  Ufe  of  to  bring 
the  well-concerted  Scheme  to  Perfection  $  Families 
were  divided  in  Parties ;  Spies  were  engaged  in 
many  Houfes,  and  the  Servants  of  others  brib’d 
and  decoy’d  to  let  him  into  all  the  Secrets  of  the 
Families  they  belonged  to ;  nay,  thofe  who  had 
given  themfelves  up  to  his  Spiritual  Guidance  (more 
eipeciaily  Women)  were  obliged  to  difcover  to 
him  their  moll  fecret  Actions,  nay  even  their 
Thoughts  and  the  Subjeft  of  their  Dreams :  At 
the  fame  Time  he  gave  Charge  to  Juries  ;  gave 
his  Opinion  in  all  Civil  Caufes  that  came  before 
the  Court :  Nor  could  we  imagine  what  all  this  would 
end  in  :  Complain  we  might  but  to  no  Purpofe  : 
And  Mr.  Caufton  and  he  went  Hahd-ih-Hahd. 

But  the  merciful  Providence  of  GOD  difappoints 
frequently  thofe  Defrgns  that  are  laid  deepeft  in  Hu¬ 
man  Prudence.  .  •  ■  :~ 

Mr.  Wefly  at  this  Time  repulfed  Mrs.  Sophia  Wit* 
liamfon ,  Niece  tb  Mr.  Caufton ,  from  the  Sacrament. 
This  young  Lady  was  by  her  Friends  put  under  the 
Ghoftly  Care  of  Mr.  Wefly ,  who  was  pleafed  ta 
make  Propofals  of  Marriage  to  her  :  Thefe  fhe  al¬ 
ways  rejected  j.  and  in  fome  little  Time  married  Mr. 
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William  Williamfon  of  Savannah ,  much  contrary  to 
Mr.  Wefly’s  Inclinations  :  After  the  faid  Marriage, 
Mr.  W ejly  ufed  all  Means  to  create  a  Mif-underiftand- 
ing  betwixt  Mrs.  Williamfon  and  her  Hufband,  by 
perfuading  her,  that  Mr.  Williamfon  had  no  Right 
to  regulate  her  Behaviour,  as  to  converfing  with  him,- 
or  attending  Meetings  as  formerly  ;  but  at  laft  find¬ 
ing  he  could  gain  Nothing  upon  her,  and  that  Mr. 
WilUamfoti  had  forbad  him  any  Converfation  with 
his  Wife  out  of  his  Prefence  •,  he  took  the  ’forefaid 
Means,  by  repelling  her  from  the  Holy  Communion^ 
of  fhewing  his  Refentrnent.  Mr.  Williamfon  thought 
himfelf  well  founded  in  an  Aftion  of  Damages  ;  and 
Mr.  WESLY  (being  no  longer  fupported  by  Mr. 
Caujlon,  who  was  highly  nettled  at  the  Affront  put 
upon  his  Niece,  and  could  now  declaim  as  fluently 
againft  Spiritual  Tyranny  as  any  Perfon)  was  in¬ 
dited  before  a  GRAND  JURY  of  Forty-Four, 
Free-holders,  and  Yhirteen  Indictments  were  found 
againft  him  ;  one  concerned  Mr.  Williamfon  and 
his  Spoufe ;  the  others  concerning  the  Grievan¬ 
ces  we  felt  by  his  Meafures,  and  the  Exercife  of 
his  Ecclefiaftical  Functions,  as  above  related  :  Thefe 
laft  were  given  in  to  the  Magiftrates,  to  be  by 
them  laid  before  the  Truftees,  that  thefe  our.  Grie¬ 
vances  might,  in  Time  coming,  be  properly  redref- 
fed,  (we  having  no  other  Jurifdiction,  either  Civil 
or  Ecclefiaftical,  that  we  could  make  Application 
to  :)  Then  the  Grand  Jury  began  to,  confider  and 
think,  that  as  it  was  not  probable  a  greater  Num¬ 
ber  of  the  better  Sort  of  People  could  ever  be  ler 
gaily  met  together  ;  fo  this  was  a  fit  Time  to 
reprefent  their  Grievances  and  Hardfhips  to  the 
Truftees:  Which  they  did  in  the  following  Man-

4  and  contain  fundry  Articles,  fetting  forth  many 
4  puhlick  Neceffities  and  Hardfhips,  which  cart 
4  only  be  remedied  by  your  Honours  Authority  : 

4  i therefore ,  We  the  laid  Grand  Jury,  having 
4  examined  feveral  Witnefles,  do,  upon  our  Oaths,

4  That  as  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  and 
4  County  have  been  and  are  Hill  fubje£t  to  ma-

4  ing  exceeding  difficult  in  many  Cafes,  both  for 
4  Grand  and  Petit  Juries,  to  difcharge  in  a  proper 
4  Manner  the  great  Duties  that  are  incumbent  on 
4  them  by  their  Oaths  ;  fo  we  hope  Your  Honours' 
4  will  affift  us,  that  we  may  be  enabled  well  and 
4  truly  to  execute  our  Duties  as  aforelaid.

4  That  the  faid  ‘Thomas  Caufton ,  by  his  Office  of 

*  Store-keeper,  hath  the  dangerous  Power  in  his 
4  Hands  ol  alluring  weak-minded  People  to  com- 
4  ply  with  unjuft  Meafures  ;  and  alfo  over-awing 
t  others  1  ropi  making  juft  Complaints  and  Re  pre¬ 
fen  cations 
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*  fentations  to  Your  Honours ;  and  the  known 

*  Implacability  of  the  faid  Caufion ,  and  his  frequent 

*  Threatening  of  Rich  People,  is  to  many  weak-mind- 

*  ed,  tho’  well-difpofed  Perfons,  a  ftrong  Bulwark 

4  againft  their  feeking  Redrefs,  by  making  pro- 

*  per  Complaints  and  juft  Reprefeh  rations  to  You 

*  their  Benefactors ,  Patrons ,  and  Protestors. 

4  That  the  faid  Cmfion  has  made  great  AdVance- 

5  ments  on  Provifions  and  Goods  Ibid  out  of  the 

*  Truftees  Store  to  the  Inhabitants,  contrary  to 
4  Mr.  Oglethorpe’s,  Promile  when  'he  fir  ft  fettled 
4  this  Colony,  and  contrary,  as  we  apprehend, 

*  to  Your  Honours  good  Intentions,  and  greatly 
4  detrimental  to  the  Profperity  of  the  Colony  ;  and 
4  that  he  hath  refilled  to  pay  the  Publick  Debts 
4  otherwife  than  in  Provifions  at  thofe  dear  Rates, 

9  and  fometimes  bad  and  unwhoiibme,  out  of  the 
4  Publick  Store,  whereby  the  Inhabitants  Were 

*  greatly  diftrefteil,  and  fome  have  been  obliged  tq 
4  leave  the  Province, 

4  That  whereas  one  John  White,  who  had  been 

*  committed  for  Felony,  at  the  Suit  of  William 
4  Aglionby ,  and  he  the  faid  Aglisnby  was  bound  to 
4  profecute  the  fame  at  next  Court  :  Notwithftand- 
4  ing  he  the  faid  White  was  removed  before  that 
4  Time  by  a  Warrant  under  the  Hand  and  Seal 
4  of  Thomas  Chrifiie ,  and  as  we  think,  by  the  Advice 
4  and  Command  of  Thomas  Coupon  ■>  by  Which 

*  Means  we  imagine  the  Criminal  has  efcaped  Juf- 

*  tice,  to  the  great  Encouragement  of  enormous' 

4  Offenders,  contrary,  as  we  conceive,  to  the 

*  Laws  of  our  Country,  to  the  Peace  of  our  So-

4  ty,  and  particularly  to  the  Welfare  of  this  Youf

4  That  the  faid  Gdufton  did  greatly  difcotirage 
f  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  and  County,  in  the 
4-  Meafures  they  had  taken  for  the  Defence  and 
4  Safety  of  this  Place  in  the  late  Alarm  from  the 

*  Spaniards  5  for  altho’  almoit  every  Body,;  Maf- 

teya 
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4  ters  and  Servants,  labour’d  continually  in  making 
4  a  Fort  to  defend  themfelves,  in  cafe  of  Neceffity  %■ 
4  yet  he  the  faid  Caufton  nc;ver  came  nigh  the 
‘  Work,  but  by  his  Words  and  Behaviour  did  all 
4  he  could  to  prevent  it  •,  until  at  laft  the  People 
4  were  obliged  to  leave  off  the  Work  unfiniffied* 

6  contrary  to  the  Welfare  and  Safety  of  this  Co- 
Mony.  ' 

4  That  the  faid  Caufton  hath  greatly  prevented,1 

*  and  difcouraged  the  Cultivation  of  Lands ,  by  his 
4  hindering  People  to  fettle  on  the  Trafts  that  were 
4  allotted  to  them  by  the  Truftees  ;  whereby  fe- 
4  veral  People  have  been  greatly  diftrelfed,  and 
4  fome  almoft  ruin’d,  contrary  (as  we  humbly  con- 
4  ceive)  to  Your  Honours  good  Intention,  and  the 
4.  principal  Part  of  Your  glorious  Undertaking. 

4  That  the  faid  Thomas  Caufton ,  in  order  to 
x  colour  his  illegal  Proceedings,  hath  uttered  Words 
4  to  this  or  the  like  Purpole,  We  do  not  ft  and  up- 
4  on  our  Feet  •,  we  do  not  know  either  our  Laws  or 
4  . Liberties ,  nor  what  the  Truftees  intend ;  a  Ma- 
4  .giftrate  cannot  a£l  to  ftribi  Forms ,  but  may  difmifs 
4  Matters  of  Petty-Felony  in  the  eafieft  Manner ; 

4  .thereby  claiming  to  himfelf  (as  we  humbly 
4  conceive)  a  difpenfing  Power,  fatal  to  the  Li- 
4  berties  of  Britifb  Subjedls,  and  contrary,  &c. 

4  The  Want  o ( Publick  Roads  hath  been  great- 
4  ly  detrimental  to  many  who  have  Settlements  at 
4  any  Diftance  from  this  Place ;  and  fome  have 
4  loft,  and  are  ftill  liable  to  lofe  great  Part  of 
4  their  Crops,  through  the  Difficulty  of  paffing 
4  to  and  from  their  Plantations. 

4  That  the  great  Want  of  Servants ,  in  this  Town 
4  and  Country,  doth  render  the  Free-holders  thereof 
4  incapable  of  proceeding  with  proper  Vigour  in  the 

*  cultivating  their  Lands ;  and  as  the  Honourable 
4  James  Oglethorpe,  Efq-,  did  generoufly  promife* 
4  that  Your  Honours  would  be  pleafed  to  give  this 
4  Colony  continual  Affiftance,  by  fending  over  Ser- 

*  vants  to  the  faid  Fryy-hplders,  reafonable  Rates : 

4  There- 
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*  1 therefore ,  we  do,  with  all  Humility,  lay  before 
‘  Your  Honours  the  great  and  general  Want  of 
4  Servants  in  this  Town  and  County  ;  not  dotibt- 
4  ing  Your  timely  Afliftance  therein. 

*.  That  the  Town  of  Savannah  Hands  in  the  utmoft 

*  Need  of  having  a  good  Wharf  and  Crane,  for  the 
4  Conveniency  of  Both  Strangers  and  Inhabitants, 
‘  they  being  at  double  Pains  and  Cofts  in  landing 

*  and  getting  their  Goods  up  the  Bluff. 

‘  That  the  Light-Houfe  of  Tybee,  which,  with 
4  great  Labour  and  (as  we  humbly  conceive) 
4  Vaffc  Expence  to  Your  Honours,  remains  unfi- 
4  hifh’d  and  uncover’d  ;  by  Reafon  of  which,  that 
4  moft  neceffary  and  lofty  Structure  is  fubjedt  to 
4  all  the  Injuries  of  Weather,  and  may  totally 
4  decay,  if  not  in  Time  prevented,  which  will  be 
4  greatly  detrimental  to  the  Trade,  Navigation,  and 
4  Welfare  of  this  Colony. 

4  That  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  and  County 
4  are  at  vaft  Expence  in  Time  of  Sicknef?,  efpecially 
4  they  tmO  have  moft  Servants  ;  it  being  a  gene- 
4  ral  Misfortune,  that,  during  the  hot  Seafon  of  the 
4  Year*  hardly  one  Half  of  the  Servants  are  able 
4  to  do  their  Mafters  any  Work,  by  Reafon  of  the 
4  -'violent  Sickneifes  ;  which  hath  very  much  pre- 
4  vented  the  Inhabitants  from  making  Improve - 
4  ments. 

4  It  is  without  the  Laft  Perfonal  Refentment 
4  to  Mr.  Caufton,  or  any  other  Perfon,  that  we 
4  do,  with  the  moft  profound  Refpedt  and  Du- 
4  ty,  lay  before  Your  Honours  the  foregoing  Gfie- 
4  vances ,  Iiardjhips ,  and  Nec'eJJities  ;  and  it  is  not 
4  the  Perfons  or  Perfonal  Infirmities  of  any  of  the 
4  Magiltrates  we  blame  ;  but  fuch  of  their  Adti- 
4  ons  and  Words  as  (we  humbly  conceive)  tend 
4  to  the  Subverfion  of  our  Laws  and  Liberties  ; 
4  and  we  are  firmly  perfuaded,  that  Mr.  Caufton 
4  would  not  have  impannelled  this  Grand  Jury, 
4  on  an  Affair  that  fo  nearly  concerned  him  as 
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‘  that  of  his  Niece’s  did,  if  he  had  not  believed 

*  the  feveral  Perfons  of  this  Grand  Jury  to  be 

*  Men  of  Integrity,  and  no  way  prejudiced  a- 

*  gainft  him  •,  and  as  we  the  faid  Grand  Jury  are, 

*  for  the  Time  being,*  appointed  for  the  folemn 

*  Reprefentation  of  Truth,  we  humbly  hope  Your 
‘  Honours  will  confider  this  our  Reprefentation ,  as

The  Original  of  this  was  figned  by  all  the  For¬ 
ty  Four ,  and  fent  Home  ;  but  was  taken  no  No¬ 
tice  of  by  the  Truftees,  for  any  Thing  ever  we 
heard  j  and  we  hope  it  will  appear  evident  to  e- 
very  judicious  Reader,  that  this  Jury  was  neither 
byajfed  nor  intimidated  by  Caufton ,  to  the  Prejudice 
of  any  Perfon  whatfoever,  as  Mr.  IFeJly  afferts  in 
his  Journal  Printed  at  Briftol ,  1739.  He  likewife 
fays,  there  were  a  profejfed  Atheiji  and  Deift  in  the 
Number  ;  but  for  our  Parts  we  know  of  neither  : 
But  a  Man  of  Mr.  Wefly’ s  Principles,  who  makes 
no  Scruple  of  writing  wilful  Falfhoods  (as  may 
be  feen  by  any  Body  that  compares  this  Narrative 
with  his  Journal )  and  of  damning  every  Perfon  of 
a  contrary  Opinion  with  himfelf ;  may,  without 
Hefitation,  give  People  what  Appellations  come 
in  his  Head  :  However  this  put  an  End  to  any 
further  Profecution  of  Mr.  IVe fly’s,  Schemes  ;  for, 
foon  after  this,  he  departed  the  Colony  privately 
by  Night,  and  went  to  Charles-flown,  and  from 
thence  to  England, 

Mr.  Wefly  had  Addrefs  enough  (as  he  fays  in 
his  fore-mentioned  Journal)  to  perfuade  feveral 
Perfons  who  were  Members  of  the  Grand  Jury,  ta 
retradl  (by  fome  Paper  which  he  drew  up  for  them 
to  fign)  their  former  Sentiments  ;  but  this,  if  it 
was  at  all,  proceeded  entirely  from  the  folemn  AG 

K  fu  ranees 

i, 
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furances  which  he  gave  them,  that  his  main  He- 
ftgn  Home  was  to  reprefent  the  Grievances  and  Op- 
prejjions  which  the  poor  Colony  laboured  under  ;  and 
upon  this  Account  was  charged  with  divers  Let-r 
ters  and  Papers  from  private  Perfons,  relating  to 
the  Colony  ;  which  he  undertook  faithfully  to  delir 
ver  :  But  as  we  have  fince  found,  that  all  Mr, 
Oglethorpe* s  Intereft  was  employed  to  protect  Mr, 
We  fly  it  is  no  Wonder  thofe  Promifes  were  never 
fulfill’d  ;  nor  indeed  could  it  ever  be  afcertain’d, 
that  even  the  private  Letters,  which  he  carried, 
were  fo  much  as  delivered. 

On  the  other  Hand  Mr.  Caufton  ever  after  bore 
a  mortal  Hatred  to  the  Members  of  this  Grand  JuT 
ry,  and  took  every  Opportunity  to  lhew  his  Refent- 
ment  ;  and  we  doubt  not  but  he  prevail’d  upon 
three  or  four  of  them  to  a  Recantation,  having 
either  terrified  or  ftarved  them  into  a  Compliance 
But  we  bore  thefe  Things  the  more  patiently,  as 
being  fatisfied  the  Truftees  were  Gentlemen  who 
had  pur  Intereft  at  Heart,  and  who  would  hear 
and  redrefs  our  Grievances  in  due  Time  ;  and 
that  Mr.  Og— — pe  might  ftill  be.  a  Friend  to  the 
Colony  ;  but  at  laft  we  heard  He  had  procur’d  a 
Regiment  for  its  Defence,  of  which  he  was  made 
Colonel  ;  and  that  He  was  likewife  made  General 
and  Commander  in  Chief  over  all  his  Majefty’s 
Forces  in  South-Car olina  and  Georgia.  This  News 
was  confirmed  by  William  Stephens ,  Efq;  who  was 
fent  over  as  Truftees  Secretary  to  reprefent  the 
State  and  Condition  of  the  Colony  as  it  really  was, 
and  to  affift  and  confult  with  the  Magiftrates  : 
But  Mr  Cauflon  foon  found  the  Means  to  bring 
over  the  old  Gentleman  to  his  Intereft,  or  at  leaft 
to  acquiefce  in  every  Thing  he  faid  or  did  ;  for  he 
had  ftill  the  Command  of  the  Calh  and  Stores,  and 
Mr.  Stephens  had  nothing  to  live  upon  but  his 
Salary,  which  he  could  ftop  the  Payment  of  at 
Pleafure  ;  fo  our  Secretary  remained  paflive  un¬ 
til  Cauftcti' s  Government  ended. 
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At  laft  Mr.  Oglethorpe  comes  over  for  the  third 
Time,  in  September ,  with  the  Remainder  of  his 
Regiment  ;  the  other  Part  having  come  with  Coi. 
Cochran  in  May :  But  alas  !  this  Regitnent  was 
of  no  Service,  otherwife  than  to  ftrengthen  us 
in  Cafe  of  an  Attack  ;  for  we  could  neither  fur- 
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nifh  them  in  Cloaths,  Provifions,  nor  any  one  Tmng 
they  wanted  :  And  to  put  us  out  of  all  Hopes 
of  Bettering  our  Condition,  Mr.  Oglethorpe  was 
pleas’d  to  declare  in  the  Court-Houfe  of  Savannah , 
That,  as  long  as  he  had  any  Thing  to  do  with  the 
Colony ,  there  Jhould  neither  be  Allowance  of  Negroes 
Hor  Alteration  in  the  Titles  of  Land  and  if  any 
fuch  Thing  Jhould  happen,  he  would  have  no  farther 
Concern  with  it.  The  People,  thus  feeing  there  was 
no  Hope  of  Redrefs,  left  the  Colony  daily  ;  and 
the  Truftees  Credit  receiving  a  great  Shock  by 
their  refilling  Mr.  Caufion> s  certified  Accompts, 
and  an  entire  Stop  being  put  to  the  Publick  Store 
many  poor  Wretches  died  of  Hunger  :  For  at  this 
Time  Mr.  Caufion  was  turned  out  of  all  his  Places, 
and  the  Store  was  ordered  to  be  fold,  in  order, 
as  Was  faid,  to  pay  off  the  T ruftees  Debts :  One 
Thomas  Jones ,  a  Favourite  of  Mr.  Oglethorpe , 
whofe  Character  we  fhall  hake  Occafion  to  give 
afterwards,  was  put  in  his  Place,  as  Cafh  and 
Store-keeper,  only  with  a  different  Title,  viz. 
that  of  Magazine-keeper  for  none  but  the  Truf¬ 
tees  Servants  were  to  be  fupplied  from  it  :  But 
the  Contrary  foon  appeared  •,  for  the  Sola  Bills, 
that  were  fent  over,  were  ordered  to  be  iffued  out 
in  the  Names  of  William  Stephens,  Efq;  Mr.  Tho¬ 
mas  Chriftie  and  Mr.  Thomas  Jones,  or  any  two 
of  them  ;  but  the  other  two ,  agreeing  together, 
entirely  excluded  ChriJiie,  and  paid  them  to  whom, 
and  for  what  Purpofe  they  thought  convenient : 
They  bought  New-Tork  Cargoes,  and  any  other 
Commodities  that  could  be  got  in  Quantities,  and 
put  them  into  the  Magazine,  where  they  were 
Ibid  out  by  Jones  in  Wndefale-  and  Retail,  for 
>  K  2  rea- 
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ready  Money,  at  exorbitant  Rates.  This  Trade 
they  have  carried  on  ever  lince,  to  their  vaft  Ad¬ 
vantage  ;  but  to  the  no  fmall  Diftrefs  of  the  poor 
People,  who  are  obliged  to  give  at  the  Rate  ai¬ 
med:  o f^Cent.  per  Cent,  for  their  Provifions.  Thus* 
under  the  Colour  of  no  Store ,  thefe  two  keep  as 
open  a  one  as  ever  Caufton  did  ;  and,  by  having 
the  Publick  Money  at  their  Difpofal,  the  Payment 
of  all  Salaries  and  Penfions  coming  through  their 
Hands,  they  are  become  as  abfolute  ;  with  this 
Difference,  that  Mr.  Caufton' s  Power,  in  e  -ery 
Refpedt,  extended  over  the  whole  Colony  wuen 
it  was  moft  populous  and  Money  mod  plenty  ;  but 
theirs  feems  only  to  affect  the  wretched  Remains 
of  Savannah. 

We  might  have  imagin’d,  that  the  Truftees  were 
fomewhat  moved  with  our  repeated  Complaints, 
and  that  Mr.  Caufton's  Removal  was  owing  thereto  : 
But  alas  !  in  this  we  were  miftaken  ;  Nothing  (as 
ever  we  could  underftand)  was  laid  to  his  Charge 
on  our  Account  ;  and  it  was  of  fmall  Benefit  to  us, 
whether  the  Mifmanagement  of  Money,  which  was 
the  Reafon  of  his  Difmiffion,  lies  at  his  or  Mr.  Ogle¬ 
thorpe's  Door  :  And  we  cannot  but  here  take  No¬ 
tice,  that  Mr.  Caufton' s  Cafe  fortifies  the  Common 
Obfervation,  That  thofe  who  proftitute  themfelves 
to  carry  on  illegal  and  opprejftve  Schemes ,  when  they 
have  once  ftuck  in  the  Mire ,  they  are  forfaken  by 
their  Employers ,  and  defpifed  by  all  the  World  befides. 

Mr.  Oglethorpe  llaid  not  long  at  Savannah ,  his 
common  Refidence  being  at  Frederica ,  where  they 
had,  in  Imitation  of  us,  built  a  few  Houfes,  and 
cleared  fome  Land  ;  but,  finding  Planting  not  an- 
fwer,  they  left  it  off,  and  as  i'oon  as  the  Regiment 
came,  almoft  every  Body  betook  themfelves  to  the 
Keeping  Publick-Houfes  ;  and  in  this  Manner  do 
the  few  that  now  remain  live. 

All  the  Publick  Work  being  put  a  Stop  to, 
and  Clearing  of  Land  being  found  impracticable, 
by  which  molt  of  us  had  ruin’d  ourfelves  we  were 

in 
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in  a  miferable  Condition  ;  and  all  Hope  from  Mr, 
Oglethorpe  being  at  an  End,  we  could  hardly  tell 
what  to  do :  But  Hill  thinking,  that  the  Truftees 
might  be  ignorant  or  mifinformed  of  the  prefent 
Condition  of  the  Colony,  we  at  laft  refolved  to 
fet  forth  our  Grievances  in  a  fhort  and  general  Re* 
prefent ation ,  to  be  figned  by  all  the  Free-holders  in 
the  Colony  ;  of  which  the  following  is  an  exadt

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%)  the  Honourable  the  'Truftees  for  Rftablijhtng  the 
Colony  of  Georgia,  in  America. 


May  it  pleafe  your  Honours , 

E  whofe  Names  are  under-written,  being 
all  Settlers ,  Free-holders,  and  Inhabitants  in 
the  Province  of  Georgia,  and  being  fenfible  of  the 
great  Pains  and  Care  exerted  by  You,  in  endea¬ 
vouring  to  fettle  this  Colony,  fince  it  has  been  un¬ 
der  Your  Protection  and  Management  ;  do  unani- 
moufly  join  to  lay  before  You,  with  the  utmoft 
Regret,  the  following  Particulars  :  But  in  the  fir  ft' 
Place,  we  muft  beg  Leave  to  obferve,  that  it  has  af¬ 
forded  us  a  great  deal  of  Concern  and  Uneafinefs, 
that  former  Reprefentations  made  to  You,  of  the 
fame  Nature,  have  not  been  thought  worthy  of  due 
Confederation,  nor  even  of  an  Anfwer.  We  have 
molt  of  us  fettled  in  this  Colony,  in  Purfuance  of 
the  Defcription  and  Recommendation  given  of  it 
by  You  in  Britain  ;  and,  from  the  Experience  of  re¬ 
dding  here  feveral  Years,  do  find  that  it  is  impoffi- 
ble  that  the  Meafures,  hitherto  laid  down  and  pur- 
fued  for  making  it  a  Colony,  can  fucceed.  None  of 
of  all  thofe,  who  have  planted  their  Land,  have- 
been  able  to  raife  fufficient  Produce  to  maintain  their 
Families  in  Bread  Kind  only,  even  though  as  much 
Application  and  Indufiry  have  been  exerted  to  bring* 
it  about,  as  could  be  done  by  Men  engaged  in  an 
Aifair  on  which  they  believed  the  Welfare  of  them- 
-  1  -  ‘  felves 
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and  Po fieri ty  fo  much  depended,  and  which 

*  they  imagin’d  required  more  than  ordinary  Pa  ins 

*  to  make  fucceed  ;  fo  that  by  the  accumulated  Ex- 

*  pences  every  Year,  of  Provifions,  Cloathing,  and 

*  Medicines,  for  themfelves,  Families,  and  Servants*. 

*  feveral  have  expended  all  their  Money,  nay  even 
‘  run  confiderably  in  Debt,  and  fo  been  obliged  to 

*  leave  off  Planting  and  making  further  Improve- 
1  ments  j  and  thole,  who  continue,  are  daily  exhauft- 

*  ing  more  drid  more  of  their  Money*  and  fome  daily 

*  increafing  their  Debt*  without  a  Pojfibility  of  being 

*  reimburfed*  according  to  the  prefent  Conftitution. 

4  This  being  now  the  general  State  of  the  Colony ,  it 
4  mull  be  obvious  that  People  cannot  fubftft  by 
4  their  Land,  according  to  the  prefent  Eftablilhment  j 

4  and  this  being  a  Truth  refiilting  from  Trial,  Prac-' 

*  tice,  and  Experience,  cannot  be  contradicted  by  any 
4  theoretical  Scheme,  or  Reafoning.  The  Land  then, 

4  according  to  the  prefent  Conftitution,  not  being  ca- 
4  pable  to  maintain  the  Settlers  here,  they  muft  un- 

*  avoidably  have  recourfe  to,  and  depend  upon  Trade  : 

4  But  to  our  woful  Experience  likewife,  the  fame 
'  Caufes,  that  prevented  the  Firft ,  obftrudt  the  Lat- 

*  ter  •,  for  though  the  Situation  of  this  Place  is  ex~ 

4  ceeding  well  adapted  for  Trade,  and,  if  it  was  en- 
4  couraged,  might  be  much  more  improved  by  the 
«  Inhabitants  ;  yet  the  Difficulties  and  ReftriCtions* 

*  which  we  hitherto  have ,  and  at  prefent  do  labour 

*  under,  debar  us  of  that  Advantage  :  Timber  is  the 
«  only  Thing  we  have  here  which  we  might  export, 

*  and  notwithftanding  we  are  obliged  to  fall  it  in 

*  Planting  our  Land,  yet  we  cannot  manufacture  it 
4  for  a  Foreign  Market,  but  at  double  the  Expence 

*  of  other  Colonies  ;  as  for  Inftance,  The  River  of 
4  May ,  which  is  but  twenty  Miles  from  us,  with  the 
4  Allowance  of  Negroes,  load  Veffels  with  that  Com- 
4  modity  at  one  half  of  the  Price  that  we  can  do  ; 
4  and  what  fhould  induce  Perfons  to  bring  Ships  here, 
4  when  they  can  be  loaded  at  one  half  of  the  Expence 
4  fo  near  us  j  therefore  the  Timber  on  the  Land  is 
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*  only  a  continual  Charge  to  the  PoffelTors  of  it,  thoa 
$  of  very'  great  Advantage  in  all  the  Northern  Co*? 

*  lonies,  where  Negroes  are  allowed,  and  confequent- 
‘  ly  Labour  cheap.  We  do  not  in  the  leaft  doubt, 

*  but  that,  in  T ime.  Silk  and  Wine  may  be  produced 

*  here,  efpeciaiiy  the  Former  *,  but  fince  the  Culdva- 

*  tion  of  Land,  with  white  Servants  only,  cannot 

*  raife  Prqvifions  for  our  Families,  as  before  mention- 
‘  ed,  therefore  it  is  likewife  impoffible  to  carry  on 

*  thefe  Manufactures  according  to  the  prefent  Confti- 
‘  tution.  It  is  very  well  known,  that  Carolina  can 

*  raife  every  Thing  that  this  Colony  can  ;  and  they, 

‘  having  their  Labour  fo  much  cheaper,  will  always 
‘  ruin  our  Market,  unlefs  we  are  in  lbme  meafure  on 
‘  a  Footing  with  them  ;  and  as,  in  both ,  the  land  is 
‘  worn  out  in  four  or  five  Years,  and  then  fit  for  no- 

*  thing  but  Pafture  ;  we  mull  be  always  at  a  great: 

*  deal  more  Expence  than  they  in  clearing  new  Land 
4  for  Planting,  The  Importation  of  the  Neceffaries 
4  of  Life  come  to  us  at  the  molt  extravagant  Rate  ; 

4  Merchants  in  general,  efpeciaiiy  of  England,  not  be-: 

4  ing  willing  to  fupply  the  Settlers  here  with  Goods 

*  upon  Commiffion,  becaufe  no  Perfon  here  can  make' 
4  them  any  Security  of  their  Lands  or  Improvements, 

4  as  is  very  often  pradtifed  in  other  Places  to  promote 

*  Trade,  when  fome  of  the  Employers  Money  is 

*  laid  out  in  neceffary  Buildings  and  Improvements' 

*  fitting  for  the  Trade  intended,  without  which  it 
4  cannot  be  carried  on  :  The  Benefit  of  Importation 
‘  therefore  is  all  to  tranfient  Perfons,  who  do  not  lay 

*  out  any  Money  amongft  us  •,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
4  carry  every  Penny  out  of  the  Place  -,  and  the  chief 

*  Reafon  for  their  enhancing  the  Price  is,  becaufc 
4  they  cannot  get  Goods  here  either  on  Freight  or 

*  Purchafe  for  another  Market  :  If  the  Advantage 
accruing  from  Importation  centered  in  the  Inhabi- 

4  tants,  the  Profit  thereof  would  naturally  circulate 
<  amongft  us,  and  be  laid  out  in  Improvements  in 

*  the  Colony.  Your  Honours,  we  imagine,  are  nop 

*  infepfible  of  the  Numbers  that  have  left  this  Pro- 

‘  vince* 
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*  vince,  not  being  able  to  fupport  themfelves  and 

*  Families  any  longer  ;  and  thofe  ftill  remaining,  who 
4  had  Money  of  their  own,  and  Credit  with  their 

*  Friends,  have  laid  out  mod  of  the  Former  in  Im- 
4  provements,  and  loft  the  Latter  for  doing  it  on 
4  fuch  precarious  Titles.  And  upon  Account  of  the 
4  prefent  Eftablifhment,  not  above  two  or  three  Per- 
4  Ions,  except  thofe  brought  on  Charity,  and  Servants 
4  lent  by  You,  have  come  here  for  the  Space  of  two 
4  Years  paft,  either  to  fettle  Land,  or  encourage  T rade  ; 

4  neither  do  we  hear  of  any  fuch  likely  to  come  un- 
4  till  we  are  on  better  Terms.  It  is  true,  His  Ma- 
4  jefty  has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  grant  a  Regi- 
4  ment  for  the  Defence  of  this  Province  and  our  neigh- 
4  bouring  Colony,  which,  indeed,  will  very  much  af- 
4  fift  us  in  defending  ourfelves  againft  all  Enemies  ; 

4  but,  otherwife,  does  not  in  the  leaf!  contribute  to 
4  our  Support  •,  for  all  that  Part  of  their  Pay,  which 
4  is  expended  here,  is  laid  out  with  tranfient  People, 

4  and  our  Neighbours  in  Carolina ,  who  are  capable  to 
4  fupply  them  with  Provifions  and  other  Neceflaries 
4  at  a  moderate  Price,  which  we,  as  before  obferved, 

4  are  not  at  all  capable  to  do  upon  the  prefent  Efta- 
4  blifhment.  This  then  being  our  prefent  Condition, 

4  it  is  obvious  what  the  Confequences  muft  be. 

*  But  we  for  our  Parts  have  entirely  relied  on,  and 
4  confided  in  Your  good  Intentions,  believing  You 
4  would  redrefs  any  Grievances  that  fhould  appear  ^ 
4  and  now  by  our  long  Experience,  from  Induftry  and 
4  continual  Application  to  Improvement  of  Land 
4  here,  do  find  it  impoffible  to  purfue  it,  or  even  to 
4  fubfift  ourfelves  any  longer,  according  to  the  prefent 

*  Nature  of  the  Conftitution  *,  and  likewife  believing 
4  You  will  agree  to  thofe  Meafures  that  are  found 
4  from  Experience  capable  to  make  this  Colony  fuc- 
4  ceed,  and  to  promote  which,  we  have  confumed  our 
4  Money,  Time,  and  Labour ;  we  do,  from  a  fincere 
4  Regard  to  its  Welfare,  and  in  Duty  both  to  - You 

*  and  ourfelves,  beg  Leave  to  lay  before  Your  imme-» 
<  diate  Confideration  the  fws  following  chief  Caufes 

‘  of 
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of  thefe  our  prefent  Misfortunes,  and  this  deplorable 
State  of  the  Colony,  and  which,  v/e  are  certain, 
if  granted,  would  be  an  infallible  Remedy  for 
both.  / 

‘  ifi,  The  Want  of  a  free  Title  or  Fee-fimple, 
to  our  Lands  ;  which,  if  granted,  would  both 
induce  great  Numbers  of  new  Settlers  to  come 
amongft  us,  and  likewife  encourage  thofe  who 
remain  here,  chearfully  to  proceed  in  making 
further  Improvements,  as  well  to  retrieve  their 
funk  Fortunes,  as  to  make  Provifions  for  their 
Pofterity. 

*  2a,  The  Want  of  the  Ufe  of  Negroes*  with  pro¬ 
per  Limitations ;  which,  if  granted,  would  both  oc- 
cafion  great  Numbers  of  white  People  to  come  here, 
and  alfo  render  us  capable  to  fubfift  ourl'elves,  by 
raifing  Provifions  upon  our  Lands,  until  we  could 
make  fome  Produce  fit  for  Export}  and' in  feme 
Meafure  to  ballance  our  Importation.  We  are  very 
fenfible  of  the  Inconveniencies  and  Mifchiefs  that 
have  already,  and  do  daily  arife  from  an  unlimited 
Ufe  of  Negroes  *,  but  we  are  as  fenfible,  that  thefe 
may  be  prevented  by  a  due  Limitation,  fuch  as  fo 
many  to  each  white  Man,  or  fo  many  to  fuch  a 
Quantity  of  Land,  or  in  any  other  Manner  which 
Your  Llonours  fhall  think  molt  proper. 

‘  By  granting  us,  Gentlemen ,  thele  Two  Particu¬ 
lars,  and  fuch  other  Privileges  as  His  Majefty’s 
mcft  dutiful  Subjects  in  America  enjoy,  You  will 
not  only  prevent  our  impending  Ruin,  but,  we  are 
fully  fatisfied,  alfo  will  loon  make  this  the  molt 
fiourifhing  Colony  poffefled  by  his  Majefty  in  Ame¬ 
rica,  and  Your  Memories  will  be  perpetuated  to  all 
future  Ages,  our  lateft  Pofterity  founding  YourPrai- 
fes,  as  their  firft  Founders,  Patrons,  and  Guardians ; 
but  if,  by  denying  us  thefe  Privileges,  we  our- 
felves  and  Families  are  not  only  ruin’d,  but  even 
our  Pofterity  likewife  ;  You  will  always  be  men¬ 
tioned  as  the  Caufe  and  Authors  of  all  their  Mis-

This  Reprefentation  was  figned  with  the  greatefl: 
Willingnefs  by  the  above  O/z?  Hundred  and  Seventeen 
Free-holders  in  the  County  of  Savannah ,  and  only  a 
very  few  of  the  General’s  Favourites  declined  to  fub- 
feribe  the  fame,  fo  ftrong  appeared  to  all  of  them 
the  Truths  contained,  and  the  abfolute  NecefTity  of 
fuch  an  Application.  The  Jfwj  applied  for  Liberty 
to  fign  with  us  ;  but  we  did  not  think  it  proper  to 
join  them  in  any  of  our  Meafures :  We  likewife  did 
not  allow  Widows  and  Orphans  to  fubferibe  5  be^

cauie,  as  the  Reprefentation  contained  the  abfolute 
Neceffities  of  the  Colony,  it  might  be  objedled  to 
us,  that  they  were  no  proper  Judges.  As  for  the 
People  of  Ebenezer,  the  Subfcribers  did  particularly 
appoint  lbme  of  their  Number  to  wait  upon  Mr. 
Bolizius,  their  Pallor,  and  to  lhew  him  their  Repre-  • 
fentation  ;  which  was  done;  and  Mr.  Bolizius  de¬ 
clared,  That  the  Saltzburghers  were  equally  diffatif- 
fied  with  their  Rights  and  Reftriftions  as  the  other 
Free-holders,  and  he  doubted  not  their  Willing- 
nefs  to  join  in  petitioning  for  Redrefs,  engaging  to 
confult  them,  and  to  bring  their  Anfwer ;  which 
he  never  did  ;  and  being  thereafter  queftion’d  there¬ 
upon  by  Mr.  Anderfon  (one  of  the  Perfons  com- 
miffioned  to  commune  with  him  as  is  above  re¬ 
lated)  in  the  Prefence  of  feveral  Gentlemen,  he 
the  laid  Bolizius ,  after  fome  frivolous  Excufes,  con- 
feffed,  that  the  Honourable  Mr.  Oglethorpe  had 
both  given  them  Satisfaction,  and  engaged  him  to 
write  Home  to  Germany  for  a  further  Supply  of 
his  Countrymen. 

This  Gentleman  (we  obferve  it  with  Regret)  has 
been  made  the  Inftrument  of  impofing  upon  many 
Britijh  Subjects,  by  publifhing  Journals  and  Let¬ 
ters  (to  which  we  refer)  moft  inconliftenf  with 
Truth. 

Neither  did  we  admit  of  Servants  to  fign  the  fame, 
left  it  fhould  be  objected,  that  they  were  under 
the  Influence  of  their  Mailers.  By  this  our  Con-, 
duct  it  will  appear  to  every  Perfon  of  Impartiali¬ 
ty,  how  far  we  were  from  uflng  Arts  *  to  extor? 
by  Clamour  a  Redrefs  of  our  Grievances. 

'  A  COPY  of  the  Reprefentation  was  immediate¬ 
ly  lent  to  Frederica ,  and  another  to  Darien  :  The 
laft  was  fent  to  Mr.  John  More  MlilntoJ}. ;,  and 
under  the  fame  Cover  a  Letter  to  Mr.  Benjamin 
M^IntoJh  :  But  the  firft  kept  up  the  other’s  Let¬ 
ter,  and  fent  his  own  with  the  Reprefentation  to

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the  General  ;  who  immediately  difpatch’d  Lieut. 
George  Dunbar  (who  fpeaks  the  Highland  Language* 
and  has  a  very  fluent  and  artful  Way  of  Talking) 
who,  with  the  Affiftance  of  More  M^Intofh ,  and 
Promifes  to  the  poor  People  of  Cattle  (which  they 
afterwards  got)  with  feveral  other  Confiderations, 
foon  perfuaded  them  to  fign  a  Paper,  the  Defign 
of  which,  they  were  told,  was  to  oppofe  the  Peo¬ 
ple  of  Savannah ,  who,  being  Enemies  to  the  Ge¬ 
neral,  were  petitioning  again  ft  him.  As  for  their 
Leader  MuIntofhy  he  was  immediately  fet  up  in  a 
Store,  and  plentifully  fupplied  with  all  Kinds  of 
Goods,  and  has  often  declared,  'That  if \  by  aiding 
as  he  did,  he  could  live  well  himfelf  he  did  not  care 
what  became  of  the  reft  of  the  Colony  ;  and  as  for 
his  Children ,  they  might  go  wander  in  the  IVoods  with 
the  Indians.  As  foon  as  it  was  heard  that  the  Repreien- 
tation  was  come  to  Frederic  a,  the  Inhabitants  were 
called  together,  and  told,  That  the  People  of  Savannah 
were  going  to  throw  off  the  Government  of  the  Frufieesy 
mid  had  ajfociated  together  for  that  Purpofe  ;  and 
therefore  advis'd  them  to  beware  of  any  Snare  that 
might  be  laid  by  thefe  People ,  which  if  they  were 
caught  in  would  ruin  them .  And  thus  was  the  De¬ 
fign  of  the  Reprefentation  quaflTd  both  in  Darien 
and  Frederica.  Some  Time  after  this  a  Copy  of 
the  Reprefentation  was  fent  to  Mr.  Oglethorpe ,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  following  Letter,  which  was  wrote 
by  an  anonymous  Author  ;  which  we  think  is  part¬ 
ly  an  Explanation  of  the  Reprefentation,  and  like- 
wife  a  true  View  of  the  Situation  of  the  Colony  at 
that  Time,  with  the  Character  Mr.  Oglethorpe 
then  bore  in  it  ;  and  for  thefe  Reafgns  we  here  in¬ 
sert  it :  It  was  directed, 
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To  the  Honourable  James  Oglethorpe,  Efq; 
General  and  Commander  in  Chief  over  all  His 
Majejlf  s  Forces  in  South-Carolina  and  Geor¬ 
gia,  &c.  — —  at  Frederica. 

SIR, 

(  |T  is  the  common  Misfortune  of  aij  who  aft 
c  j[  in  the  higher  Stations  of  Life,  to  be  fur* 

£  rounded,  with  Flatterers,  who  confult  rather  the 

*  Humours*  Paffions  and  Prejudices  of  their  Pa- 
c  trons,  than  their  Honour  and  Intereft  :  This 
f  fhould  induce  every  Perfon  in  fuch  Station,  who 
6  regards  his  own  Honour,  Intereft,  or  Fame,  to 
c  lend  an  open  and  attentive  Ear  to  Truth,  in 
c  whatever  Shape  or  from  whatever  Hand  deli- 
4  vered.  I  who  vie  this  Freedom  with  Your  Excel* 

4  lency,  being  an  anonymous  Author,  have  no  o- 

*  ther  Byafs,  Motive,  or  Intereft  in  View,  further 
4  than  as  I  am  a  Member  of  the  Colony,  and  a 
c  Well-wifher  to  the  Happinefs  of  Society,  unlefs  a 
c  real  and  fincere  Regard  to  your  Honour  and  Wei- 
c  fare,  and  an  earncft  Defire  to  reftore  you  to  that 
4  Quiet  of  Mind  *  and  the  now  fufpended  Affefti- 
4  ons  of  the  People,  which  the  prefent  State  of 
4  Affairs  muffc  neceffarily  deprive  you  of ;  it  is  not 
4  therefore  of  Confequence  to  enquire  who  writes, 

4  but  what  is  wrote  :  I  am,.  Sir,  a  Plain-Dealer, 

4  and  fhall,  with  the  greateft  Refpeft,  ufe  you 
c  with  more  Sincerity  than  Ceremony  ;  and  if  my 
4  Arguments  can  attain  the  defired  Effeft,  you 
4  will,  I  doubt  not,  think  me  your  and  the  Co- 
4  lony*s  real  Friend.  When  a  skilful  Phyfician 
4  would  relieve  his  Patient  of  a  Difeafe,  he  traces

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%  fent  langtiiftung  and  almoft  defperate  Condition 
*  of  the  Affairs  of  this  Province,  is  too .  obvious 
4  to  your  Excellency  to  need  a  Defcription  :  Be 
4  pleafed  then,  laying  afide  Prepoffeffion  and  Pre- 
4  judice,  to  retire  unto  yourfelf,  and  examine  ini- 
4  partially  whence  the  prefent  Misfortunes  take 
4  Rife  ;  in  order  to  which,  let  me  prefent  your 
4  Excellency  with  a  View  of  the  Nation’s  Defigns 
4  in  Eftablifliing  this  Colony  •,  and  indeed  they 
4  were  and  are  Nothing  unfuitable  to  a  Britiflo  or 
4  Roman  Spirit  ;  To  wit,  The  Eftablifhing  a ftrong  and 
4  numerous  Settlement  as  a  Barrier  and  Safeguard  of 
4  Britifh  America  :  To  employ  thofe  Perfons  in  ef~ 

4  folding  this  End  who  were  leaf  ufeful  at  Homey 
4  and  others  who ,  from  the  Reafonablenefs  of  the  Pro - 
4  pofals ,  fhould  voluntarily  profer  their  Service :  To 
4  reftore  Liberty  and  Happinefs  to  thofe  who ,  oppref* 

4  fed  by  the  common  Misfortunes  of  Mankind ,  were 
4  groaning  under  the  Confequences  of  thofe  Misfor - 
4  tunes ,  and  incapable  to  fcrve  themfelves  or  Conn- 
4  try  at  Home :  And  laftly,  to  fet  a  Foot  fuch  new 
4  Manufactures  as  might  be  moft  ufeful  to  fupport 
4  the  Colony ,  or  tend  to  rectify  the  Ballance  of  Great- 
4  Britain  with  Neigh'boirring  Nations .  A  Defign 
4  truly  great,  founded  on  the  jufteffc  Policy,  and 
4  prafticable  :  To  fuggeft  that  any  low  private  De-

4  the  Patron  and  Father  of  the  Diftrefs’d,  and 
4  the  difiinguijh*  d  Friend  of  his  Country,  Society* 

4  and  Human  Nature  •,  I  fay.  Sir,  no  Wonder 
4  if  Numbers,  upon  thofe  Views,  embark’d  their 
4  Perfons,  Families,  and  P’ates  in  fuch  an  Adven* 

*  ture.  Shall  any  Thing  then  intervene  to  render 
4  fuch  a  noble  Defign  abortive,  and  fruftrate  thofe 
4  of  their  expe&ed  Happinefs,  or  your  Excellency 
4  of  your  deferved  Honour  ?  GOD  FORBID  ! 

4  This  Colony  con  fids  of  two  Sorts  of  People  ; 

4  either  thofe  whom  the  Publick  lent  over  and 
4  fupported,  or  *  Volunteers,  who  were  not  bur- 
4  thenfome  to  the  Publick  ;  both  now  I  look  upon 
4  in  the  fame  Light  *  as  either  Party  have  exhauf- 
4  ted  their  Support  or  private  Stocks,  in-  endea- 
4  vouring  to  profecute  the  intended  Plan  5  but  it 
4  {hall  fuiti.ee  for  my  Argument,  that  fo  many  of 
4  each  Kind  have  applied  themfelves  to  this  Pur- 
4  pole,  as  are  fufficient  to  confirm  the  Experiment, 

4  that  it  is  impoffible  for  us,  with  Britijh  or  Foreign 
4  Servants,  to  afford  the  loweft  Neceffaries  of  Life, 

4  much  lefs  to  increale  our  Stocks,  or  defray  the 
4  many  Exigencies  and-  Difappointments  that  this 
4  Soil  and  Climate  are  inevitably  expofed  to  :  This 
4  I  take  to  be  granted  ;  and  would  to  God  the 
4  Succefs  of  the  Colony  depended  on  the  Laying 
4  the  moll  fhisfying  Proof  of  it  !  And  as  for  Per-* 
4  foils  who,  from  lelfifh  Views,  have  impofed  up- 
4  on  the  Credulity  of  the  Honourable  Truftees,  by 
4  reprefenting  Things  in  Colours  diftant  from

Truth,  it  were  fuperfluous  to  curfe  them.  I  do 
not  fay,  but  in  Time  Manufactures  may  be 
founded  more  fuitable  to  the  Strength  and  Confti * 
tution  of  Britijh  Servants,  that  might  fupport  and 
enrich  the  Colony  ;  I  heartily  pray  for  that  hap- 
oy  "Period  :  and  ihould  then  condemn  and  dif- 
;ent  from  any  who  would  not  be  content  with  the 
prefent  Regulation  ;  but  as  in  the  Interim  Pro¬ 
duction  of  Meceffaries  is  abfolutely  requifite,  and 
under  the  prefent  Eftabliiliment  impracticable  5 
it  follows  of  Courfe,  that  either  the  Scheme  rauft 
be  altered ,  or  the  Defign  abandoned :  At  the  firft 
it  was  a  Trial,  now  it  is  an  Experiment;  and 
certainly  no  Man  or  Society  need  be  afham’d  to 
own,  that  from  unforefeen  Emergencies  their  Hy- 
pothefis  did  mifgive  ;  and  no  Perfon  of  Judg¬ 
ment  would  cenfure,  for  Want  of  Succefs;  where 
the  Propofal.  was  probable  ;  but  all  the  World 
would  exclaim  againft  that  Perfon  or  Society  who, 
through  miftaken  Notions  of  Honour  or  Pofitive- 
nefs  of  Temper,  would  perfift  in  pufhing  an  Ex¬ 
periment  contrary  to  all  Probability ,  to  the  Ru¬ 
in  of  the  Adventurers.  How  many  Methods 
may  be  found  out  by  the  Wilclom  of  the  Truf- 
tees,  for  Remedying  this  Inconvenience,  I  know 
not ;  One  only  occurs  to  me,  which  is,  the  Ad-c 
mitting  a  certain  Number  of  Negroes,  fufficient 
to  eafe  the  white  Servants  from  thofe  Labours 
that  are  moll:  fatal  to  a  Britijh  Conftitution :  I  am 
very  fenflble  of  the  InconVeniencies  of  an  unlimit¬ 
ed  Ufe  of  them  in  a  Frontier  Colony ;  but  am  as 
fenfible,  that  thofe  Inconveniencies  may  be  pie- 
vented  by  prudent  Regulations  ;  and  their  Ad- 
miffion  for  executing  -  the  more  laborious  Parts 
of  Culture,  made  the  Means  to  attract  Num¬ 
bers  of  white  Servants,  who  would  otherwife 
fly  the  Place  as  a  Purgatory  or  Charnsl-Houfe. 
If  our  Labour  and  Toii  is  not  capable  of  pro¬ 
ducing  mere  Neceflaries  by  Cultivation  of  Land. „ 
much  lefs  by  Trade  :  For  as  all  the  neigh- 
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4  bouring  Colonies,  by  Reafon  of  their  Negroe;?, 
4  profecute  all  Branches  of  it  at  a  Jixtb  Part  of 
‘  the  Expence  we  can  ;  they  would  for  ever  pre- 
4  elude  us  of  any  Benefit  therefrom.  And  fup- 
‘  pofing,  what  cannot  be  admitted,  that  the  Na- 
4  tion  would  confent  to  give  a  perpetual  Fund  for 
4  making  up  all  thofe  Deficiencies,  What  Benefit 

*  could  ever  accrue  to  the  Nation  ?  or  What  to 
4  the  Settlers  but  a  prefent  bare  Suftenance  ?  and 
4  What  the  certain  Confequence  but  the  Bequeath- 
‘  ing  a  numerous  Legacy  of  Orphans  to  the  Care 
4  of  Providence,  fmee  no  Period  of  Time  can  be 

*  affixed  when  fuch  a  Support  would  enable  us 

*  to  provide  for  ourfelves  ?  A  fecond  Reafon  which 

*  difables  us  to  improve,  either  by  Land  or  Trade, 
4  is  our  Want  of  Credit :  You  know  very  well, 
‘  that  both  the  mercantile  and  mechanick  Part  of 
4  Mankind  live  more  by  Credit  than  Stock  ;  and  the 
‘  Man,  who  has  a  probable  Scheme  of  improving  Cre- 
4  dit,  is  naturally  intitled  to  it :  As  we  have  no  Stock 

*  further  to  difpenfe,  either  in  Cultivation  or  Trade, 

*  we  are  reduced  to  need  the  Support  of  Credit  j 

*  which  the  prfefent  Reftridtions  of  Our  legal  Rights  and 
4  Titles  to- our  Land  deprive  us  of:  It  is  true,  indeed, 

*  the  Truftees  have  a’ftured  us.  That  thefe  and  other  Re - 
‘  JlriBions  are  only  Temporary ,  and  for  the  Welfare  of 
‘  the  firfl  Settlement ,  until  a  proper  Body  of  Laws , 
4  which  was  upon  the  Carpet ,  Jhould  he  perfected  •,  and 
4  I  am  far  from  difputing  the  Reafon  a  blenefs  of  that 
4  Refolution,  while  either  the  publick  Support,  or  pri - 
4  vate  Stocks  kept  us  from  needing  Credit ;  but  that 
4  now  the  Cafe  is  altered,  the  Neceffity  of  Removing 
4  thofe  Reftridtions  is  arrived,  to  preferve  the  Remains- 
4  of  the  Colony  not  yet  diffolved,  and  far  too  late  for 

*  Hundreds,  whom  Necefity  has  difperled  in  other 
4  Corners  of  the  World  :  This  is  a  Truth,  Sir ,  too 
4  obvious  to  need  further  Enlargement. 

4  Hence  it  is  clear,  we  can  infill  on  demanding  our 
«  Our  Privileges,  as  Britifa  Subjects,  from  the  Truftees 
4  Promifes  j  but  we  likewife  claim  them  as  Law,  Juf- 
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*  iice,  and  Property #  Your  Excellency  was  plea  fed* 
c  in  the  Court*  Houfe  of  Savannah,  to  ufe  a  Compari- 

*  fon,  to  fatisfy  the  Minds  of  the  People,  of  a  Man » 

4  who  would  lend  his  Horfe ,  hut  not  his  Saddle ,  which * 
4  refufing ,  another  accepted  of:  This,  I  humbly  take 

4  it,  no  Ways  meets  the  Cafe  ;  the  King’s  Majefty 
4  was  Owner  both  of  Horfe  and  Saddle ,  of  Lands  and 
4  Rights ,  and  gave  us  both ,  in  his  Charter ;  we  ask  but 
4  what  is  /Zwv  given  us.  The  Reliance  on  the  Pub- 
4  lick  Faith  brought  us  to  this  Colony  ;  and  to  endea- 
4  vour  to  obviate,  or  diiappoint  the  Effects  of  thofe 
£  Promifes,  which  tempted  us  here,  were  to  jufiify  the 
4  Decoying  us  to  Mifery,  under  the  Sandtion  of  the 
4  Royal  Authority  \  than  which  nothing  could  be  more 
4  injurious  to  the  Fountain  of  Honour.  I  fhall  fuppofe^ 
4  that,  were  full  and  ample  Rights  given,  fome  idle 
4  Perfons,  who  had  no  Judgment  to  value,  or  Inclu 
4  nation  to  improve  their  Properties,  no  Affections  for 
4  their  Families  or  Relations,  might  difpofe  of  their 

*  Rights  fora  Glafs  of  Rum-,  but  I  abfolutely  deny, 
‘  that  the  Colony  could  lofe  by  fuch  an  Exchange  :  I 
4  own  fuch  Perfons  were  much  fafer,  if  hound ,  than  at 
4  Liberty  ;  but,  where  the  AffeStion  of  the  Parent  and 
4  the  Reafon  of  the  Man  die,  the  Perfon  is  a  fitter  In- 
‘  habitant  for  Moorfields  than  Georgia.  1  muft  notice 
4  further.  That  not  only  are  Parents  incapable,  for 
4  Want  of  Credit,  to  provide  for  themfelves,  being  ne- 
4  ceffitated  to  difpofe  of  their  Servants  for  Want  of 

*  Provifions  ■,  but,  if  they  pould,  only  their  eldeft  Son 
‘  could  reap  the  Benefit  *,  their  younger  Children, 
4  however  numerous,  are  left  to  be  fed  by  Him  who 
4  feeds  the  Ravens  ;  and  if  they  have  no  Children, 
4  their  Labour  and  Subftance  defcends  to  Strangers  : 
4  How,  Sir ,  could  you,  or  indeed  any  free-born  Spi- 

*  rit,  brook  fuch  a  Tenure?  Are  not  our  younger 
4  Children,  and  Daughters,  equally  entitled  to  our  Bow- 
*■  els  and  Aftediions  ?  And  does  human  Nature  end 
4  with  our  Firft-born,  and  not  extend  itfelf  to  the  reft 
4  of  our  .Progeny,  and  more  diftant  Relations  ?  And 
4  .is  it  not  inverting  the  Law  of  Nature,  that  •  the 
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elded  Son  fhould  not  only  enjoy  a  double  Por¬ 
tion,  but  exclude  all  the  younger  Children  ?  and 
having  an  Intereft  independant  of  the  Parents,  how 
natural  is  it  he  fhould  withdraw  that  Obedience 
and  Subjection  which  proceeds  from  -paternal  Au¬ 
thority  and  filial  Dependance  !  The  Truftees  are 
but  a  Channel  to  convey  to  us  the  King’s  Rights, 
and  cannot  in  Law  or  Equity,  and,  I  dare  fay,  will 
not  abridge  thofe  Rights.  Can  we  fuppofe  that 
we  are  fingled  out  for  a  State  of  Mifery  and  Servi¬ 
tude,  and  that  fo  many  Honourable  Perfonages  are 
Inftruments  of  it  ?  Far  be  the  Thoughts  from 
us  1  The  Genius  of  the  Britijlo  Nation ,  fo  remark¬ 
ably  zealous  for  Liberty  and  the  Rights  of  Man¬ 
kind,  _  will  never  l'uffer  Britijlo  Subjects,  who  have 
not  fled  their  Country  for  Crimes,  but  voluntari-? 
]y  profered  their  Service,  and  rifqued  their  ALL, 
upon  the  Confidence  of  the  Pub  lick  Faith,  and  the 
! Truftees  Honour,  to  accomplifh  a  Settlement  upon 
the  raoft  dangerous  Point  of  His  Majefty’s  Domi¬ 
nions  ;  I  fay,  it  will  never  allow  fuch  to  be  de¬ 
prived  of  publick  Promifes,  or  the  natural  Liber¬ 
ties  of  Britijh  Subjects.  As  we  are  on  a  Frontier , 
where  our  Lives  and  Fortunes  may  more  fre¬ 
quently  come  into  Difpute  than  other  Peopled, 
our  Privileges  and  Supports  fhould  be  propor- 
tionably  greater  ;  for  who  would  venture  his  .Life 
to  fecure  no  Property ,  or  fight  to  fecure  to  himfelf 
Poverty  and  Mifery  ;  and  no  doubt  our  cunning 
and  vigilant  Adverfaries,  the  French  and  Spani¬ 
ards,  would  know  how  to  make  their  ov?n  Advan¬ 
tage  :  The  King  has  been  very  gracious,  and  your 
Endeavours  generous  and  ufefu],  in  procuring  a 
Regiment  for  our  Protection  ;  but  let  me  add  a 
Truth  equally  certain,  that  only  the  Flourifhing 
of  the  Colony  can  fupport  that  Regiment  ;  and 
not  only  the  Support  of  the  Soldiers,  but  your  own 
Honour,  Glory,  and  Reputation  are  intermixed  with 
the  Fate  of  the  Colony ,  and  muft  Jiand  or  fall  with 
it .

4  tion,  fupported  more  with  faint  Hopes,  and  a 
?  tinual  Reliance  on  the  Honour  of  the  Nation  and 
4  Truftees,  than  Viffuals  ,  while  Want  and  meagre 
6  Famine  guard  the  Door  of  many,  and  render  them 

*  equally  incapable  to  ftay  or  go  :  The  Town,  lo 
6  beautifully  fituated,  to  the  Honour  of  the  Con~> 

4  triver,  bearing  the  moft  vifible  Signs  of  Decay 
4  and  Mortality ,  before  it  is  fully  born  ;  and  the 
4  once  cultivated  Plantations,  now  overgrown  with 
4  Weeds  and  Brufh,  are  fo  many  Hie  facets  of  fuch 
4  and  fuch  Perlons  and  Families  !  I  wifli  it  were 
4  poffible  to  draw  a  Veil  over  this  iragick  Scene  ! 

4  But,  Sir,  our  Cafe  is  more  dormant  than  a  thou - 
4  fand  Tongues,  and  will  reach  the  Ears,  and  pierce 
4  the  Hearts  of  every  TRUE  BRITON.  If 
4  fuch  the  Effedts  of  Delay ,  what  will  the  total  Dif~ 

4  folution  of  the  Colony  produce  ?  Such  a  Body  cf 
4  miferable  People,  Orphans,  and  Suppliants,  will 
4  be  heard  by  the  JuJlice  of  the  Nation  ;  and  if  it 
4  fhall  appear,  that  the  too  pofitively  adhering  to  an 
4  impracticable  Scheme,  and  the  refufing  thofe  ofa- 
4  vious  Means,  that  would  anfwer  the  propoled  End, 

4  or  with-holding  thofe  juft  Rights  which  we  are 
4  entitled  to,  have  been  the  Caufe,  we  fhould  have 
4  Right  to  recover  Damages  from  the  Authors  of 
4  our  Miferies.  In  all  Places,  where  Settlements 
4  were  attempted  by  the  Englijb ,  and  found  unten- 
t  able,  the  Settlers  were  taken  Home  upon  Fublick 

-  •  !  Charge, 
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Charge,  their  Loffes  recompenfed,  and  they  made 
otherwife-  ufeful  to  the  Community  *,  while  we 
are  neither  allowed  to  do  for  ourfelves  here,  or 
elfewhere.  As  to  the  fecond  Point,  how  the  N  A- 
T  I  O  N  would  be  afredted  by  it ;  it  is  firft  ob¬ 
vious,  That  all  the  noble  E,nds  and  Advantages 
■they  propofed  are  loft,  and  Sums  of  Money  ex¬ 
pended  to  no  Purpofe,  but  to  inform  the  French 
and  Spaniards  of  the  Importance  of  a  Pafs,  which 
they  would  not  fail  to  poflefs.  It  were  impoffi- 
ble  to  make  a  fecond  Settlement  upon  the  prefent 
Plan  •,  and  if  it  is  to  be  altered  in  the  Favours  of 
others,  why  not  of  us  who  have  rifqued  and  fpent 
our  All  in  the  Adventure  ?  How  the  TRUSTEES 
may  be  afFebted  by  it  in  all  Refpebts,  I  fhall  not 
fay  ;  a  P Parliamentary  Enquiry  into  their  Manage¬ 
ment,  I  no  ways  queftion  but  they  could  entirely 
fatisfy  ;  but  all  good  Men  will  regret,  that  fo 
Honourable  a  Body  fhouid  lofe  that  Glory  and 
Fame,  which  the  profperous  Succefs  of  the  Co¬ 
lony  would  have  crown’d  them  with.  I  have  for¬ 
merly  afferted,  that  only  the  flourifhing  State  of 
the  Colony  can  fupport  the  MILITARY  ; 
and  indeed,  without  a  Colony,  it  were  eafier  to 
maintain  a  Garrifon  in  Tangier  on  the  Coaft  of 
Africa ,  than  in  the  South  of  Georgia.  One  Re¬ 
giment  would  little  fuffice  to  withftand  the  Ene¬ 
my  *,  and  yet  fo  fmall  an  Handful  may  be  reduced 
to  Difcontent ,  Straits ,  and  Wants ,  notwithftanding 
all  the  Bounty  of  a  King,  or  Prudence  of  a  Gene¬ 
ral.  As  to  the  INDIANS;  What  could  we 
expebt  lefs  than  being  fcorned  and  defpifed  ?  That 
they  fhould  immediately  fall  in  with  the  tempting 
Proffers  of  the  French  and  Spaniards,  and  fo  Great 
Britain  cut  off  from  that  valuable  Branch  of  the 
Indian  Trade  ?  For  how  indeed  could  they  expect 
Execution  of  Treaties ,  or  Protection  from  People, 
who,  without  the  Force  of  any  Enemy,  could  not 
preferve  their  own  Schemes  of  Government  from 
falling  to  Pieces  ?  How  the  Tragedy  rouft  affcft

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This  Year  there  was  promifed  a  Bounty  of  Ttdfr 
Shillings  Sterling  on  every  Bufhel  of  Corn,  and  One 
Shilling  on  every  Bnfhel  of  Peafe  and  Potatoes,  raifed 
in  the  County  of  Savannah:  This  induced  form  few  to 
plant ;  but  they  were  miferably  deceived  *,  for  few  or 
hone  of  them  ever  received  their  full  Bounty,  and  no£ 
many  any  Part  thereof  (aitho5,  if  they  had  received  it 
twice  over,  it  could  not  have  anfwered  the  End :)  Peo¬ 
ple  being  thus,  by  a  .Chain  of  Difappcinttnents  and  Mi- 
fries,  moft  of  them  rendered  incapable  to  fubfift,  and, 
toward  the  End  of  this  Summer,  beginning  to  defpair 
of  Having  any  'favourable  Anfwer  to  their  Reprefehta- 
tion ,  or  Hopes  of  Redrefs,  left  the  Colony  fafter  than 
ever  *,  and,  When  the  Anfwer  (or  rather  Denial)  came

Thomas  Chrifiie ,  Firft,  John  Fallow)- 
field ,  Second,  and  Thomas  Jones ,  Third,  Bailiffs,  and 
Mr.  TAlliam  Williamjon ,  Recorder :  And,  as  if  the  In¬ 
habitants  had  not  been  fufficiently  punifhed  before,  by 
the  arbitrary  Government  of  Caufton,  the  Two  offices 
of  Store-keeper  and  Magistrate  were  again  joined  in 
One  Perfon,'  which  infallibly  renders  him  (whoever  he 
is)  abfolute  in  Savannah  *,  and  indeed,  if  the  Miferies 
&nd  Hardfhips  of  the  People  could  have  received  any 
Addition,  they  mult  have  done  fo  from  the  Perfon  ap¬ 
pointed  to  execute  thofe  Offices,  namely,  Mr.  Thomas 
Jones ,  Third  Bailiff,  as  before  mentioned,  who  fur- 
palled  Mr.  Caufton  in  every  Thing  that  was  bad)  with¬ 
out  having  any  one  of  his  good  Qualifications :  And^ 
that  he  might  the  more  eafily  govern  at  Pleaiure,  Mr. 
Oglethorpe  thought  proper  to  fuperfede  the  Com  millions 
of  MeiTrs.  Thomas  Chrifiie  and  JVilliam  VAlhamfon ,  and 
continued  Mr.  Henry  Parker  as  Firft  Magistrate,  be¬ 
ing  fure  he  was  a  Perfon  that  would  always  be  in  the 
Intereft  of  whoever  was  Store-keeper,  and,  having  no 
other  Magiftrate  to  cope  with,  but  Mr.  Fallowfield, 
they  were  certain  of  over-ruling  him,  tho5  his  Send-, 
ments  were  never  fo  juft  ;  and,  when  the  General  heard 
that  fome  People  juftly  complained,  that  the  Trufiees 
Co?nmiJftons  were  of  none  Effehl,  he  threatened  an  armed 
Force,  if  they  refufed  to  comply. 

TAilliam  Stephens ,  Efcp,  Meffrs.  Thomas  Chrifiie  and 
Thomas  Jones ,  were  likewife  appointed  to  infpedt  into 
Caufton' s  Accounts ;  but  Chrifiie  was  altogether  reject¬ 
ed  by  the  other  Two ;  nor  did  they  ever  do  any  Thing 
to  the  Purpofe:  Indeed  Jones  would  fometimes  hedtor 
and  domineer  over  Caufton ,  in  as  haughty  a  Manner  as 
ever  he  had  formerly  done  over  the  meaneft  Perfon  in 
Savannah . 

Altho’  the  Truftees  fay,  in  their  Anfwer  to  the

6  Refervations,  Conditions,  and  Provifoes  therein 
4  contained  :  And  whereas  it  hath  been  reprefented  to

We  believe  this  Paper  will  perplex  moft  People, 
who  have  not  thoroughly  ftudied  the  Law,  to  make 
Senle  of  it ;  and  as  there  were  no  Lawyers  in  Georgia , 
it  would  feem  as  if  it  had  been  fent  over  with  no  o- 
ther  End,  than  that  it  fhould  not  be  underftood  ; 
and  indeed  it  rather  tended  to  add  to  the  Confu- 
lions  in  the  Colony,  than  to  promote  the  Benefit  of 
it  :  We  can  only  a  fibre  the  Reader ,  that  it  had 
no  good  EfFedl  in  Georgia ,  and  that  it  was  kept 
up  there  as  much  as  pofiible  from  the  People,  on¬ 
ly  a  Additions  Abridgement  thereof,  with  the  fame 
Title  and  the  fame  Way  figned,  being  publickly  ex¬ 
hibited  in  Writings  but  this  was  a  needlefs  Cau¬ 
tion  *,  for  not  One  in  twenty  of  them  would  have 
underftood  any  one  Paragraph  of  it.  In  O5lobei\ 

1 739,  the  General  iflues  out  his  Proclamation  for 
-Granting  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprifals  •,  and  the 
inhabitants  being  called  together  in  the  Court- 
Houfe,  he  there  makes  them  a  very  elaborate 
Speech,  and,  amongft  other  Things,  tells  then?. 
That  he  was  defgrdd  againft  St.  Auguftine,  and  if 
be  did  not  take  it ,  he  would  leave  his  Bones  before 
the  Walls  thereof But  he  is  now  at  Frederica ,  and, 
as  we  have  too  much  Reafon  to  believe,  this  Cat¬ 
tle  is  ftil]  in  the  Hands  of  the  Spaniards .  A  little 
after  this  we  had  another  inftance  how  much  our 
Benefaftors  had  our  Intereft  and  Welfare  at  Heart ; 
for  at  this  Time  it  was  given  out,  That  all  the  Cat - 
tle>  that  were  unmarked ,  belonged  to  the  Truftees  as 
Lords  of  the  Manner  ;  and  Orders  were  given 
that  they  fhould  be  mark’d  accordingly  ;  but  Peo¬ 
ple  ftremioufly  infilling.  tp  the  Contrary,  the  De* 
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fign  was  dropp’d  for  that  Time.  On  the  4th  of  No* 
member  Mr.  Oglethorpe  departed  from  Savannah  % 
and  he  now  feems  to  have  intirely  forgot  it ;  and 
it  is  certain,  that  ever  fince  the  Affair  of  the  Repre¬ 
fen  tation,  according  to  his  own  Words,  the  very 
Name  of  the  Place  is  become  hateful  to  him ,  as  are 
all  thofe  who  he  thought  were  Ring-Leaders  in  that 
Affair  •,  feme  of  whom  he  endeavour’d  to  threat¬ 
en  and  bribe  to  a  Recantation,  but  to  little  Pur- 
pofe  ;  two  or  three  being  the  mo  ft  (to  the  belt 
of  our  Knowledge)  that  he  could  gain,  and  even 
thofe,  we  believe,  never  gave  any  Thing  under 
their  Hands.  One  flagrant  Inftance  of  the  indirect 
Practices  he  ufed  to  draw  People  into  his  Measures 
was  as  follows  :  *  In  Summer,  1739  (when  it 
was  thought  the  Reprefentation  would  have  fuc- 
ceeded)  Meffrs.  Grant ,  Douglafs,  Stirling ,  and  Bai¬ 
lie,  who  had  been  old  Settlers  in  the  Colony,  and 
who  had  in  a  Manner  ruin’d  themfelves,  as  others 
had  done,  either  by  Planting  or  Building,  wrote 
to  the  T ruftees  for  an  Bland,  and  at  the  fame 
Time  applied  to  Mr.  Oglethorpe  for  it  •,  he  appear-, 
ed  mighty  glad  at  their  Refolution,  and  told  them, 
'That,  if  they  would  agree  to  what  he  had  to  propofet 
the  Granting  of  an  IJland  Jhould  he  Nothing  in  re- 
fpedt  to  what  he  would  do  for  them  :  They  told  him,, 
That  they  would  do  any  Thing  , that  was  conjifient ; 
with  their  Knowledge  and  Conference  :  Then  they* 
were  difmiffed,  and  the  next  Day  they  were  to 
know  his  Mind  •,  that  being  come,  twp  of  his 
Emiflaries  were  fent  feparately  with  Propofals  * 
which  they  afterwards  wrote  in  order  to  be  fign- 
ed,  but  refufed  a  Copy  thereof  Thefe  Propo¬ 
fals  were  to  the  following  Effect,  viz.  To  acknow¬ 
ledge  they  were  in  the  Wrong  for  having  any 
Hand  in  the  Making  or  Signing  the  Reprefenta*. 
tion  ;  to  ask  the  General’s  Pardon  for  fo  doing  j 
and-  to  affert,  that  they  believed  the  Colony  mighp

*  There  are  particular  Affidavits  to  prove  thi?  whole  Affair. 
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fiourifn  according  to  the  then  prefent  Conftitution  i 
Thefe  Things  complied  with,  they  fhould  have  what 
Money  they  were  pleas’d  to  ask  for,  with  Horfes,  Cat¬ 
tle,  and  every  Thing  elfe  they  wanted,  together  with 
the  General’s  perpetual  Friendfhip  and  Affiftance  : 
If  not  complied  with,  they  might  expedl  Nothing  - 
but  his  higheft  Refentment.  They  anfwered,  That 
they  never  exp e hied,  nor  did  they  think  they  ever  asked 
for  any  Favours  from  the  General ,  and  as  for  his. 
Refentment ,  they  believed  they  had  already  felt  the 
Utmoft  of  it.  In  whatever  Shape  the  General  wrote 
Home  of  this  Affair,  is  not  known  •,  but  however, 
from  what  he  wrote,  the  Truftees  thought  fit,  at 
firft,  pofitively  to  deny  their  Requeft,  in  a  Letter 
which  came  to  their  Hands  in  July,  1740,  of  which 
this  is  an  exact  Copy.

•  As  to  the  Firft,  you  muft  have  feen  by  the  Truftees 
Anfwer  to  the  Reprefenlation  of  fame  of  the  People , 
that  they  cannot ,  and  will  not  break  into  the  Conftituti¬ 
on  of  the  Province ,  by  fuch  an  Introduction  of  Slavery 
in  Blacks  and  that  upon  the  moft  mature  Deliberation , 
end  for  the  JlrongeJl  Reafons  •,  which  indeed  are  obvious 
to  every  confidering  Man ,  and  which  they  are  confirmed 
in  by  the  Danger  which  has  lately  threatened  South-Ca-. 
rolina,  by  the  InfurreClion  of  the  Negroes ,  and  would 
he  more  imminent  in  Georgia,  it  being  a  Frontier.

ing  the  Receipt  of  ours  to  the  Truftees  for  efta- 
blifhing  the  Colony  of  Georgia ,  dated  the  26th 


‘  of  May ,  1739,  in  which  we  let  forth  the  Ex- 
‘  pence  we  had  been  at  in  profecuting  our  Settie- 
‘  ment  on  the  Ogeeche  River,  together  with  the 
‘  ImpofTibility  of  carrying  on  any  Settlement  with 
£  Succefs  in  this  Colony,  according  to  the  p refen t 
‘  Conftitution  *,  as  an  additional  Confirmation  of 
£  which,  we  then  prefented  your  Honours  with  an 
‘  Accompt  current,  carried  on  from  the  Commence- 

‘  ment 


a 
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merit  of  our  Settlement  on  the  Ogeeche ,  and  con¬ 
tinued  till  we  were  drove  thence  by  the  ftrong- 
eft  Appearances  of  Deftruftion,  arifing  from  the 
having  expended  our  ALL  in  the  ftrenuous  Fro- 
fecution  of  an  impracticable  Scheme  :  And  here 
we  m'uft  beg  Leave  to  obferve,  That  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  us,  you  have  neither  conftdered  our 
Letter  or  Accompt ;  otherwife  you  never  would 
have  advis’d  us  to  return  to  a  Place  on  which  we 
have  already  in  vain  confumed  fo  much  Time 
and  Money. 

*  We  have  feen  and  ferioufly  confidered  every 
Paragraph  of  a  printed  Paper,  entitled,  Lhe  An- 
fiver  of  the  Lruftees  for  efiablifhing  the  Colony  of 
Georgia  in  America,  to  the  Reprefentation  from 
the  Inhabitants  of  Savannah  ;  which,  in  our  hum¬ 
ble  Opinion.,  is  no  Anfwer  at  all  %  but  rather  an 
abfolute  Refufa]  of  Demands  to  which  we  are  le¬ 
gally  entitled,  under  the  fpecious  Pretences  of 
Guardianfhip  and  Fatherly  Care  ;  without  ha¬ 
ving  anfwer’d  one  Sentence,  or  confuted,  by 
Strength  of  Argument,  any  Part  of  our  Affertions. 

5  Becaufe  our  Neighbouring  Province  (of  which 

you  are  pleas’d  to  take  Notice)  has,  by  an  Intro- 
dudtion  of  too  great  Numbers,  abus’d  the  Ufe 
of  Negroes  ;  or,  becaufe  an  undoubted  Property 
in  our  Land  Poffeffions  might  prove,  detrimental 
or  hurtful  to  idle,  profligate,  or  abandon’d  People  \ 
it  does  not  at  all  follow,  that  we  fhould  be  de- 
barr’d  the  Ufe  of  Negroes  for  the  Field,  or  the 
more  laborious  Parts  of  Culture,  under  prudent 
Limitations  ;  or  that  fober  and  virtuous  Men 
fhould  be  depriv’d  of  juft  Titles  to  their  Pro¬ 
perties.  a 

6  We  are  furprized  that  your  Honours  menti¬ 
on  the  Reprefentations  of  the  People  of  the  Da¬ 
rien,  as  a  Confirmation  of  the  Unreafonablenefs 
of  our  Demands  :  For  did  your  Honours  know 
the  Motives  by  which  thefe  People  were  induced 
to  prefent  you  with  one  or  more  Petitions,  con- 

.  ‘  tradkftory 
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*  tradi&ory  to  our  Reprefentation,  the  Welfare  o'f 
‘  the  Colony,  and  their  own  Confciences  ;  we 1 
‘  are  perfuaded  you  never  would  have  offer’d  them 

*  as  Reafons  for  rejecting  the  Reprefentation  from 
‘  Savannah  :  They  were  bought  with  a  Number 

*  of  Cattle,  and  extenfive  Promifes  of  future  Re- 

*  wards  ;  a  little  prefent  Intereft  made  them  for- 
‘  get  or  negleft  their  Pcfterity  ;  whereas  the  Peo- 
4  pie  of  this  Place,  duly  fenfible  of  the  Miferiea 
‘  and  Calamities  they  have  buffered,  and  do  ft  ill 

*  labour  under,  freely  and  voluntarily  put  their 
‘  Hands  to  the  Reprefentation  of  this  Part  of  the 
‘  Province  :  No  artful  Means  were  ufed  to  induce 
‘  them  to  it ;  no  artful  Man  or  Men,  Negro  Mer- 
4  chants  n  or  others,  perfuaded  them  to  it:  Difmal 
4  Poverty  and  the  moft  ahfolute  Oppreffion  were 
‘  the  true  Fountains  from  whence  our  Complaints 
‘  proceeded.  But  how  miferably  were  thefe  incon- 
4  Jiderate  deluded  Wretches  rewarded  ?  They  were 
4  foon  after  carried  againft  St,  Augufiine ,  placed  on  a 

*  dangerous  Pod,  where  they  were  all  or  mofl  of  them 
‘  cut  off  or  taken  Prifoners  by  the  Enemy  ;  which 
‘  has  put  a  Period  to  the  Settlement  of  Darien t 
4  of  which  fo  many  great  Things  have  been  falfe » 

*  ly  reported. 

‘  With  Regard  to  our  Reprefentation ,  we  fhall 
‘  only  beg  Leave  to  make  one  Suppofition,  which 

*  it’s  almoft  impoffible  can  have  happen’d,  viz. 

‘  That  this  and  all  the  other  Reprefentations ,  Let- 
4  ters.  Suits ,  or  Petitions ,  made  to  the  Truftees  by 
‘  private  or  a  Joint  Number  of  Perfons,  have  been 
‘  entirely  falfe  and  groundlefs :  What  can  have  re- 
‘  duced  the  Colony  to  the  Situation  in  which  it 
‘  now  is  ?  What  can  have  reduc’d  its  Inhabitants 
‘  to  one  fixth  Part  of  the  Number  which  we  have 
‘  known  to  refide  here  ?  Or,  laftly ,  to  what  is  the 
‘  ftarving  and  defpi cable  Condition  of  the  Few, 

*  that  are  now  left,  owing  ?  Is  it  not,  as  well  a& 
‘  every  other  Matter  which  we  have  before  urg’d, 
‘  owing  to  and  occafipn’d  by  the  unanfwerable 

‘  Reafons 
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*  Reafbns  at  different  Times  given,  and  laid  before 

*  your  Honours,  by  hcneft  Men  (independent  of  you) 
4  who  were  and  are  the  chief  Sufferers  in  this  Colony;, 

*  and  who  could  not  be  bribed  to  conceal,  or  terrified 
4  from  declaring  their  Sentiments  ? 

4  Your  Honours  may  readily  and  fafely  join  Ifiiie 
4  with  us  in  our  Appeal  to  Pofterity,  who  were  their 
4  beft  *  Friends ,  for  it  is  certain  and  obvious,  that, 
4  if  theTruftees  are  refolved  to  adhere  to  their  firefeht 
4  Confiitution ,  .they  or  their  Sncceffors  are  in  no  great 
4  Danger  of  being  called  to  any  Account  by  our  Pof- 
4  terity  in  Georgia .  * 

4  We  have  likewife  feen  and  read  the  Alterations 
fe  Mr.  Martyn  mentions  to  have  been  made  by  your 
4  Honours,  with  Regard  to  .the  Fenure  of  Lands  ;  to- 
4  gether  with  a  fidiitious  Abridgment  of  the  fame  af- 
4  fixed  to  the  moft  publick  Places  at  Savannah . 

c  Mr.  Martyn ,  in  his  Letter,  is  plea  fed  to  tell  us, 
4  Float  your  Honours  imagine  we  are  fatisfied  therewith , 
4  as  the  reft  of  the  Colony  are !  Some  few,  perhaps, 
4  may  have  expreffed  themfelves  fatisfied  *,  but  we  will 
4  fay  no  worfe  of  inch  few,  than  that  your  Honours 
4  will  foon  be  fenfihle,  -  that  even  they  are:  Deceivers. 
4.  It  is  true,  fucli  Alterations ,  and  the  Paper,  untitled, 

*  An  Anftwer  to  our  Re preftent alien  above-mentioned, 
4  are  artfully  penned,  and  will,  doubtlefs,  for  a  Time, 
4  amufe  even  Men  of  the  beft  Senfe  in  Europe ,  or  elfe- 
4  where,  who  are  Strangers  to  the  Colony  of  Georgia  5 
4  but  any  Man  of  common  U uderftanding,  or.th'e 

*  leaf!;  Penetration,  who,  by  an  unfortunate  Experience, 
4  has  been  well  acquainted  with  that  Colony,  can  eafily 
‘  demonftrate,  that  thofe  very  Papers  are  further 
*.  Snares  to  increafe  our  Miferies  •,  as  it  is  impoffible  we 
4  can  be  enabled,  by  thefe  Alterations ,  to  fubfift  our- 
4  felves  and  Families  any  more  than  before,  far  Ids  to 
4  put  us  in  a  Capacity  of  recovering  our  already  funk 
4  Fortunes  and  Lofs  of  Time.  Some  Time  in  the 
4  Summer,  1739  (whilft  we  kill  expedited  agreeable 


*  Fide  ^nfwer  to  the  Reprefen  tat  ion. 
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*  Alterations  to  have  fucceeded  our  Rep  refutation)  we 

*  applied  more  than  once  to  General  Oglethorpe ,  as  on 

*  of  the  Truifees,  for  the  fame  Tradt  of  Land  which 
4  we  have  fince  been  refufed  by  your  Honours :  flut 

*  our  Petitions  and  Applications  were  rejected  *,  and 
4  for  what  Reafon  ?  Becaufe  indeed  we  refufed  to  con - 

*  tradiCl  what  we  had  before  fet  forth  in  Our  Reprefen- 
4  tation ,  and  fo  become  Villains,  as  (we  have  too  much 
4  Reafon  to  believe)  fome  others  on  the  fame  Qccafion 
4  were  :  We  would  not  accept  of  Settlements ,  Sums  of 
4  Money ,  Horfes,  Cattle ,  and  other  valuable  Confidera - 
4  /z'wzj  at  the  Expence  of  Betraying  our  Country ,  and 
4  Contradicting  our  Conferences ,  by  figning  a  Paper, 
4  which  was  prepared  and  offered  to  us,  purporting  a 
4  Repentance  of  the  Meafures  we  had  taken  for  our 
4  own  and  the  Relief  of  other  diftrefled  Britifh  Sub- 
4  jedts }  and,  confequently,  an  Approbation  of  a  Scheme 
4  which,  by  all  Appearance,  leems  to  have  been  cal* 

*  culated  and  prepared  to  form  a  Colony  of  Vaffals, 
4  whofe  Properties  and  Liberties  were,  at  all  Limes ,  to 
4  have  been  difpofed  of  at  the  Difcretion  or  Option  of 

*  their  Superiors. 

■  4  Such  and  many  other  Methods  of  Corruption  have 

*  been  too  often  pradiiled  in  this  Colony  ;  but  we  refu- 
4  led  and  fcorned  fuch  Actions,  from  Principles  of 
4  which  every  honeft  Man  ought  to  be  poflefled. 

5  We  are  not  furprized  to  find.  That  we  have  ih 

*  vain  applied  to  your  Honours,  in  feveral  Affairs, 

*  when  we  fee  you  have  been  hitherto  prepoffefled,  by 
4  a  Gentleman  of  fuperidr  Intereft,  with  Informations 
4  and  Affertions  full  of  Refntment ,  and  which,  we  well 
4  know,  cannot  ftand  the  Teft  of  art  impartial  Exami - . 
‘  nation  ;  but  we  are  amazed,  and  fbrry  to  find.  That 
4  he  has  had,  for  fo  many  Years  together,  the  Interelt 
4  of  Nominating  Thofe, who  have  been  appointed,  fronl 
4  Time  to  Time,  for  the  Aclminijlration  ofjuftice ,  and 
4  making  an  impartial  Enquiry  into,  and  informing 
4  your  Honours  of  the  real  Situation  of  the  Colony  of 
4  Georgia ;  we  fay,  fuch,  who  have  been  implicitely 

*  obedient  in  carrying  on  his  arbitrary  Schemes  of  Go- 

P  4  vernnient. 
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vernmenf,  and  cpprefling  the  Inhabitants,  as  well  as 
conniving  at  the  Deceiving  your  Honours  and  the. 
Nation  ! 

4  Gentlemen ,  As  we  have  no  Favours  to  afk,  or 
Refentments  to  fear,  we  may  with  the  greater 
Freedom  obferve,  that  we  are  in  full  Hopes,  that 
all  we  can  juftly  afk,  will  be  granted  us  by  a  Britijh 
Parliament ,  who,  we  doubt  not,  will  foon  make  an 
Enquiry  into  the  Grievances  of  opprejfed  Subjedls% 
which  have  formerly  inhabited,  or  do  no w  inhabit 
the  Colony  of  Georgia  5  That  Colony  which  has 
coil  fo  great  an  Expence  to  the  Nation,  and  from 
which  fo  great  Benefits  were  promis’d  and  ex- 


We  are  fenfible  of  the  Freedoms  which  have  been 
ufed  with  our  refpective  Characters,  in  the  Mifre- 
prefentations  fent  your  Honours  by  partial  Men  * 
Nor  are  we  lefs  fenfible,  that  the  Majority  of  the 
T ruftees  have  been  kept  in  the  Dark,  with  regard 
to  our  juft  Complaints  and  Reprefentations  ;  or  that 
fuch  Complaints  have  been  communicated  to  them 
in  Lights  diftant  from  "Truth  ■,  infomuch  that,  we 
have  Reafon  to  believe,  two  Thirds  of  the  Honoura¬ 
ble  Board  are  either  mifinformed  of,  or  are  entire 
Strangers  to  the  barbarous  and  deftru&ive  Schemes 
carried  on  in  this  miferable  Colony, 

‘  We  hope  it  will  e’er  long  appear  to  your  Ho¬ 
nours  and  the  World  (whatever  has  been  advanced 
to  the  contrary)  That  we  are  honeft  Men,  free  from 
any  bafe  Defign,  free  from  any  mutinous  Spirit  % 
who  have  only  flood  firm  for  the  Recovery  of  our 
loft  Privileges ,  which  have  been  fecretly,  and  under 
the  moil  fpecious  Pretences,  withdrawn  from  us 
by  fome  defigning  and  felf-interefted  Men. 

4  We  fhould  be  forry  to  write  difrefpedtfully  of  any 
one  of  the  Truftees  but  when  diftfejfted  and  oppref- 
fed  People  arrive  at  the  laid  Extremities,  it  mult 
be  fuppofed,  they  will  neither  be  afhamed  to  pub- 
liJh  their  Misfortunes,  ox  afraid  of  imputing  their 
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?  Calamities  to  the  Fountain  from  whence  they 
4  fpring. 

‘  Far  be  it  from  us  in  any  Shape  to  refleft  in  ge- 
c  neral  on  the  Honourable  Board,  who  we  (fill  be- 
4  lieve  are  Gentlemen  of  Honour  and  Reputation ,  who 
4  would  not  be  acceflary  to  any  fmifter  or  bafe  De- 
4  figns  ;  but  we  can’t  help  thinking,  that  they  are 
4  deluded,  and  brought  to  purfue  Meafures  incon- 
4  fiftent  with  the  Welfare  and  Profperity  of  the  Co- 
4  lony,  by  fame  who  of  the  whole  Corporation  are  on- 
4  ly  acquainted  with  the  particular  Situation  of  it  j 
4  and  who  mu  ft  therefore,  wilfully  and  from  Defign, 
4  form  and  prepare  deftrudlive  Schemes  for  the  pe- 
4  rifhing  Inhabitants  of  Georgia  ;  and,  by  unfair  Re- 
4  prefentations  of  Perfons  and  Things,  draw  the  Ap~ 
4  probation  of  the  greater  Part,  of  the  Honourable 
4  Board,  to  fuch  Meafures  for  the  Oppreffion  of  His 
4  Majefty’s  Sub; efts,  which  they  would,  if  they  were 
4  impartially  inform’d,  fcom  to  think  of,  far  lefs 
4  agree  to.  -  . 

4  General  Oglethorpe ,  with  all  his  Forces,  has  been 
4  obliged  to  raife  the  Siege  of  St.  Augufiine ,  and  we 
4  have  Reafon  to  believe  the  impending  Ruin  of  this 
4  Colony  will  be  thereby  determined  ;  for  the  Spani - 
4  ards  are  reinforced;  the  General’s  Army  harrafs’d 
4  and  weaken’d,  and  the  Indians  provoked  and  dif- 
4  contented  ;  fo  that  every  Thing  looks  with  the  mofb 
4  difmal  Afpeft,  But  as  his  Conduit  in ,  and  the  Con- 
4  fequences  of  tnefe  Affairs,  will  be  foon  publifhed  to 
4  the  World  ;  and  as  we  doubt  not  we  have  already 
4  incurred  your  Honours  Difpleafure,  by  reciting 
4  thus  freely  the  many  Hardfhips  which  we  have  here 
4  and  formerly  afferted  to  have  been  the  Caufes  of 
4  our  Ruin  ;  We  fhall  now  forbear,  and  conclude  by 
4  adding,  That  the  Extremity  of  our  Misfortunes  has 
4  at  laft  rendered  us  utterly  incapable  of  (laying  any- 
4  longer  And  tho’  all  the  Money  we  have  expended, 

4  on  Improvements  in  the  Colony,  is  now  of  no  Ad- 
4  vantage  to  us  here,  nor  can  be  elfewhere  ;  yet  poor 

'  '  P  a-  ‘  'r  4  as 
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*  as  we  are,  we  (hall  think  ourfelves  happy  when  w$ 
4  are  gone  from  a  Place  where  Nothing  but  Poverty 
6  and  Qppreffion  hub  lifts  :  Therefore  we  hope,  if  ever 
'  this  or  any  other  Paper  or  Letter  of  ours  fhall  ap- 

*  pear  in  Publick  ;  your  Honours  will  impute  fuch 
4  Publication  to  have  proceeded  from  no  other  Mo- 
4  tives,  befides  a  thorough  Knowledge  of  our  Duty 
4  to  ourfelves,  our  Fellow  Subjects  and  Sufferers, 
4  and  to  prevent  others  for  the  Future  from  being 
4-  deluded  in  the  fame  Manner  as  we  have  been,  who 
4  are,  with  the  greateft  Refpedt,

About  the  latter  End  of  May ,  1740,  Mr.  Ogle¬ 
thorpe  fetout  with  his  Regiment  for  Florida ,  andfoon 
after  the  Carolina  Forces  (confifting  of  about  Six 
Hundred  Men)  joined  him,  with  about  Three  hundred 
Indians ,  and  Sixty  High-Landers  Voluntiers  from  Da¬ 
rien,  who  were  buoy’d  up  by  the  General  with  the 
mighty  Hopes  of  Reward  ;  befides  feveral  Stragglers 
and  Boat-men  from  other  Parts  of  the  Province,  and 
el  few  he  re  fo  that,  exclufive  of  Seven  Men  of  War, 
there  might  be  about  Fifteen  Hundred  effective  Men 
afiifting  at  the  Siege  (as  it  was  called)  of  the  Caftle  of 
St.  Auguftine  :  But  we  fhall  take  no  further  Notice  of 
this  Affair,  than  as  it  has  affedted  or  may  ftill  affedt 
the  Colony  of  Georgia  :  The  Place  being  alarmed, 
the  High-Landers ,  with  fome  others,  making  in  all 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-one  Men,  were  pofted  at  Mu- 
fa  (this  was  a  fmall  Fort  about  a  Mile  diftant  from 
the  Caftle,  which  had  been  abandoned  by  the  Spani¬ 
ards,  at  the  General’s  firft  Approach)  where  they  were 
fpon  after  attacked  by  a  fuperior  Force  of  the  Enemy, 

and 
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and  a  miferable  Slaughter  enfued,  fcarcely  one  Third 
of  the  Number  efcaping,  the  others  being  either 
killed  or  taken  Prifoners.  Thus  thefe  poor  People, 
who,  at  the  Expence  of  their  Confciences,  fign’d  a 
lleprefentation  contrary  to  their  own  Intereft  and 
Experience,  and  gave  themfelves  entirely  up  to  the 
General’s  Service,  by  their  Deaths,  at  once  freed  his 
Excellency  from  his  Debts  and  Promifes,  and  put  an 
End  to  the  Settlement  of  Darien  ;  for  there  are  now 
in  that  Place  not  one  quarter  Part  of  the  Number  who 
fettled  there  at  firft,  and  that  is  made  up  chiefly  of 
Women  and  Children  ;  and  a  Scout-boat  is  ftationed 
before  the  Town  to  prevent  any  of  them  from  going 
off.  • 

This  Siege  was  raifed  about  the  Beginning  of  Ju¬ 
ly  ;  the  General  with  the  Remainder  of  his  Regiment 
returned  to  Frederica  ;  the  Carolina  Forces  were 
Flipped  off  for  that  Province  •,  the  few  Georgians  that 
were  left  repaired,  as  foon  as  they  were  allowed,  to 
their  feveral  Homes  in  a  miferable  Condition  ;  and 
the  Indians  marched  towards  their  refpedlive  Coun¬ 
tries,  very  much  weakened  and  difcontented  ;  the 
Cherokees  returned  (as  they  came)  by  Savannah ,  and  of 
One  Hundred  and  Fen  healthy  Men,  only  about  Fwenty 
got  to  their  Nation, 
heft,  or  were  flain  : 
in  Florida. 


the  reit  either  perifhed  by  Sick- 
Arid  thus  ended  the  Campaign 


During  thefe  Tran  factions,  Savannah  decay’d  apace, 
and,  in  Auguft  and  September  the  fame  Year,  People 
went  away  by  Twenties  in  a  Veffel,  infomuch,  that 
one  would  have  thought  the  Place  would  have  been 
intirely  forfaken  ;  for,  in  thefe  two  Months,  about 
One  Hundred  Souls  out  of  the  County  of  Savannah  left 
the  Colony  ;  many  others  have  fince  left  it,  and,  we 
believe,  more  will  leave  it  very  foon. 

The  Boats  with  their  Hands,  which  the  General 
employ’d  at  that  unfortunate  Expedition,  he  neithef 
will  pay,  fubfift,  or  let  depart  from  that  Place;- 
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.  however,  they. are  ftealing  away  by  De- 

XjBober,  grees  *  :  And  at  this  Time,  of  about  Five 
1 74Q.  Thoufand  Souls  that  had,  at  various  Em¬ 
barkations,  arrived  in  the  Colony  of  Georgia 
(excluave  of  the  Regiment)  fcarce  as  many  Hundreds 
remain  •,  and  thefe  confift  of  the  Saltzburghers  at  Ebe- 
pezsr,  who  are  yearly  fupported  from  Germany  and 
England  ;  the  People  of  Frederica ,  who .  are  fupport¬ 
ed  by  Means  of  the  Regiment  ;  the  poor  Remainder 
of  the  Darien  ;  a  few  Orphans,  and  others  under  that 
Denomination,  fupported  by  Mr.  Whitefield  *,  toge¬ 
ther  with  forne  Dutch  Servants  maintained  for  doing 
Nothing  by  the  Truftees,  with  Thirty  or  Forty  necef- 
fary  Tools  to  keep  the  others  in  Subjection  :  And 
Thofe  make  up  the  poor  Remains  of  the  miferable 
Colony  of  GEORGIA !  +  : 

Having  now  brought  down  this  Work  to  the 


Month  of  October ,  1740,  being  about  the  Time 
mcfc  of  the  Authors  of  this  NARRATIVE 
were  obliged  to  leave  that  fatal  Colony  ;  we  (hall 
conclude  the  Whole  with  a  Geographical  and  Hif- 
torical  Account  of  its  prefent  State. 


GEORG  I A  lies  in  the  30  and  31  Degrees  of 
North  Latitude  :  The  Air  generally  clear, 
the  Rains  being  much  fhorter  as  well .  as  heavier 
than  in  England  •,  the  Dews  are  very  great  •,  Thun¬ 
der  and  Lightning  are  expected  almoft  every  Day  in 
May,  June,  July,  and  Auguft they  are  very  terri¬ 
ble,  efpecially  to  a  Stranger  :  During  thofe  Months, 
from  Ten  in  the  Morning  to  Four  in  the  After¬ 
noon,  the  Sun  is  extreamly  fcorching  *,  but  the  Sea¬ 
breeze  fometimes  blows  from  Ten  till  Three  or  Four  : 
The  Winter  is  nearly  of  the  fame  Length  as  in

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yen  when  the  Morning  and  Evenings  are  very  sharp, 
and  the  Nights  piercing  Cold. 

The  Land  is  of  Four  Sorts  Pine  Barren,  Oak 
Land,  Swamp,  and  Marfto.  The  Pine  Land  is  of 
far  the  greateft  Extent,  efpecially  near  the  Sea- 
Coafts :  The  Soil  of  this  is  a  dry  whitifh  Sand,  pro¬ 
ducing  Shrubs  of  feveral  Sorts,  and  between  them 
a  harlh  coarfe  Kind  of  Grafs,  which  Cattle  do  not 
love  to  feed  upon  ;  but  here  and  there  is  a  little 
of  a  better  Kind,  efpecially  in  the  Savannas,  (fo 
they  call  the  low  watery  Meadows  which  are  ufually 
intermixed  with  Pine  Lands  :)  It  bears  naturally  two 
Sorts  of  Fruit  ;  Hurtle-Berries  much  like  thofe  in  Eng¬ 
land,  and  Chinquapin-Nuts,  a  dry  Nut  about  the  Size 
of  a  fmall  Acorn  :  A  laborious  Man  may  in  one  Year 
clear  and  plant  four  or  five  Acres  of  this  Land  ;  it 
will  produce,  the  firfi  Year,  from  two  to  four  Bu» 
fhels  of  Indian  Corn ,  and  from  four  to  eight  of  In¬ 
dian  Peafe,  per  Acre  ;  the  fecond  Year  it  ufually 
bears  much  about  the  fame  the  third,  lefs  ;  the 
fourth,  little  or  nothing  :  Peaches  it  bears  well  % 
likewife  the  White-Mulberry,  which  ferves  to  feed 
the  Silk-Worms  ;  the  Black  is  about  the  Size  of  a 
Black  Cherry,'  and  has  much  the  fame  Flavour. 

The  Oak  Land  commonly  lies  in  narrow  Streaks 
betwen  Pine  Land  and  Swamps,  Creeks  or  Rivers  ; 
The  Soil  is  a  blackifh  Sand,  producing  feveral  Kinds 
of  Oak,  Bay,  Laurel,  Aft),  W allnut.  Sumach  and 
Gum  Trees,  a  Sort  of  Sycamore,  Dog  Trees  and  Hie* 
kory :  In  the  choiceft  Part  of  this  Land  grow  Par* 
fimon  Trees,  and  a  few  Black  Mulberry  and  Amen* 
can  Cherry  T rees  :  The  common  wild  Grapes  are  of 
two  Sorts,  both  red  ;  the  Fox  Grape  grows  two  or 
three  only  on  a  Stalk,  is  thick-skin’d,  large  fton’d, 
of  a  harfh  Tafte,  and  of  the  Size  of  a  fmall  Cherry  ; 
the  Clufter  Grape  is  of  a  harfh  Tafte  too,  and  about 
the  Size  of  a  white  Curran.  This  Land  requires 
much  Labour  to  clear ;  but,  when  it  is  cleared,  it 
will  bear  any  Grain,  for  three ,  four,  or  five  Years.

fometimes  without  laying  any  Manure  upon  it  f 
An  Acre  of  it  generally  produces  Ten  Bufhels  of 
Indian  Corn ,  befides  five  of  Peafie ,  in  a  Year;  fo 
that  this  isjuftly  efteem’d  the  moft  valuable  Land 
in  the  Province,  white  People  being  incapable  to 
clear  and  cultivate  the  Swamps. 

A  Swamp  is  any  low  watery  Place,  which  is  co¬ 
vered  with  Trees  or  Canes  :  They  are  here  of 
three  Sorts,  Cyprefs ,  River ,  and  Cane  Swamps  ;  Cy~ 
prefis  Swamps  are  moftly  large  Ponds,  in  and  round 
which  Cyprefles  grow :  Moll  River  Swamps  are 
overflown  on  every  Side  by  the  River  which  runs 
through  or  near  them  ;  if  they  were  drain’d,  they 
would  produce  good  Rice  ;  as  would  the  Cane 
Swamps  alfo,  which  in  the  mean  Time  are  the 
belt  Feeding  for  all  Sorts  of  Cattle. 

The  Marjhes  are  of  two  Sorts ;  fiofit  wet  Marfih, 
which  is  all  a  Quagmire,  and  abfolutely  good  for 
Nothing,  and  hard  Marjh ,  which  is  a  firm  Sand  ; 
but  however  at  fomie  Seafons  is  good  for  feeding 
Cattle  :  Marfhes  of  both  Sorts  abound  on  the  Sea- 
Iflands,  which  are  very  numerous,  and  contain  all 
Sorts  of  Land  ;  and  upon  thefe  chiefly,  near 
Creeks  and  Runs  of  Water,  Cedar  Trees  grow. 

We  fhall  only  add  to  the  above,  That  confi- 
dering  no  Land  can  be  fowed  (or  at  leaft  what  is 
fowed  preferved)  till  the  fame  is  inclofed,  that  five 
Acres  is  the  utmoft  a  very  able  and  laborious  Man  can 
propofe  to  manage  ;  this  being  the  Quantity  allot- 
'  ted  for  the  Task  of  a  Negro  in  the  Neighbouring 
Province,  which  Negro  works  four  Hours  each  Day 
more  than  a  white  Man  can  do. 

It  mult  next  be  noticed,  that  with  regard  to 
the  above  Returns  (fuppole  a  profperous  Seafon 
without  Difappointments  ;  which  is  not  the  Cafe  in 
•  fuch  fmall  Improvements  as  can  be  expended  in  an 
infant  Colony  one  Year  in  five)  either  Drought 
burns  or  Rain  drowns  the  Corn,  and  makes  the 
Peafe  fall  put  of  the  Pod ;  Deer  (which  no  Fences 
’  ’  ’  can 
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can  exclude)  devour  thole  little  Settlements  in  a 
Might  ;  Rats  and  Squirrels  do  the  lame  ;  Birds 
eat  the  Seed  out  of  the  Ground,  and  dig  up  the 
Blade  after  it  is  fpired  ;  and  variety  of  Worms 
and  In  lefts  devour  the  one  Half  of  it  :  But  let  us 
fuppofe  none  of  thofe  Evils  happened,  let  us  view 
the  Amount  of  the  Produce  valued  at  the  highefb 
Rate.

Befi  Oak  Land ,  five  Acres ,  at  15  Bufhels  of 
Corn  and  Peafe  per  Acre,  is  75  Bufliels  at  ditto. 
Price,  is  4/.  135.  gd.  Sterling. 

Let  us  next  confider  the  Maintenance  of  every 
Angle  white  Servant  per  Annum ,  at  the  lowed  Rate, 
and  then  the  Reader  will  be  able  to  judge,  whe¬ 
ther  white  People  can  get  their  Livelihood  by  plant¬ 
ing  Land  in  this  Climate  without  Negroes  ?  And 
the  Allowance  to  the  Truftees  Dutch  Servants 
being  the  Lead  at  which  any  white  Servant  could 
be  maintained  in  Georgia ,  we  fhall  therefore  take 
our  Edimation  from  it,  which  is  Eight  Pence  Ster - 
ling  per  Day,  or  12 1.  3 1.  4  d.  Sterl.  per  Annum  ; 
fo  that,  at  a  Medium,  the  Expence  is  three  Times 
greater  than  the  Produce,  befides  Tools,  Medicines, 
and  other  Neceffaries. 

We  mud  likewife  cbferve,  that  the  Proportion 
of  Pine  Barren  to  either  good  Swamp  or  Oak  and 
Hickory  Land,  is  at  lead  fix  to  one  \  that  the  far 
greater  Number  of  the  frnall  Lots  have  none  or 
very  little  Oak  Land  ;  and  if  they  had  Swamp  that 
would  bear  Rice,  white  People  are  unable  to  clear 
them  if  they  are  covered  with.  Trees*  and  thoa 

q,  only 
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only  with  Canes,  which  is  the  eafieft  to  cultivate  ; 
it  were  limply  impoffible  to  manufacture  the  Rice 
by  white  Men  ;  the  Exercife  being  fo  fevere,  that 
no  Negro  can  be  employed  in  any  other  Work  or 
Labour  comparable  to  it,  and  many  Hundreds  of 
them  (notwithftanding  all  the  Care  of  their  Mat¬ 
ters)  yearly  lofe  their  Lives  by  that  neceffary  Work. 

SAVANNAH  Hands  on  a  flat  Bluff  (fo  they 
term  a  high  Land  hanging  over  a  Creek  or  River) 
which  rifes  about  Forty  Feet  perpendicular  from  the 
River,  and  commands  it  feveral  Miles  both  upwards 
and  downwards,  and  if  it  was  not  for  a  Point  of 
Woods  which,  for  about  four  Miles  down  the  River, 
ftretches  itfelf  out  towards  the  South  Eaft,  one 
might  have  a  View  of  the  Sea,  and  the  Bland  of 
Sfjbee  :  The  Soil  is  a  white  Sand  for  above  a  Mile 
in  Breadth  South-Eaft  and  North- Weft  ;  beyond 
this,  Eaft  ward,  is  a  River  Swamp  ;  Weftward,  a 
fm&H  Body  of  Wood-land  (in  which  was  the  old 
Indian  Town)  feparated  by  a  Creek  from  a  large 
TraCt  of  Land,  which  runs  upwards  along  the  Side 
pf  the  River,  for  the  Space  of  about  five  Miles'; 
and  being,  by  far,  the  belt  near  the  Town,  is  re- 
ferved  for  the  Indians ,  as  General  Oglethorpe  de¬ 
clares,  as  are  alfo  feme  of  the  Iflands  in  the  River 
Savannah ,  and  the  three  moft  valuable  Iflands  upon 
all  the  Coaft  of  that  Province,  viz.  OJfiba ,  St.  Ka¬ 
therine,  and  Saptda.  South-Weft  of  the  Town  is  a 
Pine  Barren,  that  extends  about  fourteen  Miles  to 
J/ernon  River. 

On  the  Eaft  Side  of  the  Town  is  fituated  the 
Publick  Garden  (  being  ten  Acres  ioclofed )  on  a 
barren  Piece  of  Land,  where  it  is  hardly  poffibie 
for  what  is  planted  to  live,  but  impoffible  to  thrive  ; 
and  from  this  Garden  were  all  the  Planters  to  have 
been  furnifhed  with  Mulberry-Trees ,  &c. 

The  Plan  of  the  Town  was  beautifully  laid  out 
in  Wards,  Tythings,  and  Publick  Squares  left  at 
proper  Diftanccs  for  Markets  and  Publick  Build¬ 
ings  i  the  Whole  making  an  agreeable  Uniformity. 

!  *  ’  T  he 
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The  Publick  Works  in  this  Town  are.,  i /?,  A 
Court-Houfe ,  being  one  handfome  Room,  with  a 
Piache  on  three  Sides  :  This  likewife  ieives  for  a 
Church  for  Divine  Service,  none  having  been  ever 
built,  notwithftanding  the  TruHees,  in  their  Pub- 
lick  Acts,  acknowledge  the  Receipt  of  about  Seven 
Hundred  Pounds  Sterlings  from  charitable  Perfons  for 
that  exprefs  Purpofe. 

.  2 dly^  Oppofite  to  the  Gbu  ft -Houfe  Hands  the  Log~ 
Houfe  or  Prifon  (which  is  the  only  one  remaining  of 
five  or  fix  that  have  been  fucceffively  built  in  Savan¬ 
nah)  that  Place  of  Terror^  and  Support  of  abfolutb 
Power  in  Georgia .  ,  > 

Nigh  thereto  is  a  Houfe  built  of  Logs ;  at 
a  very  great  Charge,  as  was  faid,  for  the  TruHees 
Steward  ;  the  Foundation  below  Ground  is  already 
rotten,  *  as  the  whole  Fabrick  muft  be  in  a  fhorfc 
Time  %  for,  the  Roof  being  flat,  the  Rain  comes  in 
at  all  Parts  of  it. 

4  thlfi,  The  Store -Houfe ,  which  has  been  many 
Times  altered  and  amended  at  a  very  great  Charge  ; 
and  it  now  ferves  as  a  Store  for  the  private  Benefit 
of  one  or  two-,  as  before  mentioned. 

§thly*>  The  Gnard-Houfe ,  which  was  firft  built  on 
the  Bluff,  foon  decayed  ;  as  did  a  fecond  through  im¬ 
proper  Management  5  this,  now  Handing,  being 
the  5 third.  Several  Flagg-Siaffs  were  likewife  eredt- 
ed,  the  laH  of  which,  according  to  common  Re¬ 
port,  coH  Fifty  Pound  Sterling . 

6thly,  A  Publick  Mill  for  grinding  Corn,  was  firft 
eredted  at  a  confiderable  Expence,  in  one  Square  of 
the  Town  $  but  in  about  three  Years  Time  (with¬ 
out  doing  the  leafl  Service)  it  fell  to  the  Ground  i 
In  another  Square  of  the  Town,  a  fecond  was  fet  up^ 
at  a  far  greater  Expence,  but  never  finifhed  ;  and 
is  now  erafed,  and  converted  into  a  Houfe  for  enter¬ 
taining  the  Indians ,  and  other  fuch  like  Ufes.

Charge 
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Change  ;  but  they  were  immediately  choaked  up’, 
and  never  rendered  ufeful,  though  this  Grievance 
was  frequently  reprefen  ted  both  to  the  General  and 
Magiftrates  ;■  the  Want  of  Wells  obliging  the  In¬ 
habitants  to  ufe  the  River  Water,  which  all  the 
Summer  over  is  polluted  with  putrid  Marfhes,  and 
the  numberlefs  In  feds  that  oepofit  their  Ova  there, 
together  with  putrefied  Carcaffes  of  Animals  and 
corrupted  Vegetables  •,  and  this,  no  doubt*  occa¬ 
sioned  much  of  the  Sicknefs  that  fwept  off  many. 

Several  of  the  Houfes  which  were  built  by  Free¬ 
holders,  for  Want  of  Heirs  Male,  are  fallen  to  the 
Truftees  (even  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  lawful  Cre¬ 
ditors  of  the  E>eceafed)  and  are  difpofed  of  as  the 
General  thinks  proper. 

At  lead  Two  Hundred  Lots  were  taken  up  ire 
Savannah,  about  One  Hundred  and  Seventy  of  which 
were  built  *  upon  ;  a  great  many  of  thefe  are  now 
ruinous,  and  many  more  fhut  up  and  abandoned  y 
ib  that  the  Town  appears  very  defolate,  fcarce  one 
quarter  Part  of  its  Inhabitants  being  left,  and  moft 
of  thole  in  a  milerable  Condition,  for  Want  of  the 
proper  Necefiaries  of  Life. 

St.  SIMONS  IJland ,  having  on  the  Eaft  the 
Gulf  of  Florida,  on  the  other  Sides  Branches  of  the 
Alatamaha,  is  about  One  Hundred  Miles  South  of 
Savannah ,  and  extends  in  Length  about  Twenty ,  in 
Breadth  from  Two  to  Five  Miles  :  On  the  Weft  Side 
of  it,  on  a  low  Bluff,  Hands  FREDERIC  A^ 
having  Woods  to  the  North  and  South,  to  the  Eaft 
partly  Woods,  partly  Savannas,  and  partly  Marlh. 

The  Soil  is  moftiy  blackifh  Sand  ;  the  Fortificati¬ 
ons  are  augmented  fince  the  Retreat  from  Augufi- 
ine,  and  here  lie  moft  of  the  Remains  of  General 
Oglethorpe’s  Regiment  :  Frederica  was  laid  out  in 
Form  of  a  Crefcent,  divided  into  One  Hundred  and 
Forty  Four  Lots,  whereof  about  Fifty  were  built 
upon  ;  the  Number  of  the  Inhabitants,  notwithftand- 


*  Several  of  thefe  had  more  than  one  Houfe  upon  them. 
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Ing  of  the  Circulation  of  the  Rigiment’s  Moneys 
are  not  above  One  Hundred  and  Twenty,  Men,  Wo¬ 
men,  and  Children,  and  thefe  are  daily  Healing  a- 
way  by  all  poffible  Ways.  On  the  Sea  Point,  about 
five  Miles  South  Eaft  of  the  Town,  were  three 
Companies  of  the  Soldiers  Rationed  before  the  At¬ 
tempt  upon  St.  Auguftine  5  feveral  pretty  Houfes 
were  built  by  the  Officers,  and  many  Lots  fet  off  to 
the  Soldiers,  and  entered  upon  by  them  ;  mod,  if 
not  all,  now  defolate.  Several  of  the  Officers  of  the 
Regiment  brought  over  Servants  to  cultivate  Land; 
Col.  Cochran ,  twenty  Servants  ;  Lieut.  Horton ,  ac 
Jekyl,  fix  teen  Servants  •,  Capt.  Gafcoign ,  at  leaft  as 
many  ;  all  gone  ;  and,  according  to  the  beft  of  our 
Information,  about  Two  Hundred  of  the  Regiment 
are  diminished. 

About  Twenty  Miles  North- Weft  from'  St.  Simons , 
is  DARIEN,  the  Settlement  of  t he  Scots  High- 
'Landers  ;  the  Town  is  fituate  on  the  Main  Land* 
clofe  to  a  Branch  of  the  Alatamaha  River,  on  a 
Bluff  Twenty  Feet  high  •,  the  Town  is  furrounded  on 
all  Sides  with  Woods  ;  the  Soil  is  a  blackifh  Sand  i 
Here  were  upwards  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Per- 
fons  fettled,  who  in  Spring,  1736,  built  a  large  Fort 
for  their  own  Protection  ;  and  the  poor  Remains  of 
thefe  are  now  no  more  than  Fifty  Three  (above  two 
Thirds  of  which  are  Women  and  Children)  befides 
eleven  of  the  Truftees  Servants  inlifted  as  Soldiers, 
and  Rationed  there  under  the  Command  of  an  Of¬ 
ficer,  in  order  to  keep  the  others  from  going  away, 
who  are  neverthelefs  making  their  Efcape  daily. 

The  Southermoft  Settlement  in  Georgia ,  is  FORT ’ 
St.  AN  D  REV/S,  Fifty  Miles  South  from  Frede¬ 
rica,  on  the  South-Weft  Side  of  Cumberland  IJland > 
upon  a  high  Neck  of  Land  which  commands  the 
River  both  Ways  •,  the  Walls  are  of  Wood,  fill’d 
up  with  Earth,  round  which  are  a  Ditch  and  Palli- 
fade  ;  two  Companies  of  General  Oglethorpe's  Regi¬ 
ment  were  formerly  Rationed  there,  but  are  now 
moftly  drawn  to  Frederica. 
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,  Oppofite  to  Frederica ,  on  the  Main,  were  fettled 
Meffrs.  Carr  and  Carteret ,  with  above  twenty  Servants; 
where  they  cleared  a  confiderable  Trail  of  Land  ;  but 
that  Plantation  is  now  quitted,  and  their  Servants  either 
dead  or  difperfed.  We  have  lately  heard  from  Frede¬ 
rica ,  that;  the  General  having  ftationed  10  or  12  Men 
upon  this  Place,  they  were  attacked  by  Spaniards  or 
Spanijh  Indians ,  4  were  killed,  4  carried  off,  and  2 
left  wounded . ,  . 

NEFF  EBENEZER,  to  which  the  Saltzburghers 
removed  from  their  former  Habitation  at  Old  Ebenezer , 
confilts  of  about  One  Hundred  Perfons,  under  the  Go¬ 
vernment  of  Mr.  Boltzius ,  their  Pallor  ;  they  live  and 
labour  in  a  Kind  of  Community,  and  never  commix  or 
affociate  with  Strangers  •,  they  have  been  hitherto  libe¬ 
rally  fupported  both  from  Germany  and  England ,  and 
their  Rights  and  Privileges  have  been  much  more 
extenfive  than  any  others  in  the  Colony  :  This  Town 
lies  fix  Miles  Eaftward  from  the  'old,  on  a  high  Bluff 
upon  the  Side  of  Savanna  River,  and  forty  Miles  from 
Savannah.  Near  to  this  Place,  on  a  Creek  of  the 
fame  River,  was  built  a  Saw-Mill,  which  coft  of  the 
Publick  Money  above  1500/.  Sterl.  but,  like  molt 
other  publick  Works,  is  now  intirely  ruinous. 

About  Ten  Miles  Ealt  of  Ebenezer,  on  a  Creek, 
three  Miles  from  the  River,  was  the  Village  of 
ABERCORN ;  in  the  Year  1733,  there  were  Ten 
Families  fettled  there,  and  feveral  afterwards  :  In  the 
Year  1737,  Mr.  John  Brodie ,  with  twelve  Servants; 
fettled  there :  But  all  thofe  are  gone,  and  it  is  now 
a  Pleap  oi  Ruins. 

'  Four  Miles  below  Abercorn,  upon  the  River- fide  is 
Jofieph's  Town,  which  was  the  Settlement  of  lome 
Scots  Gentlemen  with  thirty  Servants ;  but  they  have 
now  left  it,  molt  of  their  Servants  having  died  there. 

A  Mile  below,  on  the  River-fide,  is  the  Setlement 
where  Sir  Francis  Bathurft,  with  twelve  in  Family  and 
Servants;  was  placed,  now  in  Ruins,  without  an  Inha¬ 
bitant. 

.  i  A  0uartef 
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A  Quarter  of  a  Mile  below  was  the  Settlement  of 
Walter  Jugujtine ,  with  fix  in  Family:  Within  this 
Settlement  was  another  Mill  erefted,  at  the  Charge  of 
above  800/.  Sterlings  all  now  in  Ruins  without  an  In¬ 
habitant. 

A  Mile  below  is  Landiloe ,  the  Settlement,  of  Mr.  ■ 
Robert  Williams ,  with  forty  Servants,  who  made  large 
Improvements  there,  and  continued  for  the  Space  of 
four  Years,  planting  each  Seafon  with  great  Induftry 
in  various  Shapes,  ft  ill  expecting  (with  the  other  Set¬ 
tlers)  an  Alteration  in  the  Conftitution  ;  but  at  laft, 
having  funk  a  great  deal  of  Money,  he  was  obliged 
to  leave  it,  with  the  Lofs  of  above  Two  I houfand 
Pounds  Sterling  ;  and  it  is  now  uninhabited,  and  very 
much  decayed.  Next  below  that  is  the  Five  Hun¬ 
dred  Acre  Tradt  belonging  to  Dr.  Patrick  Tailfier  ; 
which  was  fettled,  but  found  impradticable  to  pro¬ 
ceed  upon,  by  Reafon  of  the  Hardfhips  and  Reftric- 
tions  in  the  Colony.  Next  to  that  is  Mr.  Jacob 
Matthew's  Plantation  (formerly  Mr.  Muf^rove's)  call¬ 
ed  the  Cow-pen,  who  lived  there  fome  Time  with  ten 
Servants  ;  but  has  now  left  it,  and  keeps  only  two 
or  three  to  look  after  his  Cattle .  Adjoining  to  this 
Was  Mr.  Cookfey’s  Settlement,  with  five  in  Family  ; 
now  intirely  abandoned.  Next  to  this  was  Capt. 
Watfon* s  Plantation,  with  a  good  Houfe,  now  in 
Ruins.  All  thefe  lie  upon  the  Side  of  the  River. 
And  upon  the  Eaft  and  Southward,  were  the  Settle¬ 
ments  of  Young ,  Emery ,  Polhitt,  and  Warwick  ;  all 
forfaken.  Next  upon  the  River-fide  is  the  Indian 
Land  before-mentioned,  feparated  from  the  forego¬ 
ing  Settlements  by  a  Creek,  and  running  all  along 
to  the  Town  :  A  little  below  this  Creek  is  a  Places 
called  Irene,  where  Mr.  John  Wefiley  built  a  pretty 
good  Ploufefor  an  Indian  School  \  but  he  foon  wearied 
of  that  Undertaking,  and  left  it.  A  little  below  is 
the  Indian  Town  called  New-Yamacra ,  where  the  Re** 
mainder  of  Tomo  Chachi9 s  Indians  refide. 

Five  Miles  South-weft  of  Savannah,  on  a  ftmall  Rife5 
{lands  the  Village  of  Highgate ;  Twelve  Families  were 
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’fettled  here  in  1733,  moftiy  French ,  now  reduced  to 
Two.  A  Mile  Eaftward  of  this  is  Hampjlead,  where 
feveral  German  Families  were  fettled  in  1733,  and 
fome  others  fmce ,  now  reduced  to  none. 

Five  Miles  South-Eaft  of  Savannah ,  is  THUN¬ 
DERBOLT,  where  there  was  a  good  Timber  Fort, 
and  three  Families  with  twenty  Servants  were  fettled  •, 
but  it  is  now  all  in  Ruins  and  abandoned. 

Four  Miles  South  of  this,  is  the  liland  of  Skiddoway , 
«>n  the  North-Eaft  Point  whereof  ten  Families  were 
fettled  in  1733  ;  now  reduced  to  none. 

A  Creek  divides  Skiddozvay  from  TTBEE  Ifland,  on 
the  South-Eaft  Part  of  which,  fronting  the  Inlet,  the 
Light-houfe  is  built  :  Twelve  Families  were  fettled 
here  in  1734,  who  have  now  forfaken  it. 

Twel  ve  Miles  Southward  by  Land  from  Savannah , 
is  Mr.ffi/ra’s  Plantation,  kept  with  one  Servant.  And, 

About  Thirty  Miles  from  that,  up  the  River  Ogee- 
the ,  was  the  Settlements  of  Meffrs.  Stirlings,  &c.  with 
twenty-jive  Servants :  This  Place,  when  they  went 
there,  were  the  Southermoft  Settlement  in  the  Colony, 
and  very  ||  remote  fo  that  they  were  obliged  to  build, 
at  their  own  Expence  and  at  a  confiderable  Charge,  a 
ilrong  Wooden  Fort  for  their  Defence.  And  the  laid 
Meffrs.  Stirlings  having  refided  there  about  three  Years 
with  the  Servants,  they  were  obliged  to  leave  it,  after 
having  exhaufted  their  Fortunes  to  no  Purpofe  in  the 
Experiment. 

Twenty  Miles  above  this,  on  a  high  Bluff  on  the 
fame  River,  (lands  Fort  Argyle  :  *  ’Tis  a  fmall  fquare 
Wooden  Fort,  Mufquet-proof :  Ten  Families  were 
fettled  here  and  about  it-,  now  all  gone-,  and  the  Fort 
itfelf  garrifoned  by  one  Officer,  one  Dutch  Servant, 
and  one  Woman,  who  were  lately  furprized,  in  the 

|j  TJiis  was  the  only  Spot  allowed  them  to  fettle  upon,  any  0- 
ther  Place  being  refufed. 

*  This  is  the  Place,  where  a  Body  of  Horfe,  called  the  Sou¬ 
thern  Rangers,  under  the  Command  of  Capt.  James  Macpherfon, 
were  ftationed  for  feveral  Years.  They  were  paid  by  the  Go¬ 
vernment  of  Carolina  ;  but  have  been  difcharged  for  fome  Time 

wft. 
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Officer’s  Abfence,  by  two  Prifoners  that  broke  out 
of  the  Log-houfe  in  Savannah,  and  both  murdered. 

Near  the  Mouth  of  Vernon  River,  upon  a  Kind  ciF 
an  Ifland  (which  is  called  Hope-ljle)  are  the  Settle¬ 
ments  of  Mefirs.  John  Fallowfield,  He  try  Parker ,  and 
Noble  Jones  :  They  have  rriade  fame  Improvements 
there,  but  chiefly  Mr.  Fallowfield ,  who  has  a  pretty 
little  convenient  Houfe  and  Garden,  with  a  confider- 
able  Stock  of  Hogs,  and  fome  Cattle,  £5V.  and 
.where  he  generally  refldes  with  his  Family.  Near 
adjoining  to  this*  upon  a  Piece  of  Land,  which  com¬ 
mands  the  •  Narrows,  is  a  Timber  Building,  Called 
Jones'  Fort  ;  which  ierves  for  two  Ufes,  namely,  to 
fupport  Mr.  Noble  Jones,  who  is  Commander  of  it, 
to  prevent  the  Poor  People  of  Frederica  from  get¬ 
ting  to  any  other  Place,  Where  they  might  be  able  td 
fupport  themfelves. 

About  three  Miles  South-Eaft  of  Savannah,  upon 
Augufline  Creek ,  lies  Oxjlead,  the  Settlement  of  Mr. 
i Thomas  Cau/lon,  improven  by  many  Elands  and  a  great 
Charge*  where  he  now  refldes  with  a  few  Servants. 
Betwixt  Oxjlead  and  the  Town  of  Savannah  lie  ;  ijl. 
Hermitage ,  the  Settlement  of  Mr.  Hugh  Anderfon , 
who  had  feventeen  in  Family  and  Servants  *,  but  he 
was  obliged  both  to  leave  that  and  retire  from  the 
Colony  about  two  Years  ago,  upon  Account  of  the 
general  Hardfhips.  idly.  The  Settlements  of  Mr. 

I Thomas  Chriftie,  and  fix  others,  belonging  to  the  Town-* 
fhip  of  Savannah  •,  all  now  forfaken.  ^dly,  The  Settle¬ 
ments  of  the  Germans  of  Count  Zinzendorjf,  who  were 
twenty  Families  •,  which  are  like  wife  now  entirely 
abandoned,  they  having  all  gone  to  other  Colonies. 

Upon  the  Weft  Side  of  Savannah,  lie  the  Townfhip 
Cots  of  the  Jews,  now  deferred  (they  having  all  gone 
to  other  Colonies,  except  three  or  four)  as  are  all  others 
dn  that  Quarter,  excepting  one  or  two.

*  This  is  a  narrow  PaiTage,  through  which  Boats  are  ob¬ 
liged  to  pafs  and  repafs,  in  going  to  and  from  the  Southwards 
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About  three  Miles  from  Savannah ,  on  the  South, 
the  Settlement  of  Mr.  William  Williamfon  is  in  the 
fame  Condition  :  And  alfo. 

The  Settlement  belonging  to  the  Truftees  adjoin¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  Williamfon’ s  ;  which  was  committed  by 
them  to  the  Care  of  Mr.  William  Bradley,  their 
Steward,  to  be  cultivated  and  improved  by  him  at 
their  Charge,  as  an  Example  to  others,  and  to  fatisfy 
themfelves  what  Improvements  in  Land  were  practica¬ 
ble  by  white  Servants  :  The  Event  might  have  open¬ 
ed  the  Eyes  of  any  that  would  fee  :  Upwards  of 
twenty ,  fometimes  thirty  Servants  were  employed  j 
.  above  'Two  Thoufand  Pounds  Sterling  expended  in  the 
Experiment ;  and  never  fo  much  of  any  Grain  raifed 
from  it,  as  would  have  maintained  the  Numbers  em¬ 
ployed  about  it  fix  Months  :  It  now  lies  on  a  Par 
with  the  mod  ruinous  Plantation  in  Georgia.  Part -of 
their  Dutch  Servants  have  been  employed  laft  Year  by 
Mr.  Thomas  Jones ,  upon  a  new  Plantation  about  a 
Mile  to  the  Southward  of  Savannah  ;  they  were 
twenty  five  in  Number,  and  maintained  at  the  Expence 
of  8  d.  Jlerling  each  per  Diem  •,  and  we  have  lately 
been  credibly  informed,  the  Whole  Produce  did  not 
exceed  One  Hundred  Bufhels  of  Corn. 

The  Orphan-houfe  is  fituated  about  fourteen  Miles 
\  South-Eaft  of  Savannah  :  This  famous  Work  was  be¬ 
gun  in  March  1740  ;  and,  during  the  Space  of  ft# 
Months,  there  were  about  One  Hundred  People,  Men, 
"Women,  and  Children,  maintained  and  employed  a- 
bout  it  •,  and  according  to  their  own  Calculation,  they 
have  expended  near  Four  Thoufand  Pounds  Sterling : 
But  ever  fmee  Mr.  Wkitefield  left  Georgia  the  latter 
End  of  Hugujl ,  in  the  fame  Year,  it  has  decayed 
a-pace  *,  for  befides  thole  he  then  carried  to  the  North¬ 
ward  with  hint,  a  great  many  have  fince  left  them ; 
and  their  Money  growing  fhort,  they  were  foon  ob¬ 
liged  to  difeharge  moft  of  the  Workmen  ;  befides 
of  late,  many  Divifions  have  arifen  amongft  them : 
In  0  aort,  the  Defign  feems  to  be  drawing  near  a  Pe¬ 
riod, altho5  at  this  Time  the  Houfe  itfelf  is  fcarcely  half 

finilhed: 
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fmifhed.  It  is  built  upon  a  low  Pine  Barren,  furround- 
ed  on  one  Side  with  a  large  Traft  of  fait  Marjh ,  ex¬ 
pending  to  Vernon  River,  to  which  they  have  a  Paf- 
fage  by  Water ,  when  the  Tides  are  up,  for  hoa.ll 
■Craft  •,  on  the  other  Side  it  is  furrounded  with  Woods  ■% 
they  have  cleared  about  ten  Acres  of  Ground,  and 
have  built  feveral  Plonfes  and  Pluts.  The  Frame  of 
the  Orphan-houfe  is  up,  the  Roof  fningled ,  and  the 
Sides  weather-boarded  :  It  is  Jixty  Feet  in  Length, 
forty  Feet  wide  :  It  has  two  Stories  befides  Cellars  and 
Garrets  •,  the  Cellars  are  built  of  Brick,  which  likewile 
ferves  for  a  Foundation  to  the  whole  Building  :  It 
would  certainly  be  a  fine  Piece  of  Work,  if  finifhed  % 
but  if  it  were  finifhed,  where  is  the  Fund  for  its  Sup¬ 
port?  And  what  Service  can  an  Grphan-houfe  be  in 
a  .Defart  and  a  forfaken  Colony  ?  . 

About  three  or  four  Miles  from  the  Orphan-houfe, 
©n  the  Side  of  Vernon  River,  William  Stephens ,  Efq; 
(formerly  mentioned)  has  a  Plantation  with  five  or 
fix  Servants,  who  have  cleared  about  fieven  or  eight 
Acres :  However  if  he  reaps  no  Benefit  from  them,  he 
is  at  as  little  Charge  to  maintain  them,  jj 
.  As  it  would  be  too  tedious  to  mention  particularly 
the  Townfhip  or  five  and  forty-five  Acre  Lots,  being  in 
all  about  One  Hundred  that  were  fettled  ;  we  need  only 
therefore  in  general  fay,  that  there  are  few  or  none 
of  them  but  what  are  in  the  fame  Condition  with  thole 
before  fpecified,  viz.  ruinous  and  defolate. 

The  laid  Place  we  fhall  mention  is  AUGUSTA,  di- 
ftant  from  Savannah  Two  Hundred  Miles  up  the  Ri¬ 
ver,  on  the  fame  Side:  It  was  founded  in  1737,  at  a 
confiderable  Charge,  under  the  Diredtion  of  one  Mr.' 
Roger  Lacey ,  being  at  that  Time  Agent  to  the  Chero¬ 
kee  Nation  :  It  is  principally,  if  not  altogether,  inha¬ 
bited  by  Indian  Traders  and  Store-keepers,  the  Num¬ 
ber  of  whom  may  now  be  about  thirty  or  upwards  9 
and  a  confiderable  Quantity  of  Corn  has  been  raifcd 
'there :  To  account  for  this  fingular  Circumftanee,  we 
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Stall  only  affign  two  Reafons  •,  the  firft  is  the  Good- 
nefs  of  the  Land,  which  at  fo  great  a  Diftance  from 
the  Sea  is  richer  than  in  the  maritime  Parts  •,  the  fe- 
cond  and  chief  one  is,  that  the  Settlers  there  are  in- 
dulged  in  and  connived  at  the  Ufe  of  Negroes,  by 
>vhom  they  execute  all  the  laborious  Part  of  Culture  \ 
and  the  Fact  is  undoubted  and  certain,  that  upwards 
of  Eighty  Negroes  are  now  in  the  Settlements  belong¬ 
ing  to  that  Place :  We  do  not  obferve  this  as  if  it 
gives  us  any  Uneafinefs,  that  our  Fellow-planters  are 
indulged  in  what  is  fo  neceffary  for  their  Well-being  » 
but  we  may  be  allowed  to  regret,  that  we  and  fo 
many  Britijh  Subjects,  who  ftood  much  more  in  Need 
of  them,  ffiould  have  been  ruined  for  Want  of  fuch 
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Affiftances. 

Having  now  taken  a  Survey  of  the  Colony  of  Geor¬ 
gia,  we  fhall  conclude  this  Treatife  by  taking  Notice 
of  two  or  three  of  the  molt  remarkable  Transitions  in 
it  fince  October  laft. 

On  the  Tenth  Day  of  November  a  Court  was 
called  at  Savannah ,  where  Col.  Stephens  read  a  Pa¬ 
ragraph  of  a  Letter,  which  he  faid  was  from  the 
Truftees,  defiring  the  Inhabitants  to  fet  forth  their 
Miferies,  Hardfnips,  and  Difficulties  in  Writing,  in 
order  to  have  the  Seal  of  the  Colony  annexed  there¬ 
to,  and  fo  tranfmitted  to  the  Truftees  :  Whereup¬ 
on  Mr.  Stephens  gave  the  Recorder  a  Paper  to 
read,  in  which  the  Colony  was  reprefented  in  a 
moft  flourifhing  Condition,  (in  the  Town  of  Au- 
gujla  alone,  there  were  reprefented  to  be  600  white 
People,  and  3000  Pack-horfes  belonging  thereto, 
who  were  employed  in  the  Jndian  Trade)  enume¬ 
rating  the  many  ufeful,  fine,  and  curious'  Produc¬ 
tions  of  it,  fuch  as  Fledges  with  Pomegranates  grow¬ 
ing  upon  them.  Wine,  Silk,  Oil,  Wheat,  &c.  with 
many  other  Hyperboles:  This  Paper  Mr.  Stephens 
faid  he  had  been  at  great  Care  and  Pains  about, 
and  which  he  took  to  be  a  juft  Anfwer  to  the  Trus¬ 
tees  Letter,  with  the  true  State  of  the  Colony  j, 
But  the  poor  People,  feeing  the  Abfurdity  and  Falfe- 
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nefs  of  it,  foon  difcover’d  their  Diflike  thereof  by 
their  leaving  the  Court-houfe  ;  and  only  eighteen 
Perfons  figned  the  fame,  every  one  of  whom  were 
fupported  in  one  Shape  or  other  by  the  Publick : 
Mr.  FallowfieU ,  then  on  the  Bench,  ufed  what  Ar¬ 
guments  he  could  to  perfuade  him.  That  it  was 
reafonable  every  Perfon  fhould  reprefent  his  own 
Cafe  to  the  Truftees,  and  he  apprehended  the  De- 
fign  of  the  Truftees  was  fuch  ;  but  Stephens  in  a 
Paflion  faid.  Except  they  would fign  this ,  they  Jhould 
have  the  Publick  Seal  to  no  other  Paper  ;  fo  it  was 
to  no  Purpofe  what  either  he  or  the  Recorder  Mr. 
John  Py  could  urge,  who  very  foon  left  the  Court, 
declaring  their  Diflike  and  Abhorrence  of  fuch  Pro¬ 
ceedings  ;  but  immediately  they,  with  the  reft  of 
the  Inhabitants,  to  the  Number  of  above  Jixty,  drew 
up  a  Remonftrance  to  the  Truftees,  in  which  they 
fully  fet  forth  the  true  State  of  the  Colony,  with  their 
own  miferable  Condition  in  it :  This  Paper,  and  foon 
after  a  Petition  to  the  King  and  Council,  &c.  were 
lately  tranfmitted  to  the  Authors  hereof,  who  im¬ 
mediately  forwarded  them  for  London ;  but  as  the 
Iffue  thereof  is  now  depending,  we  don’t  think  it 
proper  to  expofe  them  to  the  Publick. 

On  the  2d  of  April  laft,  a  Fire  broke  out  by  Ac¬ 
cident  in  a  Smith’s  Forge  in  Savannah ,  which  con¬ 
firmed  almoft  one  whole  Square  ;  and,  in  the  higheft 
Rage  of  the  devouring  Flames,  Mr.  Thomas  Jones 
flood  an  idle  Speflator  with  his  Hands  in  his  Bofom, 
and  with  the  utmoft  Unconcernednefs,  infomuch 
that  when  he  was  applied  to  by  feveral  of  the  mifera¬ 
ble  People  for  a  fmall  Quantity  of  Gun-Powder  to 
blow  up  an  adjoining  Houfe,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
Fire  from  fpreading,  his  Anfwer  was,  /  can  do  No¬ 
thing  in  it ,  I  have  no  Orders  concerning  fuch  Matters. 

We  have  lately  been  informed  from  Frederica ,  that 
the  General  having  ftationed  twelve  Men  upon  the. 
Place  which  was  the  Settlement  of  MefTrs.  Ker  and 
Carteret. ,  be  fore- mentioned,  they  were  attacked  by 

Spaniards 
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Spaniards  or  Sp'anijh  Indians ,  and  /<?«r  were  killed, 
four  carried  off,  and  two  wounded. 

A  good  many  of  the  People  have  come  away 
from  Frederica  lately,  and,  in  order  to  get  off,  were 
obliged  to  make  ufe  of  Stratagems  fuch  as  gQing  a 
Hunting  upon  the  Hands,  &c.  We  are  informed* 
that  forne  Differences  have  happened  betwixt  the  Ge¬ 
neral  and  fome  of  the  Magiftrates.  there,  and  that,  in 
the  Place  of  one  of  them,  he  has  appointed  one  of  his 
Waiting- boys.  Several  of  the  poor  Remainder  of  the 
Darien  People  have  likewife  efcaped,  notwithftanding 
the  Body  of  Forces  Rationed  there  to  prevent  them. 

Flavin g  thus  brought  this  .HiRorical  Narra¬ 
tive  within  the  Compafs  propofed,  and  endea¬ 
voured  to  difpofe  the  Materials  in;ras  difcindi  a  Me¬ 
thod  and  Series  as  the  ncccffiry  Coneifenefs  would 
allow  :  We  readily  admit  that  the  Defign  is  far 
from  being  compleat.  To  have  acquainted'  the 
World  with  all  the  Hardfhips  and  Oppreffions 
•which  have  been  exercifed  in  the  Colony  of  Georgia 
miift  have  required  both  a  larger  Volume  than  we 
were  capable  of  publifhing,  and  more  Time  than 
we  could  bellow  :  We  therefore  fati.-fy  ;  ourfelves, 
that  we  have,1  with  Care  and  Sincerity,  executed 
fo  much  of  the  Defign,  as  may  pave  the  Way  to 
any  others  who  can  defcend  -more  minutely  to 
Particulars  y  and' thole,  who  are  beft  acquainted  with, 
the  Affairs  of  that  Colony,  will  be  moR  capable 
of  lodging  how  tenderly  we  have  touch’d  both  Per- 
fons  and  Things. 

It  only  remains,  that  we  in  a  few  Paragraphs  em 
deavour  to  exhibit  to  the  View  of  the  Reader  the 
REAL  Caufes  of  the  Ruin  and  Defolation  of  the 
Colony,  and  thofe  briefly  are  the  following.
